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Kids without hope 


As Boston’s murder rate climbs, the victims get younger. There are no 
happy endings in sight as outreach for a host of problems dwindles.

OT QUITE EIGHT months into 

the year, the number of murder 
victims in Boston topped 2003’s total, 
and now threatens to be the highest 
since 1995. As if that weren’t disturb- 
ing enough, the face of violence is 
changing, too: well more than half the 
city’s victims this year are under 25, a 
higher percentage than at any time 
over the past 10 years. And juveniles 
(those under 18), who essentially 
vanished from the murder picture a 
decade ago, are falling prey to street 
violence in increasing numbers all 
over again. In 2003, six adolescent 
boys were killed in the city, and at 


least four were arrested for commit- 
ting murder — out of 41 total homi- 
cides. Five more victims under age 18 
have fallen already this year, and the 
10 suspects arrested so far in 2004 
include a 16-year-old, two 18-year- 


olds, and three more people under 25. 


At least two dozen other adolescents 
have been shot non-fatally since the 
start of 2003, and many more 
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stabbed. Arrests of youngsters for vio- 
lent crimes surged last year, and are 
keeping pace in 2004. 

According to close observers, today’s 
youth violence is more diffuse and ran- 
dom than it was in the 1980s and early 
90s. Back then, 60 percent of under- 
age-25 homicides were gang-driven; 
they involved less than one percent of 
the city’s youth and were concentrated 
in three neighborhoods, according to 
the Boston Gun Project. They were vi- 
cious, but they were purposeful — 
serving the interests of an organiza- 
tion’s share of the city’s drug trade.

TRATHAM, NEW HAMPSHIRE — To 

hear George W. Bush tell it, there was no 
place on earth he’d rather have been last Fri- 
day than right where he was: in the middle of 
Stella and Douglas Scamman’s farm, soaking 
in the affection of 3500 or so cheering sup- 
porters. “Thank y’all for coming,” he said, all 
tie-less informality. He gripped the podium, 
the sleeves of his light-blue shirt rolled up, 
and leaned forward slightly. “Listen,” he said, 
“there is no better way to spend a Friday af- 
ternoon than at a picnic in New Hampshire.” 

Bush’s warm feelings toward the Granite 
State were understandable. Though he lost the 
2000 Republican primary to Arizona senator 
John McCain, he came back that fall to edge 
out Al Gore here in the general election. New 
Hampshire miay have only four electoral votes, 
but if Gore had won them, he’d have become 
president. Which is why New Hampshire — 
which used to slip back into obscurity follow- 
ing its snow-and-ice-bound, first-in-the-nation 
primary — is likely to be a favored stop for 
both the Bush-Cheney and Kerry-Edwards 
campaigns right through Election Day. 

So forget everything you think you know 
about the 2004 presidential campaign. Yes, 
Senator John Kerry and Bush have been 
locked in a virtual dead heat for months. Yes, 
the blue-red divide appears to be as even as it 
was four years ago. But the Kerry-Bush race 
isn’t really a national campaign; it only looks 
that way on the surface. The key to the 2004 
race is the handful of swing states — perhaps 
as few as 10 — where the candidates are so 
close that it could go either way. And here, 
Kerry is in surprisingly good shape. According

How the appointment of Porter Goss to the 
CIA makes the world safe for George W. Bush 


Cover-up in the works 


ITH THE NOMINATION of Republi- 
can congressman and White House er- 
rand boy Porter Goss of Florida as the 
next director of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
President George W. Bush has mocked the spirit 
and industry of the bipartisan Na- 
tional Commission on Terrorist At- 
tacks, which called for major re- 
form in the CIA and national-secu- 
rity establishment in the wake of the 
failures that led to 9/11. 

The Goss nomination serves 
Bush’s narrow and personal politi- 
cal interests, not the nation’s needs. 

That comes as no surprise. 

Bush, with still-inexplicable high- 
handedness, squandered a rare moment of inter- 
national political acquiescence in — if not out- 
right approval for — waging war on the Afghan- 
based Al Qaeda, with his reckless and ill-con- 
ceived invasion of Iraq. He then marshaled do- 
mestic support for that invasion by misleading 
Congress and hoodwinking the public into be- 
lieving that the repressive and repulsive Saddam 
Hussein harbored weapons of mass destruction 
that threatened international stability. He further 
claimed that the Iraqi dictator was fast develop- 
ing the nuclear capability to threaten American 
lives at home. 

To protect this web of deceit, Bush needs a 
stooge at the head of the CIA. To say that Goss 
will be a White House stooge, however, is not to 
suggest that the man is stupid. 

To best understand what’s going on, it helps to 
realize that the designated fall guy for so many of 
the Bushadministration’s international sins, both 
of omission and commission, will be former CIA 
director George Tenet. A devoted Bush lap dog, 
Tenet was nonetheless a holdover from the Clin- 
ton administration, which is still considered sor- 
did and suspect by the Bushies. As such, he is 
eminently sacrificial.

No less an avenging angel than Bob Wood- 
ward of the Washington Post produced the smok-

Bush, according to Woodward, 
was sagaciously skeptical. Never 
mind that Bush — and Vice-Presi- 
dent Dick Cheney and Secretary of 
Defense Donald Rumsfeld — had 
long before decided to pull the 
trigger on Saddam. 

Tenet, in his eagerness to please, 
dug his own grave.

Goss had a career in espionage and military 
intelligence before he was elected to Congress. 
During his tenure in Washington, he has 
chaired the committee charged with overseeing 
intelligence operations. These credentials, ac- 
cording to Bush, qualify Goss for the CIA post. 
Perhaps under other circumstances he might be. 
But the fact that the intelligence misfires at the 
CIA and the FBI occurred while Goss, among 
others, was on watch should by itself preclude 
his service. 

But Goss’s strongest credential, his single 
most important qualification, is that he has been 
publicly critical of Tenet. 

Here’s why that’s crucial to Bush: 

At the moment, a flip of the coin could deter- 
mine if the Senate, which must approve the 
Goss appointment, will hold full hearings and a 
vote before the November election. The threat 
of a filibuster might slow down the process. But 
public sentiment for action will be strong. 

If the Senate does act, Bush will paint Goss’s 
opponents as obstructionists, bent on subvert- 
ing presidential initiative. That will be hot metal

PROTESTING TOO MUCH 

Though I agree with the spirit of your edito- 
rial decrying the “protest pen” at the Democra- 
tic National Convention [“Wanted: Leader- 
ship,” July 30], I believe the protest-pen set-up 
was more about Democrats versus Republicans 
than about silencing the masses. Most activists 
appear to be anti-Bush, and activism against 
the Democrats may well be funded by the Re- 
publicans. How many people who want to 
carry a sign have the $400 or so it costs to 
march into Superior Court and try to obtain an 
injunction against being fenced in? Not many. 
The poorly named Patriot Act is far more of- 
fensive than some barbed wire that may have 
been created to piss off Republicans. 

On the surface, such treatment of protesters 
makes the Democratic Party look like as much 


for Bush critics to handle. 

If Bush loses, most of the issues on the table 
will disappear — at least until historians exca- 
vate the record long in the future. John Kerry, 
not Bush, will become the focus. 

But if Bush wins, his troubles begin in earnest 
in a very different way. The seeds for scandals 
that destroy, compromise, or cripple presidents 
(Watergate and Richard Nixon, Iran-contra and 
Ronald Reagan, Whitewater-Lewinsky and Bill 
Clinton) are sown during the first four years of 
an administration, but sprout their bitter fruit 
during congressional investigations that follow 
during the second term. 

As both a candidate for CIA chief and as 
head of the agency, Goss will make sure that 
Tenet continues to take the fall for Bush. 

(There are some shorter-term political fringe 
benefits as well. The fact that his new CIA chief 
comes from the swing state of Florida does 
Bush no harm and much potential good with 
the supporters of the relatively popular Goss.) 

There is about all this, to borrow a phrase 
from William James, a “perfect rottenness.” 

And it is a rottenness that carries the whiff of 
White House political adviser Karl Rove’s dark 
artistry. If the stakes were not so high we'd be 
tempted to dismiss this as Spy vs. Spy vs. Spy, a 
madcap adventure out of Mad magazine. 

But it’s not. Osama bin Laden is still at large. 
Men and women — our sons and daughters, 
our friends and relatives — continue to die in 
Iraq, as do even greater numbers of Iraqi inno- 
cents. The economic price of this adventure will 
soon begin catching up with taxpayers. And our 
liberties are more compromised every day. 

The Goss CIA appointment is designed to do 
one thing: protect George W. Bush and his 
cronies. The rest of the country can go to hell. @

Henri Cartier-Bresson, 1908-2004 


In the late 1960s, when newspapers such as 
the Boston Phoenix were being invented, the 
reigning style among alternative photojournalists 
could be summed up in two rules: no flash, no 
posing. Or, to put it positively, we practiced 
available-light candid 
photography. The primary 
inspiration for this cult of 
35mm shooters was 
French photojournalism 
pioneer Henri Cartier- 
Bresson, who, though 
nearing 60 at the time, 
was in the streets of 
Paris training his Leica 
on the student revolt 
there. 

Cartier-Bresson, who 
died, at age 95, on 
Tuesday, August 3, set a 
demanding standard for 
his followers — an approach that required them 
to recognize and define content, composition, 
purpose, lighting, nuance, and photography’s 
mechanical technicalities as a coherent whole 
in an instant. Earlier 35mm experimenters had 
sought similar results by shooting movie film 
and singling out the “decisive moments” 
(Cartier-Bresson’s trademark term) at leisure in

the darkroom. Cartier-Bresson edited in real 
time, his mind seemingly faster than his shutter 
as he snatched enormous meanings from blurs 
of small gestures. His photos — from genre 
scenes and informal portraits to close-range 
coverage of coronations, 
street skirmishes, and state 
funerals — were, to put it 
simply, as true to the 
experiences being 
documented as the medium 
would allow. 

He turned photojournalism 
into an art form by inventing a 
new way of seeing that was 
uniquely the vision of hand- 
held photographers. With 
Cartier-Bresson, news 
photography ceased to be a 
manipulative medium and 
became, perhaps for the first 
time, credible documentation. Was there room 
for artistic interpretation? Absolutely. But from 
the natural lighting (or lack thereof) to the 
unrehearsed actions being recorded, there’s no 
question that Cartier-Bresson’s photographs 
showed us the better part of what really 
happened.

Globe trims budget as ad revenues drop 


With the economic recovery sputtering 
out, the Boston Globe’s management is 
quietly tightening its belt. In recent weeks, 
the region’s largest daily newspaper has 
dropped its Sunday “Peaks and Valleys” 
column, a compilation of news from around 
New England, and the Saturday “Spiritual 
Life” column, which focused on religion. 
Those. moves are part of an overall strategy 
to cut back on the use of freelancers. A 
hiring freeze already in place has reportedly 
been expanded as well. 

“I guess they had to make cuts in the City 
& Region section. We were the non- 
staffers, so they were able to dump us 
without any union problems or anything 
like that,” says former “Peaks and Valleys” 
columnist B.J. Roche of her and Rich 
Barlow, who wrote “Spiritual Life.” She 
adds: “I’ve been getting a lot of e-mails 
from people. I feel like I had a great run. I 
had a lot of fun. What else can you ask 
for?” 

The cuts follow a July 14 announcement 
by the Globe’s owner, the New York Times 
Company, that June ad revenues for its New 
England Newspaper Group (the Globe and 
Worcester’s Telegram & Gazette) were down 
2.8 percent compared with the previous 
June. The announcement blamed the 
decrease on a softening market for travel, 
national-automotive, telecommunications, 
banking, technology, and entertainment ads. 

Globe officials have little to say about the 
cutbacks. Editor Martin Baron referred an 
inquiry to publisher Richard Gilman, who 
was not available for comment. In an e- 
mailed statement, Globe spokesman 
BMaynard Scarborough said, “The 
newspaper industry is in the midst of a 
slower than expected economic recovery. 
We’re optimistic about the months ahead, 
but we are continuing to carefully monitor 
and control expenses.” 

The Globe’s moves reflect widespread 
unease in the newspaper business, which 
had been expected to perform strongly this 
year but has instead become caught up in 
the overall economic malaise. According to 
the trade magazine Editor & Publisher, 
help-wanted advertising —- a major revenue 
source for the daily press — was flat from 
February through June after having risen 
slowly for some time before that. Perhaps 
most dramatically, the Los Angeles Times 


recently went through a major round of 
budget-cutting —- including the elimination 
of 60 newsroom positions — not long after 
winning five Pulitzer Prizes, the most it had 
ever received in one year. 

“IT wouldn’t call it a nosedive, but it’s 
faltered,” says newspaper consultant John 
Morton of the current media climate. “It’s 
primarily a reflection of retail spending. 
Consumer spending, which is two-thirds of 
the economy — and more than that for 
most newspapers, because most newspapers 
are intensely local — has been softening 
fairly quickly.” 

For the Globe, this softening has come 
during an expensive year, with the paper 
committed to covering stories such as the 
presidential campaign, the war in Iraq, 
and ongoing strife between Israel and the 
Palestinians. Then, too, it has not gone 
unnoticed that the paper sank a reported 
$500,000 into a fancy media party at the 
new Boston Convention and Exposition 
Center on the eve of the Democratic 
National Convention. Just the cost of 
doing business? Well, sure. As it turned 
out, though, the timing was a bit 
awkward. 

But even though the paper is in budget- 
conscious mode, last week it brought in a 
well-known freelancer — former Boston 
Herald television critic Monica Collins — 
to write an every-other-week column for 
the Boston Globe Magazine, which will 
debut on September 19, and to contribute 
pieces to City Weekly (see Media Log, 
BostonPhoenix.com, August 5). The 


message appears to be that when the editors — 


really want something, they'll find the 
money. ; 

The cost-cutting also coincides with a 
truce in the labor-management battle at 135 
Morrissey Boulevard. Last week, the Boston 
Newspaper Guild approved a five-year 
contract for its members by a 578-to-90 
vote — although, since most of the period 
covered by the contract is retroactive, it will 
expire in December 2005. Guild president 
Steve Richards, a copy editor in the Globe 
sports department, says he’s “concerned” 
about the budget cuts, but adds, “At this 
point, | don’t know of any impact or 
significant impact on our membership. 
Certainly we hope that remains the case.”

ACTIVISM 
The long march 


Somewhere between mile 123 and 
mile 135, Cory Fischer-Hoffman gets on 
the phone. The 21-year-old Evergreen 
State College student is in Connecticut 
— though she’s not sure where — amid 
the towns of Andover and Manchester, in 
the unmeasured abyss of Route 6. 

Two Fridays ago, the day after the 
Democrats ended their nominating 
convention, about 80 radical activists left 
Boston to walk the length of nearly 3500 
football fields, and Fischer-Hoffman is 
among those ramblers. As a member of 
the Olympia-based Next Step Collective, 
she’s one of the co-organizers of 
Democracy Uprising!, a 258-mile 
demonstration from the Boston Common 
to Madison Square Garden protesting 
both the DNC and the RNC — 
specifically the fact that neither major 
party represents “the interests of 
ordinary people and communities, but 
instead focuses on the needs of 
corporations and special-interest 
groups.” 

Eleven days down, Fischer-Hoffman 
says the 28-day march has gone 
“absolutely wonderfully.” Even though 
they’ve traversed places like Dedham, 
and hunkered down in churches, 
YMCAs, and public fields, Fischer- 
Hoffman says that nearly everyone 
they’ve met has been welcoming. “People 
have come out of their houses,” she says 
during a water break. “We’ve had 
families jump a mile ahead and set up 
lemonade stands and cookies for us. 
We’ve had people pull over on the 
side of the road and cheer; others 
donate water or money or invite 
us in to use their bathrooms.” 

So far, marchers have tried 
to stay on main roads to remain 
visible — some even detoured 
through a Connecticut Wal-Mart 
where they chanted and sang. 
And even though one of the 
banners being carried is an 
American flag emblazoned with 
the circle-A anarchy symbol, 
many suburbanites have been 
willing to engage them. “It’s so 
wonderful,” Fischer-Hoffman 
says. “It just shows what an 
unalienating message we have. 
When we say politicians aren’t 
representing the interests of

regular folks, people all over the place 
agree with that.

Some Walpole residents assumed 
that since many marchers identify as 
anarchists, that meant terrorists were 
coming to town, so they encircled their 
SUVs and motorcycles to see the 
protesters on the streets. But the only 
significant problem has been the 
weather: during a 14-mile march from 
Walpole to North Attleboro, a torrential 
downpour soaked the procession and 
gave birth to countless blisters; after the 
trip’s longest stretch, an 18-mile 
excursion through Rhode Island, the 
camping coalition-members woke up in 
freshly soggy sleeping bags floating in 
two inches of water. 

But for the most part, Democracy 
Uprising! has gone well — Fischer- 
Hoffman says there might even be some 
converts. “What’s really incredible is that 
there’s a sign that says GOVERNMENT IS 
VIOLENCE that has been with us the entire 
time and many people seem to appreciate 
it,” she laughs. “We’ve had middle-aged 
families, people come out and talk 
politics with us, and when we tell them 
what anarchism is really about, they’re 
like, ‘Wow, I think J’m an anarchist!’ ”

RNC PROTESTS 


Don't march on the grass 


When the Republicans hold their nominating 
convention later this month in New York, the biggest 
protest will likely be the one organized by United for 
Peace and Justice (UFPJ). An umbrella coalition of 
more than 800 anti-war groups, UFP] hopes to bring 
together as many as 250,000 people for a rally, 
followed by a march to Madison Square Garden, on 
Sunday, August 29, the day before the Republican 
National Convention gets under way there. 

Unfortunately, permission to gather on the group's 
preferred site for the pre-march rally — the Great 
Lawn of Central Park — was denied. According to 
Megan Sheekey, a spokesperson for New York City’s 
Parks and Recreation Department, the 1997 
reconstruction of the park reduced the Great Lawn’s 
maximum capacity to 80,000. If UFP] were to gather 
a quarter-million there, Sheekey says in an e-mail, 
“the repair of the resulting damage in the park would 
be extremely costly and force all activity on the Great 
Lawn and surrounding areas to end during the period 
of repair.” For example, she explains, Little League 
games next summer might have to be canceled. 

The city suggested that protesters congregate 
instead within the lovely open asphalt and concrete of 
the West Side Highway, which will be penned in a la 
the protest zone at the DNC. “There is a sense that 
they are trying to take the park off the table for 
demonstration purposes,” says Jeff Fogel, of the 
Center for Constitutional Rights. “It’s looking like 
New York is saying the only place you can have 
demonstrations is on the edge of town, by the river.” 

In July, after fighting City Hall for months, UFP] 
leaders finally gave in when faced with a take-it-or- 
leave-it ultimatum from the New York Police 
Department. “We were completely bullied,” says 
UFP]J national coordinator Leslie Cagan. On Tuesday, 
however, Cagan asked the city to reconsider. It turns 
out she had underestimated two things: the 
undesirability of the site, and the support of the 
public. 

A number of potential participants have told Cagan 
that they won’t show if the event is held on the West 
Side Highway; indeed, medical personnel have 
warned that an open, unshaded, sun-facing rally in 
August poses a health hazard. “The elderly, and 
people with kids, are not going to stand out on the 
hot pavement all afternoon,” Cagan says. The city has 
denied a request to provide water. Event coordinators 
also discovered that it will cost twice as much to set 
up the necessary sound and video systems there as it 
would on the Great Lawn. 

Meanwhile, four daily New York newspapers have 
all editorialized in favor of letting the group rally in 
Central Park. And a late-July poll from Quinnipiac 
University showed that a whopping 75 percent of 
New Yorkers are in favor of letting protesters use 
Central Park during the convention. “Parks have 
been, since before the start of this country, the place 
where demonstrations took place,” says Fogel. 


HIGHER AND HIGHER 
Reefer sanity 


Here’s a telling piece of drug-law-reform trivia: in every election 
cycle since 2000, Massachusetts voters have strongly favored 
ballot questions calling for marijuana decriminalization. To date, 


residents in 58 cities and towns across the state, including in 
Boston, have supported — by an average of 61 percent — 


referendums that instruct legislators to make possession of an 


ounce of pot a civil violation, as well as to legalize medical- 
marijuana use for patients with diseases such as cancer. 


“We've never lost yet,” says Jon Holmes, an Allston activist who 


has worked on these ballot questions with members of the 


Massachusetts Cannabis Reform Coalition (MASS CANN) and the 
Drug Policy Forum. The state’s voters, he adds, “have decided it’s a 


bad idea to arrest and prosecute people for pot.” 


The ballot questions are non-binding, which means that state 
lawmakers can choose to ignore voters’ wishes. And, evidently, 
they do. In legislative session after legislative session, drug-reform 
groups have filed bills on Beacon Hill that would decriminalize 
minor pot offenses and enable sick people to grow small amounts 
of pot for medicinal purposes. And just as routinely, House and 
Senate members succeed in stymieing the bills. This year, for 


example, a measure that would have made possession of an 


ounce or less of marijuana the equivalent of a civil violation, “like a 


traffic ticket,” has been languishing in the Joint Committee on 
Criminal Justice because, as Holmes puts it, “no one has the 
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Whether that’s enough to convince the city to 
reopen discussions remains to be seen. Regardless, 
Cagan says, the attention from the controversy has 
pretty much ensured a large demonstration, wherever 
it takes place.

political courage to do anything.” 

So this election year, activists are at it again. They've 
collected signatures from 5500-plus voters 
throughout the state to put marijuana- 
regulation referendums on the ballot come 
November. This time, the questions will 
appear in the districts of both chairs of the 
criminal-justice committee — Senator Thomas 
McGee, a Lynn Democrat; and Representative 
James Vallee, a Franklin Democrat. In addition, the 
referendums — which ask voters whether 
possession of marijuana should be punished as 
nothing more than “a civil violation,” and whether 
“seriously ill patients, with their doctor’s written 
prescription” should be able to grow small amounts of 
pot for medicinal use — will appear in 46 other 
communities, including Cambridge and Arlington.

Bad Nader 


Back in March, some Green 
Party activists were warning that 
Ralph Nader — who was still 
mulling another presidential 
campaign — could damage the 
Green movement by running as an 
independent (see “Power Broker,” 
News and Features, March 12). 
Fast-forward five months: Nader is, 
indeed, running as an independent. 
And just as predicted, his 
candidacy is roiling the American 
Green community. 

In California, for example, a pro- 
Nader Green contingent is seeking 
to give Nader and Peter Camejo — 
as opposed to David Cobb and 
Patricia 
LaMarche, the 
presidential 
and vice- 
presidential 
nominees of 
the Green 
Party of the 
United States 
(GP-US) — the 
Green Party 
ballot line. The 
same thing is 
happening in 
Utah and 
Vermont. 
(These three 
are not 
considered 
swing states; in 
Missouri, which 
is, the state 
Green Party 
has refused to 
give any candidate the Green ballot 
line, in order to avoid siphoning 
votes from John Kerry.) 

There’s just one problem with 
this go-it-alone approach: as a 
condition of their affiliation with the 
GP-US, state parties commit to 
running the national Green 
nominee. By choosing Nader over 
Cobb, the California Greens and 
other state Green parties would risk 
expulsion from the GP-US — a 
schism that could do serious harm 
to the American Green movement. 
“| don’t know what kind of action 
we'd have to take if California or 
any other state rejected our 
nominees,” says GP-US spokesman 
Scott McLarty. “That would probably 
be the subject of a very lively 
discussion. ... We support Ralph’s 
right to compete in the national 
election. But we don’t believe he 
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can demand Green Party state- 
ballot lines in opposition to what the 
national party has decided.” 

Forrest Hill — a California Green 
who describes himself as the 
state’s coordinator for the Ralph 
Nader—Peter Camejo campaign — 
sees things quite differently. For 
example, he argues that state’s, 
which contains about half the 
Green voters in the United States, 
is woefully underrepresented in the 
party’s nominating process. “It’s 
very undemocratic,” Hill says. “In 
California, we held a primary, and 
David Cobb got 12 percent of the 
vote. Peter Camejo got 73 percent 
of the vote, and 
Lorna Salzman 
got 11 percent, 
and Lorna and 
Peter both were 
Nader 
supporters.” 
(Before Nader 
announced his 
intentions, 
several Green 
candidates ran 
as his “stand- 
ins,” so the party 
could make 
Nader its 
nominee — or, if 
Nader refused to 
accept the 
nomination, 
could endorse 
him instead.) 

Hill and his 
allies face long 
odds. With the Green Party of 
California poised to skip its 
nominating convention this year, 
the pro-Nader cadre needs to 
convince 14 of the state’s 19 
steering-committee members to 
convene an emergency meeting. 
Then, if 80 percent of California’s 
100-odd Green delegates were to 
back Nader over Cobb, Nader 
would become the state’s Green 
candidate. The GP-CA has to 
submit the name of its presidential 
candidate to California’s secretary 
of state by August 26, so time is 
short. But Hill is optimistic — and 
he’s sure his cause is just. “In 
America, if you don’t have a 
marquee candidate, you're not 
putting out your message,” he says. 
“To 95 percent of the electorate, 
you don’t exist anymore.”

Whether McGee and Vallee will follow Shannon's lead remains 
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Activists hope the ballot questions will encourage lawmakers — 
in particular, McGee and Vallee — in these districts to get behind 
the pending pot-reform legislation. “We want to deliver the hard 
evidence to legislators,” says Bill Downing, who heads MASS 
CANN. “We want to put them on notice and say, ‘This issue is not 
going to go away. Do your job and represent your people.’” 

Some legislators actually do respond to non-binding voter 


to be seen. But if nothing else, drug reformers will find out just 
where the voters stand on the issue. Then again, given past 
results, they’re pretty confident about how things will turn out. 

“A lot of these guys [legislators] don’t think their people support 
these efforts,” says Downing. “But they do, so we're forcing 
legislators to listen.”

Headline to head on the line 
years ago: 
August 13, 1999

was that Rafael Resendez-Ramirez, the 
suspected ‘railway killer’ who was want- 
ed in connection with nine murders in 
Texas, Illinois, and Kentucky, had been 
sighted in Danvers. As in Massachu- 
setts. As in the town where we live.... 

“IT hopped on the Internet. Nothing 
on AP wires. But when | checked the 
latest on the Houston Chronicle’s Web 
site, I found a story headlined OFFi- 
CIALS SAY SUSPECT IS READING HIS 
PRESS. The lead: ‘The suspected killer 
of at least eight victims in three states 
is well aware of the publicity his trail 
of terror is generating, investigators 
said Wednesday.’ 

“Great, | thought. He saw my col- 
umn. He didn’t like it. And he’s com- 
ing over to let me know. Personally.” 


The Jackson/Presiey merger 


10 years ago: 
August 12, 1994 

A befuddled Richard Eckhaus voiced 
his support for the newly married 
Michael Jackson and Lisa Marie Presley. 

“What’s happening to us? Why can’t 
we accept the fact that Michael and Lisa 
Marie met and fell in love, like so many 
youngsters before them? Didn’t he 
blushingly tell Oprah that he was ‘saving’ 
himself for the ‘right person’? Maybe he 
really is ready to take off the glove. After 
all, he and Lisa Marie have so much in 
common. Both come from musical fami- 
lies, either one is capable of carrying on 
monosyllabic conversation with Brooke 
Shields and Larry Fortenski, both use 
eyeliner, and Michael had his face done 
at the very same place that customized 
Elvis’s last Eldorado.

“Larson argues that the queue envi- 
ronment is a crucial factor. One com- 
mon problem is that those in line 
can’t avoid dwelling on the fact that 
they are wasting valuable time. In the 
1950s, Russell Ackoff, a professor of 
systems science at the University of 
Pennsylvania, assured himself a place 
in queuing-theory history with the ad- 
vice he offered a hotel with slow ele- 
vators: put mirrors next to the eleva- 
tor doors. As guests straightened their 
ties and combed their hair, com- 
plaints about elevator delays dropped 
dramatically.

Still, I con- 
fess that this Gandhi-virgin-sandwich yarn pushes the needle of 
my BS detector way into the red. Did Gandhi indeed kip with 
preteen jail-quail? If so, what was his source of supply?

Well, they weren’t 12. They also weren’t all virgins; so far 
as is known, they worked solo rather than in pairs; and 
Gandhi claimed he wasn’t trying to rejuvenate his manly en- 
ergy but rather to prove he had it under control. In all other 
respects, however, the tome you cite is 100 percent accurate: 
the leader of the movement to free India from the British 
yoke did sleep with young females — and what’s more, both 
parties were often naked at the time. He was 77 when this 
odd practice came to light, and from what we know, sleeping 
was all they did. 

Mohandas Gandhi's sleeping arrangements attracted public 
attention during the winter of 1946-47, when he was trying to 
quell violence between Muslims and Hindus in the Noakhali 
district in what is now Bangladesh. It came out that Gandhi was 
bunking nightly with his 19-year-old grandniece, Manu. In part 
this was an effort to stay warm in the winter chill, but Gandhi 
soon acknowledged there was more to it: he was testing his vow 
of brahmacharya, or total chastity in thought and deed. If he 
could spend the night in a woman’s embrace without feeling 
sexual stirrings, it would demonstrate that he had conquered his 
carnal impulses and become “God’s eunuch.” It turned out that 
Manu was not his first brahmacharya lab partner — he'd also 
recently gotten naked (partly, at least) with another young 
woman in his extended family, starting when she was 18. 

Unschooled as you are in the mysteries of the East, David, 
you scoff — and to be frank, there were quite a few raised eye- 
brows in India..One of the most vocal critics was Nirmal 
Kumar Bose, a university lecturer who served as Gandhi's in- 
terpreter in Noakhali. While conceding that no hanky-panky 
had taken place (Gandhi and his entourage typically all slept in 
the same room), Bose protested that the master was exploiting 
the women, each of whom felt she had a special place in his af- 
fections and became “hysterical” if slighted. (Here ! follow the 
account by author Ved Mehta in his 1976 New Yorker series.) 
Gandhi, far from being abashed, vigorously defended himself 
in meetings, letters, and articles, arguing that making a woman 
“the instrument of my lust” would be far more exploitative than 
what he actually did. 

Remarkably, the critics eventually quieted down. Even Bose, 
who quit in protest and later discussed the issue in a book, My 
Days with Gandhi, remained an admirer. Gandhi continued to 
sleep with women until his assassination, in 1948, and the 
matter is little remembered today. The esteem in which Gandhi 

was held no doubt partly accounts for the lack of repercus- 
sions, along with his advanced age. His notoriously eccentric 
views on sex may have been a factor too. Gandhi believed that 
sex for pleasure was sinful (for that matter, he felt eating 
chocolate was sinful), that sexual attraction between men and 
woman was unnatural, and that husband and wife should live 
together as brother and sister, having sex only for purposes of 
procreation. (I take most of this from a memoir by journalist 
William Shirer, another admirer.) He swore off sex at age 36, 
required a similar vow of his disciples, and publicly freaked 
when he had a nocturnal emission in 1936 at age 67. Many 
hearing him rationalize his unusual blanket substitute probably 
figured, eh, that’s the Mahatma for you. (The kinkier takes on 
the story —e.g., that Gandhi was regularly massaged by naked 
women — have no basis in fact that I can discover.) It certain- 
ly says something about this profoundly strange guy that you 
can hear his claim that naked sleepovers were tests of purity for 
both participants and wonder: you think? &

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Foster care, teen parenting, high dropout rates, and failures in the juvenile- 
justice system are turning Boston’s streets into a playground of mindless violence

Young and dangerous

Today, according to one veteran Boston 
police officer who tracks youth activity, “the 
turf-based gangs have been replaced by 5500 
[violent] kids moving through the city of 
Boston.” They carry machetes in East Boston, 
bats in South Boston, knives in Mattapan, 
and guns almost everywhere. They have no 
interest in education, a lousy home life, and 
no job prospects. 

“A lot of disputes now are over really stupid 
stuff,” says the officer, who asked to remain 
anonymous since he did not have permission 
to speak for the department. 

Rachel Sandler, a social worker who gives 
tennis lessons in Malcolm X Park through the 
social-services group Tenacity, agrees. “Yes- 
terday, a group of kids — they couldn’t have 
been more than 13 — they got mad about 
something down at the pool and started 
yelling and walking through the park,” she 
says. “One of them had a bat. Nobody carry- 
ing a bat is up to any good unless they’re on 
the baseball field.” 

Take a look at the April 8 death of Terrell 
Hodge, 15, stabbed by 18-year-old Darnell 
Delaney. While we don’t know yet exactly 
what happened that morning (Delaney’s 
lawyer says his client was defending himself), 
we know a few things about these two young 
men. Hodge was still in seventh grade and 
had just been suspended. Delaney, was in the 
Compass School for high-risk teens in Ja- 
maica Plain. Hodge was carrying a hammer 
and Delaney was carrying a knife when they 
got into a fight at a bus stop. Trouble waiting 
to happen. 

At a community meeting hosted by the 
Greater Four Corners Action Coalition in 
July, police officers revealed the top-five rea- 
sons Boston’s youngsters give for carrying a 
gun. Gang membership, robbery, and turf de- 
fense were not on the list. Instead they cited 
power, protection, the need to end quarrels 
that might otherwise linger, the possibility of 
being caught unarmed by an “enemy,” and 
the belief that “doing time is no big deal.” 

And they use those guns outside, in front of 
crowds, and with apparent disregard for 
whom they hit or who witnesses it. In the past 
few weeks alone, a youth basketball team 
watched its.23-year-old coach, William 
Gaines, gunned down; 11-year-old Jenry 
Gonzalez took a stray bullet during football 
tryouts; and 15-year-old Jaime Owens was 
grazed by a bullet while walking through a 
playground. 


REPORT released in June by the Annie E. 

Casey Foundation, in Maryland, docu- 
ments a national increase in “disconnected 
youths,” or young adults who are not working 
or attending school and do not have a high- 
school diploma. In the always-difficult transi- 
tion from adolescence to adulthood, the re- 
port says, these young people have had no 
help, and are facing failure. And, according to 
the report, their numbers have grown nation- 
ally by almost 20 percent just since 2000. 

“When you have a public-health issue - 
say, cancer — there are risk indicators, things 
that people do that if they continue, you know 
will lead to cancer,” says Chris Byner, pro- 
gram director at the Tobin Community Cen- 
ter, in Mission Hill. “There are risk indicators 
of violence.” 

When it comes to youth violence, the Casey 
report claims that the risk factors are relative- 
ly easy to identify. Most at-risk teens are, ac- 
cording to the study, in foster care, in the ju- 
venile-justice system, have children, or have 
dropped out of high school. Theoretically, 
these people are easily identifiable by state 
and local officials, who could target resources 
and programs to help them. Unfortunately, 


the report says, “these systems have routinely 
and consistently failed them in their young 
lives.” 

We don’t know how many of Boston’s 
murderers have these characteristics — nei- 
ther the Boston Police Department (BPD) nor 
the Suffolk District Attorney’s Office tracks 
such information, even for those they catch. 
But many people who work with the city’s 
teens and adults cite the same factors, at least 
anecdotally. 

¢ Foster care. The Department of Social 
Services recently revealed that two-thirds of 
all youngsters in its statewide system are 
being treated by the Department of Mental 
Health (DMH). Most of them are simply cast 
aside and left to their own devices when they 
“age out” of state oversight, usually at age 18, 
says a 2002 report for DMH, and thus simul- 
taneously lose access to both therapeutic care 
and any adult presence in their lives. “The 
Department of Mental Health systematically 
puts these dangerous people out in the com- 
munity,” says the BPD outreach officer. The 
Casey Foundation found that nearly half of 
these teens are arrested within two to four 
years of leaving foster care. 

* Juvenile-justice system. The same out- 
reach officer calls the prison experience “as 
heinous as possible” for youths. In 2003, the 
Department of Youth Services saw a six per- 
cent increase in pretrial-detention admissions 
statewide, including a five percent jump in the 
Boston metro area, from 1469 to 1544. The 
pace for 2004 was just behind last year’s 
through May, the last month for which figures 
are available. The number of juveniles com- 
mitted to DYS is currently 59 percent higher 
than it was 10 years ago. The Casey report 
says that “no experience may be more predic- 
tive of future adult difficulty than having been 
confined in a secure juvenile facility,” and yet 
less than one-third of detainees end up there 
for violent offenses. While they are confined, 
“they are much more likely to be tutored in 
crime than they are in math, and their men- 
tors are much more likely to be offenders than 
caring adults.”

¢ Teen parenting. After controlling for 
other factors, teen parenthood reduces aca- 
demic attainment by almost three years, stud- 
ies show. This means lower income, and 
often reduced access to health care and other 
social resources. Not all teen mothers and fa- 
thers are bad parents, but they are much 
more likely to fall into the downward spiral of 
poverty. They and their children fall into 
riskier behavior. “I see guys drinking in the 
middle of the day. I see prostitution at 7 a.m. 
Those are all parents,” says David Hinton, 
director of the Vine Street Community Cen- 
ter, on Dudley Street. “This is a beautiful 
center, and home isn’t like that for many of 
the kids. They come here, and they pretty 
much don’t want to leave. We have to make 
them go home.” 

¢ High-sckool dropouts. Officially, the 
annual dropout rate in Boston’s public 
schools is now eight percent, slightly higher 
than it was before the MCAS graduation re- 
quirement kicked in with the class of 2003. 
Many argue that the actual number is much 
higher. (The state Department of Education 
switched to a new data-collection system two 
years ago; its results are so clearly out of 
whack that the state is one of only three that 
fail to report the dropout rate to the federal 
government. The official data show, for ex- 
ample, that both Lowell and Revere High 
Schools had zero dropouts last year.) 

Some, like Josh Dohan, director of 
Boston’s Youth Advocacy Project, suspect that 
it’s no coincidence that violence increased 
when the first kids to face the MCAS require- 
ment reached their late teens. When early 
testing showed that up to two-thirds of 
Boston’s public-school students were failing 
MCAS, the state and city put in place a num- 
ber of obstacles to advancement, including 
tougher requirements for grade promotion, 
and looser rules for expulsions and suspen- 
sions. Retentions and expulsions have leapt to 


new highs — the best predictors of dropping 
out, say educational researchers like Anne 
Wheelock, of the Progress Through the Edu- 
cation Pipeline project at Boston College. 
Now the city has announced plans to give up, 
in effect, on a four-year high-school path for 
many students, creating an “at your own 
speed” option. And last fall the Boston Public 
Schools sent letters to principals encouraging 
them to outplace “overage” students by mov- 
ing them into adult-education programs; 
these transfers do not count as dropouts, al- 
though nobody tracks whether they ever 
graduate. 

“We chased them out of the system,” says 
Frank Haydu, former acting commissioner of 
the state’s Department of Education. “You 
can choose to believe what you’re hearing 
from inner-city principals, or what you’re 
hearing from the Department of Education.” 
Hinton concurs. “By eighth, ninth, 10th 
grade, a lot of them are dropping out,” he 
says. “I don’t think the Boston Public Schools 
are equipped to deal with MCAS right now.” 

“(Failing students] are experiencing a lot of 
negative personal development, instead of 
building self-esteem, self-confidence, a posi- 
tive connection with teachers and peers,” says 
Dohan. “All of this is exacerbated by MCAS. 
The rational response would be to pour re- 
sources into elementary school. What we see 
is that the schools try not to let kids reach 
10th grade.” 


HOSE WHO HAVE dropped out are find- 

ing it harder than ever to get work. That’s 
so for a number of reasons, starting with the 
disappearance of jobs. Unemployment rates 
in the Boston metropolitan area doubled, 
from 2.9 to 5.8 percent, from 2000 to 2002. 
Jobs normally appropriate for young adults 
have vanished the most quickly. An astonish- 
ing 15 percent of Boston’s manufacturing 
jobs disappeared in a single year: from 2001

to 2002, nearly 4000 jobs were lost, accord- 
ing to “The Boston Economy — 2003,” a 
publication of the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority. During the same year, approximately 
5500 retail jobs, 5500 government jobs, and 
3000 nonprofessional service-sector jobs also 
dried up. 

That has dramatically increased competi- 
tion for even the most menial and low-paying 
jobs. “When Target opened” at the South Bay 
Center, “that was a 16-, 17-year-old’s job,” 
says Patricia Knight, director of youth-and- 
technology programs at the Codman Square 
Technology Center. “Now you've got a 40- 
year-old doing it.” 

Placing inner-city kids at a further compet- 
itive disadvantage, some say, is the fact that a 
vast and growing number of jobs have be- 
come unavailable to those with a criminal his- 
tory. That trend accelerated in 1997, when 
the state’s Executive Office of Health and 
Human Services began mandating criminal- 
record checks. Twelve of the city’s 36 largest 
employers are medical providers, who are 
among the strictest about hiring ex-cons. 

Meanwhile, a Northeastern University 
study, published in May, calls this the worst 
market for summer jobs since the 1940s. Ac- 
tion for Boston Community Development 
(ABCD) once provided as many as 10,000 
summer jobs; now it has no public funding, 
and has managed to raise enough money to 
employ only 850 this year, out of the 14,000 
who applied. 

“When we were 15, 17, we had places to 
go,” says Jay, a 23-year-old from Dorchester, 
standing with friends at the Puerto Rican fes- 


the city of Boston. But the federal govern- 
ment’s walked away from us, and the state 
government’s walked away from us. It 
comes back to the city, and we have to deal 
with these issues.” 

Three days later — in an afternoon press 
conference at the South End’s Carter Play- 
ground, where young Jenry Gonzalez was 
struck by a stray bullet — City Councilors 
Chuck Turner and Charles Yancey expanded 
on Menino’s theme of malevolent neglect. 
“The city of Boston, I believe, has tried to do 
its best,” Turner told a small crowd massed 
in the right field of the Carter Playground 
baseball field. “But the reality is, the state is 
not cooperating, and the federal government 
is not cooperating. ... When you deprive 
communities of the resources to enable youth 
to move forward into productive economic 
circumstances, when you deprive the city of 
the resources necessary to have youth work- 
ers out on the streets, when you cut back re- 
sources needed for youth services and sum- 
mer jobs and programs to productively em- 
ploy the energy of our youth, then the reality 
is that you are warring on our youth. Youth 
across this city who are in poor communities 
are under assault by our government, and it 
has to stop.” 

Those are compelling words, but don’t ex- 
pect anything to change. A year and a half 
into his gubernatorial term, Romney has 
consistently demonstrated a near-total de- 
tachment from criminal-justice issues (other 
than the death penalty), abstaining from per- 
sonal involvement while making Lieutenant 
Governor Kerry Healey his point person on

tival in Franklin Park last weekend. His 22- 
year-old pal, who calls himself “Mr. Dizmo,” 
can’t find a job. “Jobs for kids were there too, 
from BYCC [Boston Youth Clean-Up Crew], 
and ABCD,” Jay says. Other state-funded 
programs that employed teens, such as the 
Tobacco Prevention Program, have been de- 
funded, says Mike Kozu, program coordina- 
tor at Project Right, in Dorchester. Even vol- 
unteer work is unavailable, Knight says, as 
the slots are taken by people performing 
court-ordered community-service obligations. 

“There has been a tremendous amount of 
cutbacks,” Kozu says, particularly in services 
that put at-risk youths in contact with poten- 
tially helpful adults. He points to cuts in fund- 
ing for probation officers in the court system, 
and for police and other city programs due to 
local-aid reductions, all of which translates 
into less adult support for kids on the edge. 
Cuts in after-school programs, day care, and 
summer-jobs programs have further reduced 
the “positive opportunities for young people 
at risk,” says the BPD outreach officer. “We 
need to get them into job slots that help give 
them a sense of why they want to choose one 
path over another.” 

“There’s a lack of opportunity to partici- 
pate in organized sports or other programs,” 
says the Vine Street Center’s Hinton. “This 
center has the capacity to hold 350 kids. In a 
one-mile radius there are probably 3000, 
4000 kids. And we’re full. Our center is just a 
drop in the bucket.” 


AYOR TOM MENINO has called out 

the cops and the clergy to ease the vio- 
lence among teens, but during an August 5 
photo-op in Brighton, he lashed out at the 
Romney and Bush administrations for poli- 
cies and budget cuts that have exacerbated 
these problems without offering solutions. 
“You know, we have a report coming out of 
the state which says after-school programs 
don’t work, summer jobs don’t work, DARE 
[Drug Abuse Resistance Education] doesn’t 
work, enrichment programs don’t work,” 
Menino said, referring to an April 2004 re- 
port issued by Governor Mitt Romney’s gu- 
bernatorial Commission on Criminal Justice 
Innovation. “What works? Treatment works. 
Outreach works. That’s what we try to do in 





the issue. This Tuesday, making a rare ap- 
pearance in one of Boston’s poor neighbor- 
hoods to open a housing development, Rom- 
ney never broached the subject that has the 
city’s parents afraid to let their children go to 
the park. With regard to the recent uptick in 
inner-city violence, Eric Fehrnstrom, Rom- 
ney’s communications director, says via 
e-mail that the governor “is confident that 
the mayor and the police commissioner have 
the situation [in Boston] well in hand.” 

Healey, the administration’s crime expert, 
led the criminal-justice commission that 
produced the April report which, among 
other things, dismisses the efficacy of sum- 
mer-job programs on the basis of a 1982 
study. Urban violence is “symptomatic of all 
kinds of social problems,” she said in an in- 
terview with the Phoenix last week, citing the 
re-entry of gang members and drug dealers 
into the community as the number-one 
cause of Boston’s recent spate of violence. 
In the same conversation, the lieutenant 
governor dismissed talk of MCAS-prompted 
dropouts asa “red herring” and made no 
mention of community centers, summer-job 
programs, or youth-outreach programs — 
no surprise, since her Commission on Crim- 
inal Justice Innovation panned many of these 
measures as ineffectual. Healey did add that 
preventive steps need to be taken to keep 
kids from joining gangs, and called the 
Romney administration’s proposed restora- 
tion of drug-treatment funding a “critical 
piece” of the puzzle. 

This presumably means that Romney’s 
cuts to those funds were instrumental in cre- 
ating the problem in the first place, but you 
won't catch Healey saying that. Indeed, the 
last few weeks have seen a lot of blame cast 
and fingers pointed, but very little responsi- 
bility taken for contributing to the problem. 
That will not come as a surprise to the trou- 
bled kids who have little faith that their 
worlds might one day improve. Says the 
BPD outreach officer, “These youths have 
known for a long time that adults are 


whacked.” a

POLITICS, continued from cover 
to the most recent state-by-state 
polls available, compiled by the 
Web site Electoral-Vote.com, 

the senator is currently 

leading Bush in electoral 

votes by a margin of 307 

to 231 — 37 more than 

the 270 he needs to win. 

Then again, you’d be 
wise not to bet next 
week’s paycheck on a 
Kerry victory. By their 
very definition, swing 
states are those where 
the election is closest. In 
Missouri and Wiscon- 
sin, for instance, Kerry 
leads by just one point 

— well within the mar- 

gin of error. What’s im- 
portant to keep in mind 
is not who’s leading at 
any given moment, but 
how the race will 
actually be fought. 
And where the 
candidates will 
spend most of 
their time. 

If you live in 
a solidly Re- 
publican state, 
such as Texas, Utah, or Georgia, or a 
solidly Democratic state, such as New 
York, California, or Massachusetts, you're 
no more likely to see George W. Bush or 
John Kerry landing on the tarmac of your 
local airport than you are to see a total 
eclipse of the sun. But if you live in a state 
that could go either way, such as New 
Hampshire, Maine, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Iowa, or Florida, prepare to be bombarded 
by television ads, door-knocking can- 
vassers, and Secret Service roadblocks, as 
the campaigns devote all their resources to 
identifying their supporters and getting 
them to the polls. 

This year, you won’t even be able to see 
Bruce Springsteen unless you’re from a 
swing state. Last week the liberal group 
MoveOn.org announced that Springsteen, 
the Dixie Chicks, Pearl Jam, and others will 
participate in a series of Vote for Change 
concerts to benefit America Coming To- 
gether, a Democratic-leaning political-ac- 
tion committee organizing get-out-the-vote 
efforts in 17 swing states. Naturally, the 
concerts are all being held in those states. 

For the campaigns themselves, this nar- 
row focus is the best way to allocate 
scarce resources. Despite the massive 
fundraising they have done — some $200 
million for Bush, and nearly as much for 
Kerry — each side will have just $75 mil- 
lion in public money to spend this fall. 
That may sound like a lot, but it goes only 
so far. “In the context of a campaign like 
this, it’s not huge, and you really do have 
to make decisions about where you’re 
going to spend your money,” says a De- 
mocrat who’s familiar with the thinking of 
the Kerry campaign, but who asked not to 
be identified. 

Such narrowcasting has become so 
prevalent that in 2000 — for the first time 
in the television era — neither major- 
party candidate bought any political ad- 
vertising on national television, according 
to Northeastern University political scien- 
tist William Mayer, editor of The Making 
of the Presidential Candidates, 2004. In- 
stead, the campaigns opted to buy all their 
time on local stations in swing states. 
Mayer expects Bush and Kerry to do the 
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same — especially if the contest remains 
as close as it is at the moment. 

“If the election is one or two points, 
then I think you sort of say, well, let’s con- 
centrate on these handful of states where a 
little bit of campaigning might make a dif- 
ference,” Mayer says. What could change 
that dynamic, he adds, is if one of the can- 
didates falls substantially behind, which 
would force him to gamble on a more na- 
tional strategy. “If you’re down five or 10, 
then you say, well, you know, let’s go for 
broke a little more and see if we can catch 
fire somewhere,” Mayer says. 


have already made up their minds. This 
leads Larry Sabato, director of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia’s Center for Politics, to 
say that there really may be fewer than 10 
true swing states — much fewer if the 
race remains tight. Kerry, Sabato says, 
could pick up New Hampshire and West 
Virginia, with Florida, Ohio, and Nevada 
following close behind. If Kerry wins big, 
he could take Arkansas as well. As for 
Gore states that Bush might carry, Sabato 
says he can realistically identify only two 
— Wisconsin and Oregon — although 
Iowa, Minnesota, and New Mexico might

But with the two major parties stuck in 
a dead heat for the past four years, there 
would appear to be little chance of that 
happening. 


OT ALL SWING states are created 

equal. In 2000, there were 21 states 
where Bush received between 45 percent 
and 55 percent of the vote. But that list 
includes some places that are exceedingly 
unlikely to move into the Democratic col- 
umn, such as Georgia, Louisiana, and 
South Carolina. Electoral-Vote.com, which 
relies on the most recent state-by-state 
poll results, reports that there are current- 
ly 22 states where Kerry and Bush are 
separated by nine points or less. Perhaps a 
smarter way of looking at this, though, is 
by considering the 12 states where the 
lead is four points or less, which Electoral- 
Vote.com classifies as either “Barely 
Kerry” (West Virginia, Oregon, Minneso- 
ta, lowa, Wisconsin, Missouri, and 
Maine) or “Barely Bush” (Virginia, Ari- 
zona, Tennessee, Arkansas, and Nevada). 
And by the way, Bush’s trip to Stratham 
notwithstanding, Kerry currently holds a 
seven-point lead in the Granite State. 

Pollsters this year have consistently 

found that, to an unusual degree, voters 


also slide red if there is an unexpectedly 
large Bush victory. 

“Truth be told, unless it’s a landslide, 
the map is going to look much like it did 
in 2000,” says Sabato. “I’ve studied votes 
all my life, and voting is like inertia. Ob- 
jects in motion tend to remain in motion, 
objects at rest tend to stay at rest.” 

The differences among the swing states 
argue against any great movement to one 
side or the other. They are located in all 
sections of the country. They range from 
virtually all white (Maine and New Hamp- 
shire) to ethnically diverse (Florida and 
New Mexico). They are affluent, they are 
poor, and they are in the middle. To be 
sure, Kerry, as the challenger, may be able 
to base at least some of his appeal on is- 
sues of local concern. According to Cen- 


sus data, the swing states of West Virginia, 


Arkansas, New Mexico, and Tennessee are 
among the bottom 10 in terms of median 
income, with Maine not far behind. The 
swing states of Oregon, South Carolina, 
Michigan, Washington, and Ohio have 
some of the highest unemployment rates 
in the country. That gives Kerry nine 
swing states where a critique of Bush’s 
economic policies might play better than 
in the country as a whole.

The Bush campaign is also reportedly 
counting on the support of military fami- 
lies, whose backing was crucial to the Re- 
publicans in 2000. Kerry is clearly at- 
tempting to cut into that appeal, not just 
on the basis of his own well-publicized 
military service, but on rising worries 
about the war in Iraq. Here, too, Kerry 
has some targets of opportunity. Accord- 
ing to the Military Family Resource Cen- 
ter, the swing states of Virginia, North 
Carolina, Florida, Washington, South Car- 
olina, and Colorado have among the 
country’s highest populations of active 
military personnel and family members. As 
in 2000, Florida is likely to be unusually 
close. With more than 200,000 military 
voters in that state, any change in senti- 
ment against the commander-in-chief 
could prove decisive. 


ERHAPS THE most frustrating thing 

about the Bush-Gore contest four years 
ago was not just that the candidates focused 
on a small number of states, but that they 
targeted the most small-minded of voters as 
well: those disengaged independents who 
just couldn’t make up their minds. Thus, 
Gore talked ceaselessly about a “lockbox” 
for Social Security and a prescription-drug 
benefit for the elderly. Bush promoted him- 
self as a “compassionate conservative,” 
which many voters interpreted as being just 
like Bill Clinton, only with lower taxes and 
less oral sex. 

Fortunately, there doesn’t seem to be any 
danger of that happening in 2004. Kerry and 
Bush are talking about the biggest of issues 
— war and peace, terrorism, and the econo- 
my, with a nod to vital but less-life-and- 
death matters such as public education, the 
environment, stem-cell research, same-sex 
marriage, and prospective appointments to 
the Supreme Court. They may be spending 
all their time in the swing states, but they’re 
addressing national and international issues. 
“] think this election feels more important 
compared with the last three elections,” 
Christian Science Monitor White House re- 
porter Linda Feldmann said at a recent 
forum on presidential politics. “In this elec- 
tion it seems that everything is on the table.” 
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Certainly, the campaigns will try to per- 

suade undecided voters. But they’re putting 
more energy into identifying their potential 
supporters in swing states. Take, for in- 
stance, Americans Coming Together (ACT), 
the beneficiary of Bruce Springsteen’s 
largesse. At a news conference during the 
Democratic National Convention; the orga- 
nization’s top officers laid out ambitious 
plans to send canvassers into 15 to 17 swing 
states this fall, going so far as to arm door- 
knockers with Palm organizers that can play 
short videos on various issues. ACT’s presi- 
dent, Ellen Malcolm, said the organization 
has already raised $80 million of its $125 
million goal, and has signed up 80,000 
members. Steve Rosenthal, ACT’s chief ex- 
ecutive officer, said his group has 541 peo- 
ple working full-time and 1500 canvassers, 
mainly volunteers, out every night. When 
ACT’s chief-of-staff, former top Clinton 
aide Harold Ickes, was asked about federal 
campaign-finance laws that prevent so- 
called 527s (named after a provision in the 
tax code) such as ACT from doing any di- 
rect politicking, he fairly sneered: “You can- 
not expressly advocate the election or defeat 
of a candidate. ... These are words of art in 
our trade. We can say Kerry is great on this 
and Bush is terrible on that.” 

Or consider the Swing State Project. Ac- 
cording to Riessen Kinghorne, a board 
member of the Massachusetts liberal or- 
ganization Citizens for Participation in Po- 
litical Action who’s helping to run the proj- 
ect, about 900 people have already signed 
up over the Internet (www.swingstateproject 
.org) to work on phone banks and knock 
on doors in hopes of turning out Kerry vot- 
ers in November. Kinghorne says that the 
effort — which will begin in New Hamp- 
shire later this month — is aimed at least in 
part at persuading progressives to back 
Kerry over Ralph Nader. “Although we cer- 
tainly support a lot of the things that Nader 
stands for, we need to vote for Kerry,” he 
says. (In 2000, Nader’s vote totals in New 
Hampshire and Florida were greater than 
Bush’s margin of victory, leading Gore sup- 
porters to contend that Nader cost them 
the election.) 

The centrist New Democrat Network is 
trying a different tack, targeting Hispanic 
voters in four swing states: Arizona, Flori- 
da, New Mexico, and Nevada. It’s a prom- 
ising approach. According to an analysis 
by Robert David Sullivan, of the nonparti- 
san magazine CommonWealth, capitalizing 
on population growth in regions where 
most Latinos live “presents the greatest 





potential for the Democrats to pick up 
electoral votes in 2004.” (Sullivan’s “Be- 
yond Red and Blue: The New Map of 
American Politics” can be found online at 
www.massinc.org.) 

Nor are the Republicans planning to 
stay put. In particular, the party is behind 
a major effort to identify evangelical 
Christian voters and get them out to the 
polls. Karl Rove, Bush’s political guru, has 
said that he estimates some three million 
evangelicals stayed home in 2000, costing 
Bush the decisive victory he thought was 
in his grasp. This time, the party is using 
tools such as anti-gay-marriage petition 
drives to identify social conservatives. 
“We’re going to find every Bush voter, 
we're going to call them, we’re going to 
write them, we’re going to knock on their 
doors, and when the day comes, we’re 
going to physically take them to the polls,” 
political strategist Ralph Reed, a former 
associate of the Reverend Pat Robertson’s, 
was recently quoted as saying in the New 
York Times. 

Such intensive efforts, focused entirely 
on the swing states, may leave voters won- 
dering where they can take refuge — es- 
pecially in places like Davenport, Iowa, 
where Kerry and Bush nearly bumped into 
each other last week. Their events re- 
quired so much security that they provid-

ERE’S A nightmare scenario for you. 

In 2000, Bush won 271 Electoral Col- 
lege votes, and thus the presidency, de- 
spite losing the popular election by some 
500,000 votes. Because of population 
gains in the heavily red areas of the South 
and West, all Bush has to do is hold onto 
the states he won the last time around, 
and he’ll have 278 votes. This could hap- 
pen even if Kerry runs up a greater popu- 
lar-vote victory than Gore did four years 
ago, which he could do by capturing huge 
margins in ultra-blue states such as Cali- 
fornia and New York. 

Not that that’s likely to happen. Joe Lens- 
ki, executive vice-president of Edison Media 
Research, which has done exit-polling for 
the Associated Press and the television net- 
works (the company has also done market 
research for the Phoenix Media/Communi- 
cations Group), says such a split-decision 
scenario is almost always checked by reality. 
“Those are little trends,” Lenski says of the

ed cover for three bank robberies. “It

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might in, say, Michigan (6.5 percent). He 
also offered a new rationalization for the 
war in Iraq: “A lesson of September 11th 
is that we must take threats seriously be- 
fore they fully materialize.” And in this 
most libertarian of states, he spoke in 
veiled, almost coded language to express 
his opposition to same-sex marriage: “We 
stand for institutions like marriage and 
family, which are the foundation of our 
society.” 

He closed, as he generally does, with an 
ode to 9/11, recalling his visit to Ground 
Zero several days after the terrorist at- 
tacks. “I remember a guy grabbing me by 
the arm.... He looked at me with blood- 
shot eyes and said, ‘Don’t let me down,’” 
Bush said, before ending, “I will do what- 
ever it takes.” 

“Four more years! Four more years!” 
came the response. 

After that, it was off to Kennebunkport 
— on the coast of the great swing state of 
Maine — for his nephew’s wedding. 

“| think it’s great that New Hampshire 
is going to get a whole lot of attention,” 
said D.]. Bettencourt, a 20-year-old Re- 
publican activist from Salem, as we were 
leaving. State Representative Richard 
Drisko, 76, a Hollis Republican, praised 
Bush’s grasp of Granite State trivia: “It 
seemed to me that he had more familiarity 
with New Hampshire than the times he 
was here before.” 

This is what the next three months are 
going to be like for John Kerry and 
George W. Bush: a constant, steady slog 
through a handful of targeted states, al- 
most like a primary season with mosqui- 
toes instead of snow, a national campaign 
waged as a series of local campaigns. That 
well-worn cliché — retail politics is 
back for another go-round. 

Sure, there will be mega-events that 
could tilt the election one way or the 
other. Bush could somehow blow it at the 
Republican National Convention later this 
month. Kerry could come off as a 
pompous bore in the debates. A terrorist 
attack could shuffle the deck. The nega- 
tive ads could finally take a toll on one 
candidate or the other (or both). But in a 
country that, for the most part, has al- 
ready made up its mind, it’s likely that the 
little things are going to be what matters

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THE WAR ON IMMIGRANTS 
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Governor Romney's recent budget vetoes, coupled with a poor 
track record on immigrant issues, could cost him votes in 2006 


Xeno warrior

ATE IN THE MONTH of June, dur- 

ing the height of the fiscal year (FY) 

2005 budget process, Governor Mitt 
Romney trained his cross hairs on an easy 
political target — the immigrant communi- 
ty. On June 25, in the midst of a relatively 
modest $108.5 million line-item budget 
veto, Romney hammered away at two pro- 
visions that would have benefited elderly 
and disabled legal immigrants, as well as 
undocumented immigrant youths. The ac- 
tion, coupled with a series of policies pur- 
sued by the governor since he took office 
in January 2003, goes a long way toward 
solidifying what has come to be seen as the 
administration’s anti-immigrant agenda. 

On that June 25 afternoon, while at- 
tempting to balance the state’s $24.8 bil- 
lion budget for FY ’05, the governor wiped 
away the $5 million in funding for health- 
care benefits for elderly and disabled “spe- 
cial status” immigrants — those who live 
here legally, but have been here for less 
than five years or are living under tempo- 
rary protection while awaiting asylum or 
refugee status. The money was earmarked 
by the legislature to continue health cover- 
age for only 2800 immigrants who earn 
less than $17,964 a year, and it represent- 
ed a mere fraction of the total $6 billion 
budget for Medicaid, the joint state-federal 
health-care program for the poor. But the 
governor eliminated the item anyway. 

At the same time, Romney rejected an- 
other immigrant-related provision that 
would have enabled an estimated 400 un- 
documented youths who have lived in this 
state for at least three years and who grad- 
uate from Massachusetts high schools to 
qualify for resident-tuition rates (an aver- 
age of $970 a year) at state colleges. Cur- 
rently, such immigrant teens must pay the 
costlier average nonresident-tuition rate of 
$7050 a year. 


With the June 25 vetoes, Romney con- 
spicuously did away with the only immi- 
grant-specific provisions in the state’s en- 
tire FY 05 budget. Yet he and his officials 
defend the cuts as sound public policy. The 
administration justifies its move to slash 
health coverage for legal immigrants by 
noting that the federal government cut off 
such benefits to this population in 1996. 
Back then, Massachusetts, under the aus- 
pices of former Republican governor 
William Weld, recognized how harmful this 
was, and began to pay for legal immi- 
grants’ care with state funds. 

Now, according to Romney’s communi- 
cations director, Eric Fehrnstrom, the ad- 
ministration has “decided that it was time 
to conform to the federal standard.” In 
other words, the administration wants 
Massachusetts to forget its seven-year com- 
mitment to provide benefits to legal immi- 
grants, and instead adopt a federal policy 
passed during the height of anti-immigrant 
fervor on Capitol Hill. Likewise, Fehrn- 
strom presents the governor’s opposition to 
in-state tuition rates for undocumented 
youths as a sensible response to illegal im- 
migration. He explains, “We don’t think it’s 
good policy to provide state benefits to peo- 
ple who are hiding from the*law.” 

Reaction from immigrant advocates has 
been swift. Ali Noorani, the executive di- 
rector of the Boston-based Massachusetts 
Immigrant and Refugee Advocacy Coali- 
tion (MIRA), describes the governor’s ve- 
toes as “vindictive” and “targeted.” As it 
stands, advocates argue, Romney has killed 
two measures that would have assisted the 
most worthy segments of the state’s 
900,000-strong immigrant population: frail 
seniors and disabled individuals who came 
to this country legally and who have abided 
by the law; and foreign-born teens who ar- 
rived here because of their parents, not on 
their own. 

Although the legislature failed to over- 
ride the governor’s vetoes before ending its

formal session on July 31, both provisions 
have enjoyed broad legislative support — 
indeed, the state Senate passed the in- 
state-tuition measure by a unanimous vote. 
And neither of them represents big-money 
items for the Commonwealth. The Romney 
administration has actually projected a sur- 
plus in the state’s Medicaid account of $75 
million — well over the $5 million needed 
to continue caring for elderly and disabled 
legal immigrants. Meanwhile, were it en- 
acted, the in-state-tuition item would have 
generated an additional $1.1 million in tu- 
ition for state colleges, according to the 
Massachusetts Board of Higher Education, 
which had endorsed the bill. 

Given the benefits associated with these 
two budget items, the June 25 vetoes have 
left immigrants and their legislative allies 
with “the clear message that the governor 
does not support immigrants,” says 
Noorani. That message is reinforced by a 
review of Romney’s record on immigration 
issues over the past 18 months. From gut- 
ting special programs for legal immigrants 
to blocking bills providing drivers’ licenses 
to undocumented aliens, Romney’s efforts 
show a pattern: rather than embrace initia- 
tives that help improve the lives of immi- 
grants, the administration is ignoring their 
needs at best, discounting their needs at 
worst. One State House player and long- 
time advocate for immigrant programs 
sums up the sentiment best: “This adminis- 
tration has clearly shown an insensitivity 
toward immigrants and Latinos — if not a 
downright anti-immigrant attitude.” 


N MANY WAYS, the governor’s strained 
relationship with the immigrant commu- 
nity began even before he assumed the cor- 

ner office. As a Republican candidate in 
the 2002 gubernatorial race, Romney ag- 
gressively championed the controversial 
ballot question scrapping bilingual-educa- 
tion programs in the state’s public-school 
system — otherwise known as the Unz Ini- 
tiative, named after 
the California busi- 
nessman, Ron Unz, 
who had promoted 
it. Many immi- 
grants, says Juan 
Vega, the executive 
director of Centro 
Latino de Chelsea, 
viewed the ballot 
question as an “anti- 
immigrant, one- 
size-fits-all” reform 
plan. But that didn’t 
stop Romney from 
making it one of the 
top issues in his 
campaign platform. 
In the end, ap- 
proximately 70 per- 
cent of Massachu- 
setts residents voted 
in favor of the Unz 
Initiative, which 
Fehrnstrom charac- 
terizes as “pro-im- 
migrant” and “an 
act of empowerment 
that will better pre- 
pare young immi- 
grant children for 
America’s highly 
competitive eco- 
nomic market- 
place.” The cru- 
sade, however, did 
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little for Romney’s standing among the 
state’s Latinos. Indeed, according to 
polling data gathered on Election Day 
2002 by UMass Boston’s Mauricio Gaston 
Institute for Latino Community Develop- 
ment and Public Policy, up to 93 percent of 
Latino voters cast ballots against the Unz 
Initiative, while 86 percent of them threw 
their support behind Romney’s Democratic 
rival, Shannon O’Brien, who had opposed 
the ballot question. By contrast, Romney 
captured only 6.5 percent of the Latino 
vote — less than the 7.8 percent garnered 
by the Green Party’s Jill Stein. “So right 
out of the gate,” Vega says, “the governor’s 
relationship with immigrants wasn’t very 
positive.” 

Things haven’t gotten much better since. 
In the past 18 months, in fact, Romney has 
generated quite a conservative record ona 
host of immigrant matters. There was, for 
instance, his fight against preserving “two- 
way bilingual” programs in the state’s pub- 
lic schools. The innovative classes, which 
exist in 11 schools, enroll young children 
who speak Spanish with peers who speak 
English as a way to teach both languages. 
The voter-approved Unz Initiative would 
have wiped out these programs, even 
though they boast an enrollment of 1800 
students and a lengthy waiting list. Last 
year, House and Senate members passed a 
provision in the FY ’04 budget exempting 
the two-way bilingual programs from the 
state’s new English-immersion law. Rom- 
ney vetoed the item, blasting it as “wa- 
tered-down English immersion.” 

When legislators overrode his veto, Rom- 
ney kept up the fight. In July 2003, he pub- 
licly vowed to oust those legislators who 
had backed the move. (Interestingly, when 
First Lady Laura Bush came to town to 
court Latino voters last month, Romney es- 
corted her to the Kelly School, in Chelsea, 
where the two sat in on a two-way bilingual 
program for a photo opportunity.) 

Then came the effort to kill a bill allow- 
ing undocumented aliens to receive drivers’ 
licenses. In recent years, immigrant-advo- 
cacy groups have been working to build 
support for such a concept across Massa- 
chusetts. The rationale? The state needs a 
system registering every single resident, in- 
cluding the estimated 150,000 undocu- 
mented immigrants who already live, work, 
and drive here. Last fall, recalls Elena Let- 
ona, the director of Centro Presente, in 
Cambridge, police chiefs had just begun to 
embrace the measure. Lawmakers had 
agreed to sponsor the legislation. Officials 
at the state’s Registry of Motor Vehicles 
were warming up to the idea. But then, in 
October 2003, the governor announced 
that he would oppose the bill, effectively 
derailing its momentum. “As soon as he 
came out and said, ‘No,’” Letona says, “it 
was like a blow to our movement.” 

On top of all this, there’s the administra- 
tion’s ongoing assault on state-funded 
services for legal immigrants. Since his 
January 2003 inauguration, Romney has 
“consistently gone after those benefits that 
assist immigrants,” according to State 
Representative Antonio Cabral, a New 
Bedford Democrat who heads the legisla- 
ture’s human-services committee. Take the 
FY ’04 budget. In his “House 1” suggested 
budget, Romney proposed wiping out all 
$785,720 in funding for domestic-violence 
services that cater specifically to immi- 
grants. Today, the program, which used to 
serve 1452 abused immigrants from 25 
countries, has yet to be re-funded. 

During the same budget cycle, Romney 
gutted the safety net for legal immigrants 
by eliminating Medicaid benefits for as 
many as 9800 adults. In November 2003, 
the legislature tried in a FY 04 supplemen- 
tary budget to restore health coverage to 
2800 of these immigrants — the aged and 
disabled only. Yet Romney vetoed the $5 
million budget item. When the legislature 
overrode the veto last January, he took a 
different tack: he wiped out the coverage in 
his budget for FY ’05. Although the legisla- 
ture replaced the line item in its version of 
the budget, the governor still ended up ve-

toing the provision earlier this summer. 

Meanwhile, in another part of the FY ’05 
budget, Romney took aim at legal immi- 

grants enrolled in the Emergency Assis- 
tance to the Elderly, Disabled, and Chil- 
dren (EAEDC) program, which provides 
cash assistance to 1875 indigent immi- 
grants whose annual incomes equal just 
$3644 or less. Unlike with health-care ben- 
efits, Romney did not end up getting what 
he wanted; legislators managed to salvage 
the $303 in monthly benefits that these im- 
migrants rely on. 

Even simple symbolic gestures seem be- 
yond the grasp of this administration. 
Romney, for one, has failed to meet with 
the state’s prominent immigrant-advocacy 
groups, including MIRA. He has failed to 
meet with his own advisory council on im- 
migrants and refugees, a 15-member board 
theoretically established to examine immi- 
grant-policy questions and offer recom- 
mendations. Remarkably, Romney has not 
yet even reappointed council members, 
forcing them to operate in a kind of exile 
for the past year, let alone heeded their ad- 
vice. This year, for instance, the council 
urged the governor to provide health-care 
benefits for legal immigrants, to offer in- 
state tuition rates for undocumented immi- 
grant youths, and to back granting drivers’ 
licenses to illegal aliens — advice he 
patently ignored. 

In the words of one Boston-area advo- 
cate, who has served on the advisory coun- 
cil in the past, “Romney has offered no 
symbolic act or gesture demonstrating that 
he embraces the immigrant community. He 
has not found a way to communicate with 
the non-native born. Just meeting with 
people would be enough.” 


‘© HEAR Romney’s defenders tell it, the 
image of a governor out to get immi- 
grants just doesn’t hold water. Rather, they 

contend that Romney is fighting the good 
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fight for the immigrants in this state — in 
a broad-stroke, big-picture way. Rick 
Colon, who heads the Boston-based Latino 
Professional Network, a group of corpo- 
rate and business leaders that generally 
supports Romney, says he and many of his 
colleagues view the governor and his ac- 
tions through a more “pragmatic and busi- 
nesslike” prism than others in the immi- 
grant community do. “The governor,” 
Colon says, “is taking a macro look. He’s 
plotting a course for the state as a whole. 
As the ship turns down a path of economic 
vitality, everyone will benefit from a health- 
ier Massachusetts,” including immigrants. 
Fehrnstrom, for his part, maintains that 


But to immigrant advocates, it seems, 
the damage has already been done. The 
governor has racked up so many negatives 
that they are likening him to Pete Wilson, 
the California governor whose record on 
immigrant issues ultimately became overtly 
xenophobic. In 1994, Wilson made a name 
for himself by pushing the draconian ballot 
question known as Proposition 187, which 
attempted to deny illegal immigrants such 
basic services as emergency health care 
and public education. Romney, by con- 
trast, has not trumpeted such a blatantly 
anti-immigrant agenda. But he has posi- 
tioned himself right-of-center on most is- 
sues to date.

the Romney administration “recognizes the 
important contributions made to our state 
and nation by the immigrant community.” 
He cites the governor’s positions on adult 
education, English immersion, and in- 
creased charter-school choices for “inner- 
city Latinos” as examples of the type of 
policies that “can help newcomers achieve 
the American dream.” 

As for the advisory council, Fehrnstrom 
acknowledges that tension has existed be- 
tween Romney and council members over 
the past year, but he says things have im- 
proved of late. Currently, the governor’s 
office is finalizing a list of council members 
who will be officially appointed next 
month. It has assigned an administrative li- 
aison to serve on the council. And while 
Romney has disagreed with the council’s 
recommendations on nearly every policy 
question, Fehrnstrom says, as if extending 
a symbolic nod, “We value their input.” 
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Which, of course, raises questions about 
the political risks he faces. After all, Wil- 
son’s attacks on illegal immigrants turned 
out to be his greatest mistake. “Latino im- 
migrants felt they needed to send a mes- 
sage that we are not going to be scapegoat- 
ed anymore,” says Rosalind Gold, the sen- 
ior policy director of the Los Angeles— 
based National Association of Latino Elect- 
ed and Appointed Officials. Although 
Proposition 187 was defeated, it served to 
mobilize California’s Latino immigrants 
like never before. In 1994, according to 
Gold, 1.2 million Latinos voted in the state 
elections, up from 1.1 million two years 
before. That number has steadily risen; by 
2000, as many as 1.6 million Latinos were 
voting in state elections. 

As a result, Wilson’s Republican Party 
took a hit among Latinos. In 1998, when 
Democrat Gray Davis ran for governor in 
California, 81 percent of Latinos voted for 





him, as compared with 20 percent for Wil- 
son’s Republican successor, Dan Lund- 
gren. This, despite the fact that Lundgren 
did everything he could to distance himself 
from Wilson. “There was a major align- 
ment that occurred between Latino immi- 
grants and Democrats, all because of Pete 
Wilson,” Gold says. 

Here in the Bay State, unlike in the 
Golden State, the immigrant community 
doesn’t carry much political weight. But 
that is likely to change, given the state’s 
current demographics. According to the 
2000 US Census, approximately 428,000 
Latinos live in the Bay State, about half of 
them immigrants. Add those who have em- 
igrated here from non-Latin countries, 
and the total number of immigrants in this 
state hovers around 772,972 — or 11 per- 
cent of the state’s 6.3 million residents. 

“The raw truth is that we don’t repre- 
sent a major threat to somebody like Rom- 


ney today,” concedes Vega, of Centro 
Latino de Chelsea. “But we will sooner or 
later.” 


Perhaps the administration understands 
this trend. Perhaps Romney and his offi- 
cials are working to reverse the tide. 
‘Boston city councilor Felix Arroyo, who 
has routinely denounced Romney’s record 
on immigrant issues, says that he’s pre- 
pared to give the governor and his admin- 
istration the benefit of the doubt. If Rom- 
ney can show what Arroyo calls “some 
sensitivity to our immigrant issues,” then 
the councilor says he and others will be 
able to get behind the administration. 

But if Romney cannot, Arroyo — and 
many advocates — predict yet another swift 
reaction from the immigrant community 
come re-election time, in November 2006. 
As Arroyo puts it, “When somebody slaps 
your face, you say ‘Ouch.’ We are going to 
say a collective ‘Ouch’ to Romney.” s

IKE PILGRIMS, they looked at socie- 
ty with the eyes of children: society 
was absurd,” Norman Mailer wrote of 
the countercultural army that protest- 
ed the 1968 Democratic National - 
Convention. To them, he continued, “every 
emperor who went down the path was naked 
and they handed flowers to policemen.” To the 
BI(A)ck Tea Society, the anti-corporate, anti- 
war, anti-authoritarian group formed solely to 
protest the 2004 Democratic National Con- 
vention, society was not absurd, but oppres- 
sive. Every emperor who went down the path 
was a corporate whore, and they gave the fin- 
ger to policemen. 

The now-defunct Bl(A)ck Tea Society 
(BTS) —a play on Sam Adams’s tea- 
dumping Sons of Liberty, with a parenthetical 
capital “A,” 
the anarchy symbol — had come together to 
rage against the unwanted “invasion” of the 
DNC. An ad hoc coalition of libertarians, 
Greens, Marxists, anarchists, and other strains 
of like-minded activists, nearly all between the 
ages of 15 and 30, they were united in their 
distaste for conglomerates, hierarchies, slum- 
lords, liberals, bosses, wars, and government. 
They looked at cops and saw capitalism’s 
henchmen. They passed the Gap and thought

and wondered if it was tapped. To them, the 
ruling class was the Empire, the Democratic 
arty “one spoke” of “the wheel of oppres- 
sion,” the DNC a lavish ball thrown for the 
elite at the expense of the poor. And, presum- 


ably, they still do. 


the closest typeset representation of 
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So who 
were these angry young 
radicals — and what did they 
contribute to the American tradi- 
tion of dissent? Defying all expectations — the 
BTS’s included — the hundreds of protesters 
who descended on Boston for the DNC were 
somehow muted, and yet the BTS, in the end, 
declared victory. On what possible grounds? 

I first read about the BTS in February, when 
the group hosted a workshop-style “resistance 
consulta” in Boston for like-minded dissidents 
planning to protest the DNC; later, New York 
Newsday reported that NYPD plainclothesmen 
traveled to Boston and infiltrated the consulta 
(as activists refer to such retreat-like pow- 
wows). Then, in April, Cambridge police ar- 
rested eight Homes Not Jails activists for 
breaking-and-entering and possession of bur- 
glary tools at an abandoned gas station in 
Lafayette Square. The detained activists 
claimed to be beautifying the derelict building 


and planting trees, but at least four of them be- 


longed to the BTS; the Cambridge Chronicle 
suggested that city officials had targeted the 
anti-government organization. And in early 
May, they were booted from the MIT campus; 
when they showed up for their weekly sched- 
uled meeting, they were greeted by four cops 
(two Cambridge police, the MIT campus- 
police chief, and one “plainclothed agent,” 
according to the BTS’s Web site) who barred 
them from entering the classroom they'd re- 
served. 

In April, the Boston Herald published an ar- 
ticle labeling the BTS an anarchist “cell,” a 
term typically associated with terrorists. The

story noted that, in Philadelphia, at 
the 2000 Republican National Con- 
vention, radical protesters had used 

“urine- and acid-filled Super Soaker guns 
on police,” then alleged that the anti-authori- 
tarian BTS could attract similar anarchist ex- 
tremists like the Earth Liberation Front, who 
are “known to wear full riot gear, lock them- 
selves to buildings, use slingshots to shoot 
flames, bleach and feces, and call in bomb 
threats.” 

If there were poop-shooting, fire-slinging, 
pee-spraying anarchists in this town, I wanted 
to hang out with them. I attended my first BTS 
meeting on May 19. 


HE BL(A)CK TEA Society wasn’t hostile 

to the media — core member Frank Little 

made a point of calling journalists “our 
friends” — but the organization was under- 
standably wary of strangers. After all, becom- 
ing the face of the opposition poses certain 
risks — namely, jail. Before the 2000 Republi- 
can National Convention, undercover cops had 
insinuated themselves into activist conclaves 
and pre-emptively arrested many protest coor- 
dinators on trumped-up conspiracy charges. 
So the BTS had to assume anyone could be a 
cop. The aging metal-head who looked like 
he’d be more at ease playing guitar in an Iron 
Maiden cover band than attending a political 
rally? Undercover. The Hulk Hogan imper- 
sonator in the Hooters T-shirt and pot-leaf 
bandanna pedaling behind bicycle activists? 
Obviously an imposter. The dark-haired twen- 
tysomething who claimed to be a writer work- 
ing on a feature story (that’d be me), but had 
yet to produce the article? Could be a cop, too. 

Besides, the media thrive on conflict — on 

dramatic tension — and have been known to 



















distort the facts to fit their black-and-white 
template. So the BTS had good reason to be 
paranoid. 

Formed in July 2003, the BTS originally 
conceived itself as a kind of welcoming 
committee for protesters trekking to Boston 
for the DNC. Within the group, there were 
no overt hierarchies, no designated leaders, 
no one spokesperson. They reached decisions 
about everything — from flier designs to Web- 
site postings — through consensus. Twenty to 
30 people regularly convened for meetings, 
some showing up only once, others drifting in 
and out. 

But before long, the BTS had drawn up a 
“three-pronged plan” to resist the DNC. Prong 
one involved providing refuge for fellow dissi- 
dents. To that end, it rented a “Convergence 
Center,” in Copley Square’s Community 
Church of Boston, where protesters could nap, 
eat, leave their kids, and hang out during the 
four-day convention. Secondly, the group 
planned a “Really REALLY Democratic 
Bazaar,” an open-air market on Boston Com- 
mon that would demonstrate the BTS’s 
“visions of a better world” through an assort- 
ment of performers, games, and displays. 

The third “prong” was the most controver- 
sial. Disenchanted with the predictable bull- 
horn-ranting and centralized tactics that are all 
too easy for police to contain and control, the 
BTS encouraged fellow radicals to undertake 
what it believed to be the next step in street dis- 
sent: “massive decentralized direct actions,” a 
citywide fusillade of autonomous protests oc- 
curring in manifold locations throughout the 
day. Members chose Thursday, July 29, as the 
“Day of Action” because of its historical prece- 
dent: the riots of the 1968 Democratic Nation- 
al Convention had erupted on nomination day. 

“We wanted to do something different that 
allows people to express themselves however 
they want,” BTS core member Tania Vamont, 
a 24-year-old Emerson graduate who also 
works with the Boston-based anarchist union 
BAAM!, told a room of reporters the Saturday 
before the convention. “So if people want to do 
street theater, or someone wants to have a 
picket, or someone wants to pick up trash or 
connect with some folks in the community —

people decide in their own groups to express 
themselves however they would like, whether 
it’s resisting the DNC or working with a local 
community group.” 

All well and good, but the question for most 
observers was, what did “resisting the DNC” 
mean? BTSers swore they were “explicitly 
nonviolent,” and wouldn’t encourage direct ac- 
tions that would harm people or animals. But 
that didn’t really answer the question. And be- 
sides, no one, it seemed, really believed them. 


Going public 

Every BI(A)ck Tea Society meeting began 
nearly the same way, with Frank Little, a husky 
man with fuzzy mutton-chop sideburns and a 
German-shepherd bark, issuing the disclaimer: 
“If you are a cop or government official, leave 
now. Go. Get out. You are not welcome here 
— you are violating our civil rights.” 

After each meeting’s police disclaimer, re- 
porters were asked to identify themselves. As 
they raised their hands, a BTS member 
would inform them that the gathering was 
either off the record or to be used for 
background purposes only, with the 
added caveat that journalists couldn’t take 
notes, directly quote anything said during 
the meeting, or give physical descriptions 
of anyone present. There were two rea- 
sons for this, they said: to limit out-of- 
context quotes, and to make sure that 
everyone in the room was comfortable. 
Nearly every time, reporters flinched, 
showing the kind of irked disappointment 
that only another thwarted journalist can 
detect. At my first meeting, a Hartford 
Courant reporter was stunned. He begged 
for clarification. “Can I at least describe 
the atmosphere?” 

“If you’re unsure about specifics, just 
ask,” said Frank forcefully. 

The BTS could get away with these de- 
mands. It had something the media want- 
ed — a seemingly juicy story about anar- 
chists demonstrating against the DNC — 
so it had leverage to impose its rules. 
Then again, BTS organizers didn’t want 
to exclude the press entirely. The media 
had two things they wanted: the means to 
get out their message, and the power to 
keep them protected. 

The public face of the BI(A)ck Tea So- 
ciety consisted of eight or nine press-savvy in- 
dividuals. They were articulate, informed, and 
educated enough to show the world that radi- 
cals weren’t napalm-throwing rioters, that con- 
sensus decision-making didn’t portend struc- 
tural disorder; that anarchism didn’t mean 
shattered store windows and smoldering build- 
ings. Before speaking with journalists, BTS 
members were carefully primed with an inter- 
nal handbook explaining how to deal with the 
fourth estate. “We tried to put together a 
media packet that said, ‘Hey, if you are going 
to talk to the media, make sure to ask the 
deadline, try to get a feel for what the angle 
is,” said Tania. “Something like ‘Here’re the 
basic facts of the group that everybody has 
agreed to say.’” 

Tania Vamont is a thin graphic designer with 
big eyes, baggy jeans, and manic energy. She’s 
dabbled in journalism, which helped her prep 
the group for maneuvering the media. The 
BTS member most quoted in the press was 
Elly Guillette, a 28-year-old financial analyst 
who secured all the permits from the city, 
sketched the march routes, and arranged to 
rent the Convergence Center. The group’s 
webmaster was Andrew Little, a 21-year-old 
with pants rolled up to his shins, gelled black 
hair, and a thin lip ring. There was Brian, a 
sandy-haired guy with the air of a valedictori- 
an. Dan was the resident bike activist. Emma 
Lang represented the group’s wholesomeness; 
the sweet-faced daughter of ’60s radicals, she 
grew up serenaded by labor songs rather than 
lullabies, got cailed “pinko” by junior-high 
classmates, and was arrested with her mother 
at a mass mobilization when she was 14. She 
planned to act as a street medic during the 
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convention, along with the BTS’s resident 
troubadour, Evan Greer, a Swarthmore Col- 
lege student with a curly mop of brown hair 
who writes songs like “Ode to Dead Presi- 
dents” (“Did you buy a Coca-Cola on the 
beach?/Was it tasty with your Big Mac and 
fries? /Because far away across the sea/Where 
nothin’ but the trade is free/The workers get 
shot/When they try to unionize”). Will Tag- 
gart, a 29-year-old MIT PhD student, wrote 
his undergraduate thesis on the sanctions on 
Iraq. A 21-year-old film student at the Massa- 
chusetts College of Art, Mothra is a punk who 
wears thick eyeliner, a heavy bullet belt, and 
tight black pants with ripped knees. She says 
she'll probably write in her boyfriend’s name 
on the ballot in November. 

Together, they represented the BI(A)ck Tea 
Society. They knew the daily papers needed to 
fill their pages with proper names, and that 
quotes from young radicals with obvious pseu- 
donyms wouldn’t seem credible. So, with the 


voiceover for the 11-o’clock news. Two days 
ago, BTS filed a class-action lawsuit against 
the City of Boston, alleging that the DNC’s 
Free Speech Zone — enclosed by eight-foot- 
high chainlink fences, overhead netting, and 
snaggy razor wire — violates citizens’ First 
Amendment rights. Since the general public 
consensus is that the Free Speech Zone is 
completely ridiculous, the suit gives the BTS 
more credibility — and more press. 

The police have also driven reporters to the 
BI(A)ck Tea Society. Late last week, the BTS 
claimed that the NYPD/FBI Joint Terrorism 
Task Force visited the home of a New 
York-based activist, trying to dissuade him 
from coming to Boston and consorting with 
“troublemakers” like the BTS. An article in the 
recent Sunday Boston Globe reads: “Officials 
say they are on the watch not just for Islamic 
militants but also domestic terrorists, including 
... far-left radicals who oppose capitalism.” 
Over the next few days, activists from Boston

exception of Mothra, they supplied “street 
names” — believable first and last names that 
were used even during BTS meetings. 

And so Andrew Little isn’t really Andrew Lit- 
tle. Tania Vamont has written for a local weekly 
paper under a different last name. Dan ap- 
peared on the cover of the Boston Globe with 
another first name. Frank Little could be Frank 
Little — but then again, he could be anyone. 


Countdown 

Thursday, July 14. Comedy Central’s The 
Daily Show airs an interview with BTS mem- 
bers Andrew Little and Robert Baker in a spoof 
highlighting the absurdity of the Free Speech 
Zone, the 29,000-square-foot protest pen con- 
structed outside the FleetCenter during the 
DNC: 


Ed Helms, The Daily Show correspon- 
dent: “How do you guys plan on using the 
Free Speech Zone?” 

Andrew Little: “I don’t plan to come 
anywhere near this zone. The exits have 
metal girders around them, which people 
can be running into. People are going to 
get hurt.” 

Helms (voiceover): “Apparently in 
Boston, anarchist means pussy.” 


Wednesday, July 21. It’s a few minutes be- 
fore seven, and the penultimate BI(A)ck Tea 
Society meeting is about to begin; in two 
weeks they'll meet one last time to determine 
the group’s future. Outside, bright lights blind 
Brian as a local television reporter has him do a 


to Kansas City to Denver will also report visits 
from FBI agents. 

“The people who’ve been around since last 
July, the core group of people, we are very con- 
cerned about that,” Frank had said the previ- 
ous week during a BTS open house at the 
Lucy Parsons Center. “Not because we think 
we're so cool.... But one of the police’s quote- 
unquote effective deterrent strategies is to ar- 
rest all the organizers the day before. We are 
seriously concerned about that. Frankly, we’ve 
been doing a lot of legal groundwork trying to 
prepare exactly for it.” 

Back in May, Frank had maligned Dennis 
Kucinich supporters for having “delusions of 
grandeur.” I wrote the phrase down, thinking 
it was laughable that an anti-authoritarian 
seeking to “finish the American Revolution” 
would indict others for such megalomania. But 
now, no one cares about the Kucitizens. Every- 
one cares about the BI(A)ck Tea Society. The 
e-mails are coming. The media requests are 
coming. The coverage keeps coming: CNN, 
the New York Times, the Associated Press, 
WBUR, C-SPAN, and on and on. Should Elly, 
Tania, or Andrew mysteriously disappear in the 
coming days, the BTS could get journalists in- 
volved in a second. Meanwhile, Kucinich is 
chopped tofu-liver. 


Thursday, July 22. During the Free Speech 
Zone hearing, it becomes evident that law- 
enforcement officials consider the BTS — and 
anarchists in general — a major security 
threat. Judge Douglas P. Woodlock doesn’t ac- 
tually say “anarchist,” but he explains that the 
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threat of “particularly aggressive demonstra- 
tors,” “slingshots,” the specter of Seattle’s ri- 
otous 1999 WTO protests, and “urine” have 
contributed to the protest pen’s prison-like 
blueprint. During a court recess, Woodlock 
meets with government officials privately, so 
they can share “information” with him that di- 
rectly bears on the plaintiffs. In the end, the 
judge does not rule in favor of the BI(A)ck Tea 
Society. 

“People sensationalize anarchism,” says Will 
Taggart when I meet him later in Kendall 
Square. “Anarchists are very nice people, just 
like everybody else. They’re just trying to get 
their message across like anybody else.” Still, 
members fear getting picked up on bogus 
charges before the convention. “We are one of 
the most legal political organizations you will 
ever see. We’re concerned about things like 
jaywalking, littering, loitering.” Will looks me 
in the eye. “You've been to all our meetings. 
We're a peaceful, nonviolent group that gives 
aid to protesters from Boston and 
across the country. It’s kind of boring.” 

But he is nervous. “Yes, I am,” he 
admits, staring into the distance. 
“Very.” 


Friday, July 23. Emma Lang’s nerv- 
ous too. Scared, actually. When I meet 
the 19-year-old UMass Amherst stu- 
dent in Central Square three days be- 
fore the DNC, she’s visibly stressed. 
Never mind the 10 new press requests 
left in the BTS e-mail inbox this morn- 
ing; there are pressing security issues 
to deal with, concerns about bugged 
cars, home raids, and possible FBI vis- 
its. Late last night, the FBI warned 
major television networks that “a do- 
mestic group” was planning to attack 
their media trucks. Most BTS mem- 
bers have posted security notices at 
home so their roommates know not to 
panic if federal agents come knocking, 
and more important, not to let them in- 
side without a search warrant. 

Emma was at the Free Speech Zone 
hearing yesterday, too. “I wish they’d 
wake up and smell the coffee on the 
urine thing,” she sighs. “It’s very scary 
that they think of us as being that 
scary. If they could see what we really 
do is give each other hugs. We sit around and 
we come up with ways to keep each other 
safe.” And then there’s the specter of those 
WTO protests to deal with. “They keep saying, 
“Well, in Seattle, anarchists caused chaos,’ ” 
Emma says. “That was five years ago. But no- 
body thinks of that — how five years in base- 
ball history and five years in government histo- 
ry is forever. Five years in an activist movement 
is a long time, too.” 

Emma is tired of being scared about her 
friends’ security. “I’m very angry that my state 
will call the Secret Service and look up my 
friends, knock on their doors, potentially 
knock on my door because I want to be out in 
the street and say things. I just want to talk.” 
She sighs. “Who knows John Kerry better than 
the kids of Massachusetts?” 


Saturday, July 24. The paranoia is infec- 
tious. I’m hopping out of a cab before a BTS 
press conference when I spot a procession of 
eight Middlesex County Sheriff SUVs crawling 
in the opposite direction. I’m convinced that 
they’ve come to snatch the BI(A)ck Tea Soci- 
ety, that a special-ops team just hauled away 
outspoken Elly before she could make the 
evening news again, that sweet little Emma will 
soon be pressing license plates. 

When I get to the second-floor lecture hall 
and find no commotion, just a line of camera 
tripods arranged in the second row, I’m 
genuinely surprised. 

“Lying motherfuckers!” Frank Little growls. 
He’s hunched over a laptop reading a Boston 
Globe story online. “The police have no 
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BL(A)CK TEA, from page 25 

shame!” He comes over, drops the computer in 
front of me, and grumbles, “Here, read this. 
You were there. You saw what happened.” 

A few weeks ago, the BTS designed fliers for 
locally owned businesses to hang in their store- 
front windows. Today, the Globe reports that 
Boston detectives are investigating whether the 
BTS extorted money from local business own- 
ers when handing out the placards. “A State 
Police official, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said authorities were investigating 
whether anarchists were extorting money from 
business owners with the message, ‘If you do- 
nate, we won't trash your place,’ the source 
said.” But as far as I know, the BTS was dis- 
tributing the fliers for free, so activists could 
more easily support the local economy. Talk 
about hysteria: even flier distribution arouses 
the authorities’ suspicions. 

In a sense, though, this kind of press helps 
the BTS. The more the cops try to discredit the 
group, the more the media want to cover them, 
especially since the BI(A)ck Tea Society is a 
supporting character in a national story. And 
the more press attention it gets, the more op- 
portunity the BTS has to show that it’s made 
up of reasonable, intelligent people who're sim- 
ply livid that both presidential candidates are 
prisoners of special interests. 

During the press conference, a television re- 
porter asks about potential protest violence. 
“The FBI recently said that we'd be attacking 
you,” points out Andrew. “I believe it’s proba- 
bly a result of the fact that we've gotten positive 
media. They try to build a divide between the 
community and us because if we’re isolated, 
we're segregated, they can do whatever they 
want, and they can use whatever tactic, what- 
ever style they want, to try and suppress us.” 

On the way out, Andrew calls to me. “So 
when will we get to see your story?” I tell him 
itll be out after the BI(A)ck Tea Society dis- 
“Wow,” he says puckishly. “If you’re an 
undercover cop, I’m impressed.” 


Time for another Tea Party 

Monday, July 26. The BI(A)ck Tea Society 
opens the Convergence Center’s doors to the 
media for the first time. Only a few people are 
there. The most interesting thing I see is a note 
posted in the center’s entranceway:

Whereas 

The party in the first part 

— the disenfranchised, oppressed, and 
rebellious, 

Hereafter referred to as THE PEOPLE, 
desiring permanent divorce from the party 
listed in the second part; 

all federal and civil officers, private se- 
curity officers, ‘agents provocateurs,* law 
enforcement officials 

hereafter referred to as the STATE, cit- 
ing irreconcilable differences, bar ALL 
agents of the STATE from entering the 
Convergence Center under any and all cir- 
cumstances. 


A little after 1:30 p.m., the “End Police Bru- 
tality, Prison Abuse, and the Patriot Act” march 
comes barreling down Boylston Street, a mo- 
torcycle fleet of policemen in tow. Technically, 
the BTS holds the permit for the demonstra- 
tion, but a coalition of activist groups (the 
Green-Rainbow Party, Homes not Jails, Anar- 
chist Black Cross Boston, and the Mystic River 
Green-Rainbow Action) is actually sponsoring 
it. Led by a banner declaring (A) NARCHY IS 
FREEDOM, GOVERNMENT IS SLAVERY, the crowd 
of about 250 heads from Copley Square to- 
ward the FleetCenter. They intone, “Whose 
streets? Our streets!” They chant, “Bush and 
Kerry are the same, only difference is the 
name!” They raise their fists and cloak their 
faces in bandannas. When they pass state po- 
licemen clad in riot gear, they scream, “Take 
off your stupid gear, there is no riot here!” At 
one point, a blond guy in a Superman shirt is 
surrounded by police officers; the crowd gath- 
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ers around him and yells, “Let him go!” The 

cops do, the local television cameras.swarm, 

and the protesters shout at the news anchors, 
“Scavengers! Media parasites!” 

As the marching protesters turn corners 
along the parade route, cops of all shapes and 
sizes wait. There are cops on motorcycles and 
cops on bicycles. There are cops on horses, 
cops on foot, cops with angry barking dogs, 
cops flying above in helicopters. But although 
they’re omnipresent, they’re restrained. They 
don’t lunge when the crowd yells, for example, 
“Fuck police from Boston to the Middle East!” 
They don’t even sneer. 





a T-shirt that reads KILL THE RICH. “In four 
years, they'll still be doing their thing. But this 
gives us a chance to get together, talk, social- 
ize, exchange ideas, and figure out what we 
have to do to make things better.” 

Again, cops are everywhere. Policemen on 
horseback organize in trios: one on the hill by 
the statue, another guarding a Boston Com- 
mon entrance, a third stationed by a bevy of 


media trucks. They leave clumpy trails of horse 


manure in their wake; next to one dung pile, 
someone has left a cardboard sign that reads 
THANK THE PIGS. 

In a kind of symbolic muscle-flexing, the 
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PLEASE HELP: Genevieve Outram, of Arlington, drops to her knees and prays before 
Massachusetts State Police during protests at the Democratic National Convention. 


Tuesday, July 27. The “Really REALLY De- 
mocratic Bazaar” is supposed to represent the 
BI(A)ck Tea Society’s “visions of a better 
world.” In this better world, there’s no war, no 
Bush, no Kerry, no corporations. So here, rad- 
ical cheerleaders in hot-pink bandannas decry 
capitalism: “Capitalism does not work! Capital- 
ism: who does it hurt? Everybody!” Women in 
sports bras hit a blow-up George W. Bush 
punching bag in the face. In place of traditional 
carnival games, there’s “Pin the Money on the 
Budget” and “Knock Out Oppression,” in 
which players toss beanbags at cans represent- 
ing forms of oppression. There’s even a mobile 
compost toilet on display, urging people to 
GIVE (A) SHIT FOR THE REVOLUTION. 

“I know that a three-day or a four-day 
protest isn’t going to change anything,” says 
Ben Hansen, a 19-year-old from Ohio wearing 


cops descend on the open-air market in shifts. 
At 2:45 p.m., 31 motorcycle cops roll through 
the bazaar. At 3:08, 17 bike officers pedal 
down the paved paths. At 3:15, 10 cops in riot 
gear stride along the fenced perimeter of the 
Common. And all afternoon, a single buzzing 
Coast Guard helicopter hovers above like a 
mechanized mosquito, often drowning out the 
event’s sound system. 

Finally, singer-songwriter David Rovics is- 
sues a call to action from the stage. “Those of 
you who want to lay down on the ground and 
spell ‘fuck you’ to the helicopters,” he an- 
nounces, “head over to the medic tent.” Forty 
or so people arrange themselves from head to 
toe, forming seven letters on the ground. 
Eleven people morph into an “F”; 10 bodies 
become a “U.” More people join them, filling 
out the phrase. As the helicopter looms above, 
the 50 or so participants raise their middle fin- 


gers at it. It flies by twice, then disappears. 
Everyone cheers. 
A few minutes later, the copter returns. 


Wednesday, July 28. On the Day of Action’s 
eve, I slog over to the Convergence Center and 
plop down in a chair. The crowd is thinning 
out; about 50 people idle about, yet there’s an 
uneasy strain to their conversations. The room 
is a blur of snaky dreadlocks, shaggy beards, 
and sideburns; it smells like unwashed travel- 
ers. One guy’s face looks like it’s been attacked 
by a piercing gun. Another man’s shirt reads 
MY HEROES HAVE ALWAYS KILLED COWBOYS. 

Calm down,” Andrew says into a crackling 
walkie-talkie as he rushes by. “Everything’s 
cool.” 

“I’m about to be a convicted felon,” a jittery 
guy tells a girl. “I just got a court order to turn 
over a DNA sample.” 

A smiling child with a bulging cotton diaper, 
perhaps one among the next generation of 
Emmas, crawls toward me and disappears 
under my seat. 

I overhear that Dan was detained earlier in 
the day. No one wants to talk about it here. To- 
morrow, an article in the Boston Herald will re- 
port that he was walking in front of the Con- 
vergence Center when cops descended on him. 
His parents supposedly asked the police to pick 
him up. Apparently, he wasn’t 21 or 22, but a 
17-year-old runaway from Newton. I really 
liked Dan; he once offered me peanuts. 

“This movement doesn’t want to win,” says 
a guy ina scully cap to Frank. “I want to win.” 

Frank wants to win too. “So far, the poll is 
whether or not there’s enough maturity in the 
community to pull off all these actions,” he 
says. “It all depends on what happens tonight 
and tomorrow. We’ve been saying that the 
New England community is mature enough. 
And we’re hoping that’s a self-fulfilling 
prophecy.” 


Thursday, July 29. During the afternoon of 
the Day of Action, John Kerry’s nomination 
day, the anarchists march and march and 
march. A sweaty storm of flapping bandannas, 
pumping fists, and thumping drums, they 
stomp along the streets of Boston, through 
Back Bay and the Financial District, down Chi- 
natown’s Kneeland Street, and past City Hall 
Plaza. They clamor through wealthy shopping 
districts, past businessmen in expensive suits, 
teenage jocks in Red Sox hats, grandmotherly 
women in pineapple-patterned shirts. All along 
the route, they chant, “Police state: shut it 
down!” In the Financial District, they scream, 
“Banks are thieves!” At boutique customers, 
they yell, “The bombs are dropping! Stop your 
fucking shopping!” 

Mo Rocca, Daily Show correspondent and 
VH-1 talking head, is walking down Newbury 
Street when the raucous gang passes. “For an- 
archists, they’re awfully disorganized,” he 
deadpans. 

The BTS technically holds the permit for the 
“No Blood for Oil” parade, but only a few 
members, including Elly, Emma, and Evan, 
join the march. Earlier in the day, there was a 
Critical Mass event; about 100 cyclists rode 
through Downtown Boston, disrupting traffic. 
No one was arrested, so many of the riders are 
now here. Along with some kids, Ben from 
Ohio dons a pirate costume; they wave a black 
flag, modeled after a pirate ship’s mast, that 
bears an anarchy symbol and a skull and cross- 
bones made of a wrench and a slingshot. 

Policemen and photographers line the side- 
walks. A police helicopter hovers above. As the 
feisty anarcho-mob floods Canal Street near 
the FleetCenter, a dozen soldiers appear on an 
elevated highway, peering down like archers 
guarding a medieval castle. “Get the soldiers 
off the streets!” demand the protesters. The 
soldiers stare. A middle-aged woman with a 
megaphone heckles them. They keep staring. 

Then a bandanna-masked protester lights a 
two-faced effigy of Kerry and Bush. The cops 
don’t stop him. Photographers surround the

fire. People push and shove. A girl tosses an 
American flag onto the fiery pile; she and the 
igniter dance wildly, like in a scene from Lord 
of the Flies. As the heap smokes, Sander Hicks, 
founder of the independent publishing house 
Soft Skull Press, tosses a copy of the contro- 
versial Bush biography Fortunate Son onto the 
ashes. Within minutes, a phalanx of riot cops 
files in, plastic handcuffs looped on their black 
uniforms and wooden batons in hand. They 
face the crowd. 

At some point, things break loose. A wiry kid 
has been arrested, dragged off by his arms, but 
no one knows why. And so people run. They 
chant, “Let him go! Let him go!” Bodies encir- 
cle policemen. Someone hollers, “Police riot!” 
Shutters snap, elbows fly. A policeman in sun- 
glasses tells a surging throng of photographers, 
pirates, and protesters to push back: “I have to 
pull my officers out, so just give us some 
room.” A second later, a cop’s navy-blue hat 
flies off his head. He lunges for the 28-year-old 
protester he thinks snatched it — a kid from 
Quincy everyone knows as Nick, who ends up 
thrown to the ground, hauled away in hand- 
cuffs, and charged with assault and battery on 
a public official. A third kid, an 18-year-old 
from Jamaica Plain, gets caught up in the mess 
and is escorted away, a yellow paper scrap 
from the National Lawyers Guild clenched in 
his teeth. His charge is disturbing the peace. 

(As it turns out, the first person arrested was 
one of the pirates, who wore a papier-maché 
pirate’s hook over his right hand. The police 
will later insist that the hook looked like a fake 
Molotov cocktail, and will charge the 18-year- 
old with possession of a hoax device.) 

Later, after everything’s calmed and the 
anti-war march heads back to Boston Com- 
mon for a rally, Ben comes over. Apparently,

his pirate gang had to ask the cops for direc- 
tions to the march. “We left late,” he laughs. 
“So we saw these cops and we were like, ‘Hey 
there, which way to the protest?’ They were 
like, “You’re anarchists — we can’t tell you 
what to do.’ But then they laughed and gave us 
directions anyway.” 

As for the decentralized actions, posts on 
Boston’s Indymedia Web site, an online ac- 
tivists’ clearinghouse, testify that two protesters 
who unfurled an anarchist banner in the West 
Virginia delegates’ section at the FleetCenter 
were escorted away by police, but not arrested. 
By the Marriott Hotel Long Wharf, where the 
Arizona delegation stayed, protesters tried to 
prevent delegates from boarding buses, in a 
street-theater representation of the Department 
of Homeland Security stopping immigrants 
from crossing the border. Across the river, in 
Cambridge, four people rushed into a Gap on 
Mass Ave; according to Cambridge police, they 
spray-painted mannequins and turned over 
displays. Funny thing: vandals hit the same 
Gap in 2001, drawing anarchy symbols and 
the phrase MUST CRUSH CAPITALISM on its win- 
dows. 

Meanwhile, back on Boston Common, Evan 
Greer takes the stage and starts singing about 
tear gas. 


Epilogue 

Wednesday, August 4. Two weeks ago, BTS 
members scheduled their final meeting for 
tonight, despite concerns that some protesters 
might still be in the slammer. But no one is; the 
three demonstrators who did get arrested on 
the Day of Action last Thursday, none of 
whom shows up this evening, were all bailed 
out the same day. Mike and Shane, the two 
men everyone believed were cops, aren’t here,

either. But 21 others are, including Elly, Frank, 
Brian, Tania, Mothra, Will, Emma, and Evan. 

The last-ever BTS meeting is unlike any 
other: no police-go-home spiel, no insistence 
that the reporter in the room doesn’t take 
notes, no icebreaker introductions. Instead, it’s 
like a wrap party: Emma passes around choco- 
late; Elly distributes hand-outs covering out- 
standing issues (fixing a broken doorknob at 
the Community Church, a letter from the 
restaurant below the Convergence Center al- 
leging that protesters ate from the trash in front 
of patrons). But the most important issue at 
hand is perhaps the group’s gravest yet: 
whether to kill the BI(A)ck Tea Society or to 
keep it alive. 

Many propose that the group should die 
that was the original plan, after all. But some 
argue that the BTS received so much press that 
its “brand name” (as someone actually calls it) 
shouldn’t be abandoned. Others despise this 
argument; attracting media attention, they say, 


was supposed to be a means to an end, not 
the end itself. And so someone suggests that 
they take a cue from the Earth Liberation 
Front — an underground group that func- 
tions as a press office for people who destroy 
economic targets but don’t harm people 

and turn the BI(A)ck Tea Society essentially 
into a publicity group. That way, anonymous 
affinity groups could perform individual ac- 
tions relating to electoral politics all over the 
country and claim them in BTS’s rume. It’s 
meant as a joke, really, but some people don’t 
like it. Everything’s so tense that people start 
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trickling out before the meeting’s through, in- 


cluding me. For the first time that I’ve wit- 


nessed, the BI(A)ck Tea Society isn’t achieving 


consensus easily. 
In the end, however, a decision is reached: 
the BI(A)ck Tea Society is finished. The anti- 


corporate, anti-war, anti-authoritarian organi- 


zation may not have completed the American 


Revolution, or even dismantled the machines at 
all the local Starbucks, but the group did show 


that radical dreams haven’t died. In the 
process, with decentralized direct action, they 
incubated a new dissident tactic based on un- 
predictability and randomness that future pro- 
testers can build upon and refine. 

“Their demand for all-accelerated entrance 


into twentieth-century Utopia,” Norman Mail- 


er wrote of ’60s radicals the Yippies, “was 
nonetheless equal to straight madness for the 


Average Good American, since his liberated ex 


pression might not be an outpouring of love, 
but the burning of his neighbor’s barn.” 

Or, in the BI(A)ck Tea Society’s case, the 
trashing of his neighbor’s Gap.

‘Site Specific’ at artSPACE@16; ‘My 
First Photo’ at the Paradise Lounge 






i: an unassuming, 24-by-24-foot, detached two-car 
garage in Malden, good art is happening. Under the 
innovative eye of artist/curator/organizer/director Sand T, 
this unlikely jocation is the site of art exhibitions, music 
performances, poetry readings, and more, all presented in a 
spirit of grass-roots community involvement and creative 
synergy, right down to the venue's pot-luck receptions, 
which infuse the wine-and-cheese atmosphere of art 
openings with the 
camaraderie of a 
neighborhood block party. 
Sand T and her husband, 
artist Wesley Kalloch, 
decided to transform their 
garage into an exhibition 
space in August 2000, after 
being evicted from South 
Boston's Fort Point artists community, where Sand T had 
founded (in 1998) and run the alternative S.T Gallery. 

This month, the charming gallery-in-a-garage hosts “Site 
Specific,” which, guest-curated by artist Jonathan Santos, 
explores the notion of location in contemporary art. On view 
through August 28, with a pot-luck reception this Saturday, 
“Site Specific” brings together five artists, Hillary Baldwin, 
Lior Neiger, Maria Raponi, Daniel Rich, and Lauren Warner, 
who hail from, respectively, Brookline, Haifa (Israel), 
Canada, Ulm (Germany), and Dayton, and who all reside or 
have recently resided in Boston, connected by their 
association with the Museum School. The multi-nationality 
of the artists is no coincidence; Santos good-humoredly 
identifies himself as a “New Englander/Isiander,” having 
grown up in Maine and Manila. He describes his stepfather 
as a stereotypical Yankee (“He built his own boat”) who met 
the artist’s Manila-born mother while they were both 
working in Iran in the 1970s. This goes part way toward 
explaining Santos’s own complex grasp of the idea of 
location in art. “A lot of my own work deals with 
understanding ‘place,’ and a lot of artists these days are 
working on this idea, trying to locate their place in the 
world. With this show, | wanted to go beyond my own 
experience, to be more universal. | know I’m not alone with 
this observation, there are a lot of artists interested in this.” 

“Site Specific” looks at its subject through lenses 
psychological, physical, and cultural. Hillary Baldwin's life- 
size papier-maché igloo investigates an iconic. dwelling in 
which a wide variety of cultural interpretations have taken 
up residence. Lior Neiger inserts an element of chance into 
global positioning as he uses video to set worlds spinning 
like cherries on a slot machine; Maria Raponi makes 
dioramas that re-create scenes from the movies, shrinking 
the oversized reality that we enter as filmgoers for intimate 
scrutiny. Daniel Rich paints graphic representations of 
politically charged spaces and architecture, creating works 
that are at once spatially ambiguous and specific. Lauren 
Warner is a painter too, but her subject matter is the 
unspoiled landscapes and bucolic backdrops of America’s 
psyche — our Great Outdoors as mediated by indoor wall 
murals and tourist postcards. : 

' Snapshots from summer vacations are sure to figure ir 
“My First Photo,” the expansive, big-hearted new exhibition 
at the Paradise Lounge Gallery. The show, which is up 
through September 7, is being presented jointly with 
Boston University’s renowned Photographic Resource 
Center, whose home gallery and library are closed during 
August. From a snapshot of a lady in front of a big bush 
taken by fine-art photographer and Wellesley College 
professor Judith Black with a Brownie camera she bought 
with Bingo winnings in the early 1950s to PRC curator 
Leslie K. Brown’s photogram of sunglasses and shells made 
when she was five, this big (more than 100 photographers 
included), wide-ranging show promises fresh insight into 
our basic urge to snap away!

Daigneault has shown a knack for garnering area 
rights to recent Off Broadway hits, and next season is 
no exception. Company will be followed by the tongue- 
in-cheeky Johnny Guitar The Musical, which opened 
Off Broadway last spring and will run in the Roberts 
Studio November 19 through December 18. A

American Repertory Theatre/Moscow Art 
Theater Institute grad Daniel Jaquez directs the lyrical 
work, which is set in a Cuban-American cigar factory 
in Florida in 1929 and revolves around the reading 
aloud by a “lector” of Anna Karenina, the passions of 
which get filtered into the air. 

Scoring its final coup for the season, SpeakEasy 
joins forces with Boston Theater Works to present the 
Boston premiere of Richard Greenberg’s 2003 Tony 
Award winner, Take Me Out, which chronicles events 
that follow the announcement by a Major League 
baseball megastar that he’s gay.

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Mind and matter 


Christian Tetzlaff brings Brahms to Tanglewood 


iolinist Christian Tetzlaff is one of 

those guys you immediately want to 
describe as “intellectual.” His thin, 
bespectacled face and close-cropped 
blond hair put you in mind of a German 
professor — someone penetratingly 
intelligent yet distant. His musicianship 
must be just like that, you think: 
penetrating yet abstract, perhaps even a 
bit cold. 

None of that is wrong, but it’s certainly 
an incomplete picture of this remarkable 
musician. Yes, the 38-year-old Tetzlaff is 
an intelligent and serious musician, one 
who made both his professional and his 
US debuts with the Schoenberg Violin 
Concerto, a piece as thorny and difficult 
as any. And he can hold forth persuasively 
on the religious underpinnings of Bach’s 
music for solo violin. (He could do so even 
back in the days when such extra-musical 
reflection wasn’t yet received wisdom.) 
And yes, he’s German. 

But the Hamburg-born violinist is more 
than just a mind with an instrument. He’s 
also one of the most complete musicians 
around today, praised as highly for his 
Beethoven and his Mendelssohn 
performances as for his Bartok and his 





Ligeti. Critics often remark on his 
formidable technique, but they’re equally 
quick to note how immediate and 
communicative his playing is. After 
remarking on his obvious technical fluency 
in a review of his BSO debut some years 
ago, Lloyd Schwartz wrote in these pages 
that Tetzlaff “can also play a simple, 
singing line that melts the heart.” When 
he made his debut with the Met Orchestra 
in New York a few months ago, his playing 
of the Berg Concerto was universally 
lauded, even as the conducting of James 
Levine was not. 

Moreover, Tetzlaff has that rare ability to 
make a careful listener hear familiar 
repertory in fresh, even surprising ways, as 
he demonstrates on two new CDs. One the 
first, he plays Barték’s two sonatas for 
violin and piano with pianist Leif Ove 
Andsnes (Virgin Classics). These are 
among the Hungarian composer’s most 
angular works, and many emphasize their 
tough dissonance. Tetzlaff and Andsnes 
find other parts of his personality present. 
Listening to the variety of colors in the 
First Sonata reminds one of Bart6k’s 
enthusiasm for Debussy. The eerie slides 
and strange “night sounds” are all Bartok, 


however, and they're 
brought out to great effect. 
Tetzlaff also plays the

here: the festival’s director, 
Lars Vogt. Some of the performances may 
seem a bit detached, such as the songful 
opening of the G-major sonata. But later it 
becomes clear that the restraint was in 
the service of laying out the movement's 
structure and architecture, so that when 
the climax arrives, its force is all the 
greater. Tetzlaff and Vogt feed off the 
contrasting characters within each piece, 
such as the alternation between lyricism 
and dance in the A-major’s middle 
movement. And they provide as involving 
a rendition of the D-minor sonata as one 
could hope for, including a gorgeous slow 
movement. Anyone looking for Perlman’s 
open-hearted sentiment may be 
disappointed, but these are performances 
full of new insights.

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Prodigal cinema 


Filmmakers come home to the Roxbury Film Festival 


opper Carew got his start in film on Huntington 

Avenue. Once a week, he’d skip school to see movies 
at the old Symphony moviehouse on the corner of 
Massachusetts Avenue. “If you went before 11:30,” he 
says over the phone from Los Angeles, “you got in for 35 
cents.” Carew grew up in Boston and Roxbury, attending 
Howard University, then Yale, then MIT for a year-long 
fellowship to study film. After a stint as a producer at 
WGBH, he headed off to Hollywood, where he’s produced, 
written, and directed movies and television shows, 
including the sit-com Martin and the 1991 film Talking 
Dirty After Dark. He’s returning to Roxbury this week to 
screen two of his recent feature-length documentaries at 
the 6th Annual Roxbury Film Festival, which opens 
Wednesday and runs through Sunday with screenings at 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Mass College of Art, and 
Northeastern University.

Warped weekend 


How to keep your cool at the hottest punk show of the summer 


hen the Warped Tour first made its way 

to these parts, a decade ago, the 
traveling punk-rock festival tour looked very 
much like the younger, snottier cousin of the 
then-booming Lollapalooza. In fact, that first 
year, one had to drive all the way out to 
Northampton, to an only 
partly abandoned airfield, 
to experience the two- 
stage-and-a-halfpipe 
extravaganza. And it took 
several years of finding 
out-of-the-way venues in 
Western Massachusetts 
and on the Cape before the 
Warped Tour was able to 
land a little closer to 
Boston on a regular basis. 
Still, every year was an 
adventure, whether that 
meant baking in the sun at 
the wide-open expanse of 
Suffolk Downs or, last year, finding the 
Brockton Fairgrounds. 

Needless to say, Brockton didn’t offer 
anything more in the way of shade then 
Suffolk Downs. But by last year, with 
Lollapalooza and the rest of the 90s package 
tours other than Ozzfest either defunct or 
sucking wind, Warped had morphed into the 
most popular punk-rock event of the summer, 
with a half-dozen stages and nearly three 
dozen bands. And then there were the kids, 
thousands upon thousands of them: an ail- 
ages crowd from across New England wearing 
everything from goth paint on their faces to 
homemade T-shirts that read, “Emo sucks.” 





None of that will have changed when this 
year’s Warped Tour sets down in the west 
parking lot of Gillette Stadium next-weekend. 
Except that this year, we have not one but 
two Warped Tour dates to survive, thanks to 
the special 10th-anniversary show that was

added the day after the tour-closing August 
19 Warped Tour show. (You'll find the 
schedule for both dates in “Arts News,” on 
page 4.) Fighting your way through one day 
of punk in the sun would be one thing — 
you’d have the weekend to recover. But two 
days in a row of loud, fast, mosh-worthy rock 
in the blistering August sun and humidity 
presents a challenge to even the most 
hardened punk-rocker. 

| spoke to local promoters MassConcerts 
— who’ve been presenting New England’s 
Warped dates since the beginning — to get 
some helpful survival tips. For starters, at 
$30.50, tickets to the 10th-anniversary 
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Antibalas 


show are only two bucks more than tickets 
to the 19th — both quite reasonable for an 
event that features multiple stages of live 
music along with pro skaters and BMX 
bikers doing their thing on a halfpipe and 
pro motorcycle jumpers performing 
exhibitions off to the side of the main stage. 
Since most of the bands will be hanging out 
at booths signing autographs at various 
points during the day, it’s fair to assume that 
the fenced-in area at Gillette that’s been 
reserved for this year’s double shot of 
Warped will be full on both days. 

One feature you may want to take 
advantage of is reverse day care. That's right: 
young punks should feel free to drop their 
parents off at an air-conditioned tent that will 
be furnished with televisions and 
refreshments so that parents can chaperone 
their kids without having to be out in the pit. 
Parents do have to buy tickets to the event to 
gain admittance to this tent, but it’s a small 
price to pay to be shielded from the sun. 

For those of you planning to go inside the 
gate, don’t plan on there being any shade at 
all. I've watched in past years as young 
punks huddled together in the small patches 
of shade cast by various booths and tents, 
and, well, it’s not a pretty sight. Instead, 
bring sunscreen. And this year, each ticket 
holder is allowed to bring one sealed bottled 
of water onto the fairgrounds. My advice is 
that you make that a gallon bottle. Of course, 
if you forget; don’t worry: there’ll be plenty of 
vendors ready to sell you small bottles of 
water for several dollars a pop.

Italian restaurant 
ideas from Italy 


Or, my dining critic went to Italy and all | got was this lousy column

rdinarily, when you read 

about a restaurant critic 

going to Italy, it’s a 
farewell column. Why suffer 
the slings and arrows of outra- 
geous Boston bistros when you 
can buy a villa in Umbria and 
eat Italian food all the time? 
Unfortunately, the price of 
Italian real estate is now higher 
than the Tuscan sun at noon. 
So I’m back, along with some 
comparisons between Italian 
restaurants in Boston and Ital- 
ian restaurants in Italy. My evi- 
dence is two weeks of eating in 
informal trattorias in Umbria 
and Tuscany (with two in 
Rome), as well as three ban- 
quets served in an Umbrian 
villa by a fine local cook, 
Rolanda Cardinali, and two 
meals I made myself from local 
produce. I also went to a re- 
gional wine fair in a small town 
in southern Tuscany. 

One of the biggest surprises is that 
Italian produce is not actually that differ- 
ent from what we buy in Boston. The 
meats and vegetables in Italian supermar- 
kets and trattorias in July are not much 
better than our own, not even the toma- 
toes. (Bodacious cantaloupes were a July 
exception.) And the produce in Boston 
farmers’ markets is actually rather better, 
in many categories, than that in a small- 
town farmers’ market in Umbria. (Those 
categories do not include cheese, olive 
oil, or honey, however.) Even the arugula 
in Italy is stringier, although the flavor is 
nice and sharp. 

Bread in Tuscany and Umbria is tradi- 
tionally made without salt, and served 
without butter or olive oil. Restaurant 
bread in those provinces was therefore al- 
most completely inedible, except to mop 
up salty dishes, or when we could get a lit- 
tle olive oil by ordering a salad. A typical 
Umbrian and Tuscan antipasto is various 
spreads on the unsalted bread, and they 
weren’t my favorites, either. What is salted 
in these provinces is biscuits, but except 
for a hot cheese biscuit at La Congrega, in 
Florence, these biscuits would not pass 
muster in the Southern US. 

Italian restaurants generally feature re- 
gional specialties, but a number of dishes 
are now pan-lItalian, and Americans have 
them, too. One is pizza, but even the 
pizza near the bus stations of Italian 
tourist towns is thin-crusted, lightly 
topped, and superior to almost all Boston 
pizza. Tiramisu is also quite common in 
Italy, and not any better or worse than 
what we get. Caprese salad is now a na- 
tional dish in Italy, but the quality of fresh 
mozzarella was often below what you get 
in Boston, although all the tomatoes were 
serviceable and the basil was excellent — 
and conditions are probably similar for 
most of the year. 

But moderately priced Italian restau- 
rants are better than ours in a number of 
surprising ways: they have cleaner and 
more expensively finished bathrooms. 
Servers do not press you to order more 
food than you want. And all Italian 
restaurants have innocuous house wines 
that are clean, inexpensive, and have few

aftereffects. | had quite a few discus- 
sions with fellow travelers about these 
wines. An organic winemaker from Alto 
Adige suggested that sulfites are used 
less in Italian domestic wines. My own 
theory is that eating lots of pasta keeps 
one well hydrated. House wines are also 
somewhat lower in alcohol than export 
bottles. Although cheap Chianti is the 
closest thing to this innocuous wine on 
the shelves of Boston wine stores, it 
doesn’t appear on many lists in Boston 
restaurants. 

Where Boston’s Italian restaurants 
could really benefit from a refresher 
course is in the use of vegetables. La 
Groceria, in Cambridge, used to set a 
large table of antipasti, from which wait- 
ers would assemble you a selection. I ate 
my first and last meals in Italy at La 
Famiglia, a Roman trattoria near the 
train station, which caters to many 
tourists, but serves a buffet appetizer that 
allows you to choose among almost 40 
platters of fried-zucchini flowers, 
seafood salads, pasta salads, arugula with 
shrimp, and so on. 

La Famiglia also introduced me to the 
considerable variety of pasta textures that 
didn’t survive immigration. When it 
comes to dried pasta, Italian restaurants 
don’t serve it al dente as we do, a little 
toothsome at the center; they serve 
spaghetti and linguine about half-cooked, 
when it just bends, and is still more 
crunchy than not. They also serve por- 
tions about one-third the size of an 
American entrée, with about one-fourth 
the toppings or sauce. This makes possi- 
ble the four- or five-course structure of 
the traditional Italian feast, but of course 
most people only eat that way on special 
holidays. A meal at home would be an- 
tipasto and pasta for lunch; antipasto and 
protein course and salad for dinner. 
Servers in restaurants took no issue with 
our requests to divide portions or skip 
courses, or even with our barbaric prac- 
tice of sometimes eating salad first. 

Homemade pastas also have a variety 
of textures, from chewier than we like to 
soft-as-gnocchi. I had about four ver- 
sions of pici, a fat, handmade Tuscan 
spaghetti. Three were as soft as your 








non-Italian-mom’s macaroni and cheese 
(but fresher tasting), and the fourth was 
chewy. A lasagna with mushrooms, 
homemade by the remarkable Rolanda, 
was based on silken sheets of pasta both 
thinner and softer than most Boston 
chefs can produce. 

At the level of restaurant at which we 
were eating, there were only a few revela- 
tory dishes, but they were overall remark- 
ably good. We had a weak but edible 
spaghetti alla carbonara in Rome, offset 
by Rolanda’s brilliant version in Umbria, 
featuring thick, smoky bacon. We could- 
n’t buy a bad plate of seafood, even in 
landlocked and torrid roadside cafés. 

Some new appetizer ideas, authentical- 
ly Italian: thin-sliced smoked swordfish 
with lemon; grilled sliced vegetables 
served under melted smoked mozzarella; 
thin-sliced tripe in a salad with onions 
and lemon. A new dessert, something we 
had for breakfast in Florence: budino di 
riso, a sort of rice-pudding risotto in a 
pastry shell. 

Italian restaurants in Italy don’t do 
much more with dessert than those in 
Boston, although the very fine trattoria 
La Porta, in Monticchiello, offered a rich, 
creamy panna cotta, with just enough bit- - 
ter-chocolate sauce, that any Boston 
restaurant would envy. In the North End, 
we walk around the corner for pastry. In 
Italy, one does the same for divine gelato. 
Or not; I craved sweets very little in Italy, 
and gained no weight eating (at least a 
little) pasta at every meal. Despite a tour 
of the ultra-modern Perugina candy fac- 
tory, now owned by Nestlé, I have little 
chocolate news of importance. 

A sweet white wine called Moscadello 
di Montalcino in some years rivals 
Sauternes. Bitter soda, sort of like 
Campari without the alcohol, is quite 
nice on hot days. I’ve had it in the 
North End, so there is an importer. In 
Italy, there are numerous brands and 
bitter apéritifs other than Campari, such 
as Aperol, which is not so bitter, but still 
in the family (which Mrs. Nadeau — a 
non-Campari person — calls “the 
cough-syrup family”). 6

Good beer comes in bottles. 
Bad beer comes in cans. That’s 
just the way it is. Right? 

Well, actually, no. Marlbor- 
ough’s Sherwood Forest Brew- 
ers sees things differently. Its 
dark-brown, deeply flavorful 
Archer’s Ale is one of the only 
craft beers in the US to be 


packaged exclusively in alu- 
minum cans. As far as Sher- 
wood Forest is concerned, it’s 
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time for a paradigm shift when it come to the nickel deposit. 

“Think about the UK,” says owner David Lambert. “Everything is in cans. | started 
to think, what if we canned our beer? How would that be received? Could you do it? 
Would it compromise the flavor?” So Lambert sent folks out to make some observations 
and crunch some numbers, and the answer came back: “It’s a no-brainer.” 

Cans chill more quickly in the fridge than bottles do. They keep longer, too. “The 
beer has a longer shelf life in the can,” says Lambert. “There is no light. There is no 
air. It’s sealed.” And anyone justifiably fearful that an aluminum taste may impinge 
on the delicately calibrated flavors of a craft brew should rest assured: the can’s poly- 
mer lining prevents that entirely. 

Cans are also much easier to recycle. Another bonus: the price. “Sometimes 
you're paying more for the packaging than you are for the beer,” says Lambert. “And 
sometimes it costs the brewer more for the packaging than what they’re putting inside 
the bottle.” A six-pack of Archer’s might cost as much as a buck and a half less than 


six bottles of a similar beer. 


But best of all is the convenience. As summer slinks toward Labor Day, and 
you’re running around outside trying to enjoy every last drop of sun, these cans are 
happy to come along. On camping trips, out in the canoe, on the links, at the beach 
— they’re compact, unbreakable, and ready to drink. (With luck, you’ll also soon be 
seeing Archer’s Ale on airplanes.) 

Of course, it’s what’s jn the can that’s key. And Archer’s Ale is a beaut. Pour it 
into a glass and you’ll see it’s a gorgeous, deep brown-amber. Balanced and rich, with 
pleasing caramel notes and a toasted-nutty finish, it’s an exemplary English-style ale. 
Sure, it’s delish in a pint glass. But feel free to enjoy it right from the can. Just re- 
member: this is good beer. Don’t crush the empty on your forehead.

Fun and games with The Blind Swordsman: Zatoichi

alling it a revisionist genre exercise 

is missing the point. Takeshi Kitano 

is a genre all by himself, and if he 
chooses to revive this old warhorse, this 
Zatoichi (a familiar figure in Japanese pop 
culture, the hero of 26 films from 1962 to 
1989), he can do nothing but reinvent the 
character*while also approaching him as if 
he had never existed. For Kitano, Zatoichi 
is just there, a fact of 
nature. That’s how the 
character (played by 
Kitano under his act- 
ing name, Beat Ta- 
keshi) appears at the 
beginning of The 
Blind Swordsman: 
Zatoichi (as Miramax 
has renamed it; in 
Japan the hit film is

place in these stories and also finds out how 
they fit together. Genre has no other mean- 
ing for Kitano than this: finding your place. 
In Zatoichi, this quest involves characters 
who stand outside the power system and are 
merely onlookers to its struggles — in par- 
ticular, a woman vegetable seller and her 
nephew, Shinkichi, an unsuccessful gam- 
bler. The space apart from the struggle has 
always interested Kitano, and his insistence 
on dwelling within this space, usually at the 
expense of narrative momentum 
and to the point of absurdity, has 
distinguished his yakuza films (such 
as 1993’s Sonatine and 1997’s 
Hana-bi) from traditional entries in 
that genre. 

Here this insistence takes a cele- 
bratory form. Zatoichi is only inci- 
dentally a film in which a wandering 
swordsman uses his prowess to help 
the poor peasants and petty entre- 
preneurs of a small village. Kitano 
does everything possible to keep 
Zatoichi out of the foreground of 
the film, to make him, if not an 
irrelevance, at least a side attrac- 
tion. Conversely, the musical inter- 
ludes that give Zatoichi its strange 








Western. Takeshi 
treats Zatoichi not as a mythical figure but 
as a question mark, a being who doesn’t 
belong to the world and who has no obvi- 
ous role to play. 

The story that Kitano has devised for this 
adventure is a double one: first, the saga of 
a crime boss who takes over a town from its 
previous bosses; second, the tale of a young 
brother and sister seeking revenge for the 
killing of their parents. Over the elliptical 
course of the narrative, Zatoichi finds his 


punctuation (farmers tilling a field, 
peasants dancing in the mud) seem at first 
like distractions, but they prove central 
when, in the film’s ebullient last section, 
Kitano fulfills their promise by turning 
Zatoichi into a musical. As it progresses, 
Zatoichi becomes more and more a film 
about community, which is defined as 
what’s left when those who are preoccupied 
with power and death have knocked one 
another off.

most boring provincial, who 
talks only about the weather 
and hogs the pay phone. 
While junior gangster 
Minami waits to use the 
phone because he is out of 
cell-phone range, Ozaki, 
hitherto unconscious, disap- 


more films, bringing his grand 
total to something like 60. As one of the lucky 
foreign filmmakers not dependent on the 
American box office, he’s already moved 
beyond whatever response Gozu gets here. 
Beneath a snow-screened television droning 
words we can’t understand, Gozu begins with 
some manga-reading yakuza conducting a 
meeting in a restaurant. Only, they have noth- 
ing to say to one another. Ozaki (Sho Aikawa) 
breaks the ice by announcing to his boss 
(Renji Ishibashi) that from now on whatever 








pears. This sets the movie's 
second plot in motion, the youthful (and vir- 
ginal) Minami’s search for his missing mentor, 
a silent killer who has by this point become a 
parody of a Beat Takeshi stoic. 

Soon the film is trying on various versions 
of masculinity and exposing them as warped 
way stations on the unopen road to Japanese 
manhood, an idea gutted by the movie’s end. 
Ozaki and Minami, in yakuza style, refer to 
each other as “brother.” In an awkward and 
seemingly throwaway flashback, Ozaki reveals 


what’s most alien to the community is 
Hattori (played by heartthrob Tadanobu 
Asano), an unemployed samurai who hires 
himself out to the crime lord. Hattori does 
what, under capitalism, almost everyone 
does: sells himself to whomever can pay 
most. He follows the logic of his choice to 
its nihilistic end, killing not just his desig- 
nated targets but any of their employees 
who happen to be nearby. 

The pretext for Hattori’s atrocious labors 
is the medical expenses of his sick wife. This 
character (seen in one crucial shot applying 





the finishing touches to her hair in a small 
round mirror) incarnates the link between 
violence and the feminine that’s crucial to 
the film. Kitano expands the role of the fem- 
inine, first by making the avenging brother a 
transvestite, then by having Shinkichi 
become impressed enough with the broth- 
er’s geisha get-up to imitate it, with ludi- 
crous results. The richness of Zatoichi lies 
in such arbitrary mingling of pleasure with 
business. 

Zatoichi has Kitano’s usual dry visual 
firmness: everything seems to be shown 
clearly, but everything shown is only a 
screen, an image, a disguise. The narrative 
is riddled with flashbacks, each placed with 
a casualness that teases and lures the viewer 
in a way reminiscent of Bunuel. Zatoichi 
himself is a remarkable creation. With his 
dry laugh and cocked head, Kitano makes 


him a kind of clown — an ideal choice for a 
film so concerned with fun, games, and per- 
forming. &

his tenderness for Minami by asking to see his 
recent circumcision (Minami is driving at the 
time) and then presenting him with a pair of 
pink crotchless Givenchy panties. Give the 
panties to a girl you like, Ozaki tells Minami, 
and she’s yours. Miike, in some ways the ulti- 
mate postmodern clown among contemporary 
directors, doesn’t disregard Chekhovian ideas 
of dramatic construction. The crotchless 
panties prove important later in the film, by 
which time Miike has shown that under the

Armani-clad, tattoo’d torso of a yakuza beats 
the heart of a cute teenage girl in novelty 
underwear. 

Getting there isn’t pleasant. Gozu is a 
groaning, disarticulate movie bathed in a deep- 
yellow light that recalls the work of David 
Lynch and David Cronenberg, two directors 
Miike is either drawing from on or parodying. 
It’s hard to tell because Gozu explains nothing, 
instead relying on the image alone to tell its 


story. A figure appears in a giant bull’s head 
(“gozu” is translated as “cowhead” in the 
film’s subtitles) drooling semen from its 
mouth; a middle-aged innkeeper offers 
Minami her breast milk during a bathing 
scene; later, she and her halfwit husband are 
revealed to be engaged in the light industry of 
home breast-milk bottling operated under the 
household prayer “Those who deliver milk are 
healthier than those who drink it.” Events fol- 
low one another in a half-baked, often too- 
slow picaresque that Miike undercuts whenev- 
er he gets bored with the genre’s conventions. 
A facially scarred guide whom Minami 
encounters reveals to us that the half-white of 
his face is make-up; an American liquor-shop 
proprietress who looks like an early-’90s porn 
actress reads her Japanese dialogue off cue 
cards that Miike places in the frame. 

Miike’s recurrent problem is that his films 
often suggest he’d be hurt if someone took 
him seriously for more than a minute at a 
time. He works so fast that every new film 
becomes an adventure in either finding out 
whether his art has reached some new level or 
learning to what extent he’s squandered his 
talent. By the time Ozaki returns in the body 
of a knowing-yet-innocent pretty young girl 
(Kimika Yoshino) who’s intent on seducing 
Minami, you’re prepared for anything. What 
Miike delivers in Gozu’s last reel — a journey 
through the ages of man in the form of soft- 
core sex that turns into floor-banging castra- 
tion anxiety and ends up as birth-of-an-adult- 
baby exploitation — is something to see. 
Somehow, his slime-covered style has jelled 
into the universality of the biggest joke of all: 
that of being born. The film’s final seconds — 
perhaps their best turn Gozu into a light- 
hearted threesome movie that may be a joke 
version of something from the Taiwanese new 
wave. With Miike, you can never tell. Ld

Hole in the wall 


Woods Hole and the Third Man tour in Vienna 


teve Atlas is a public-affairs executive 
with years of service at WGBH, but he 
confessed last week on the Cape that 


“I’ve never before been to a film festival.” 
Atlas’s point of entry was perfect for his rein- 


vented career as a muckraking documentarian: 


the Woods Hole Film Festival. This is Woods 
Hole’s 13th year, and each time out, Boston 


attorney Judy Laster and her all-volunteer staff 


struggle to assemble a bill that will showcase 
worthy low-budget works, mostly by New 
Englanders, that lack distribution. Short films 


slick, live-action comic-strip romp in which 
yuppie dog owners stay a step ahead of a 
South End bicycle-riding cop. There’s also 
some fancy skateboarding that’s matched by 
fancy skateboarding cinematography from 
Gary Henoch. 

Mike Pecci’s “Autumn,” a mini-Mamet 
drama with tangy slang dialogue in which 
several suspicious-looking oddballs prepare 
for a secret operation in the night. Two twist 
endings, one twist too many. 

Matthew Rasmussen’s “Aesop's Council of 


Mice,” a clever, lovely animated work in which 
highly individualized mice debate the extermi- 
nation of a big bad cat. Rasmussen, who was 
represented last year here by “Marboxian,” is 
an amazing young filmmaker, and a bona fide 
Woods Hole Fest discovery. 

Laura Kerivan’s “The Master,” a poignant 
sketch of Harvard 
Square’s chess champ in 
residence, Murray 
Turnbull, who’s been play- 
ing $2 outdoor chess 


Orson Welles—starring classic was shot in 
1948, to take the enticing Third Man tour. 
I'd discover where legendary scenes took 
place, including the police’s chase of 
Welles’s villainous Harry Lime through the 
city’s sewers. Our guide was Third Man 
obsessive Brigitte Timmerman, who'd seen 
the film 120 times and given tours for 15 
years. Timmerman led us to a kiosk in a city 
park and opened a secret door on its side. 
Down a winding stair were the sewers: 
putrid smells, yellow water pounding by. 
Welles spent little time down here, she 
explained. “He was scared of infection, that 
the rats would bite him.” She showed us 
where Joseph Cotten’s character, Holly 
Martins, stood, confused, and the skeletal lad- 
der that Welles’s mortally 
wounded Lime climbed in 
desperation. I climbed it 
too, looking up, as Lime 
did, to a closed grate. No 


are welcome, and their creators also — 
I know no festival in America that is so 
hospitable to makers of five-to-20- 
minute movies. And those who do 
political and ecological films are espe- 
cially encouraged. 

Atlas’s film, “Battle of La Oroya,” 
is, at 18 lean minutes, first-rate agit- 
prop, a potent exposé of a mega- 
wealthy American corporation, the 
Doe Run Company of St. Louis, 
which brings acid rain and lead poi- 
soning to the rural Peruvians who 
reside near its smoke-spewing 
refinery. On camera, Atlas hangs with 
the militant peasants, way up high in 
the Andes. Then he’s back in 
Missouri to reveal the ecological dam- 
age done at home by a company 
that’s been labeled “one of the worst 
private polluters in America.” 

Other Woods Hole short-film high- 
lights by Boston-area artists: 

Alice Stone’s “Dog Eat Dog,” a

Maybe you need to knock back a couple of Colt 45s to appre- 
ciate Michael Winterbottom’s Code 46, or maybe a shot of a 
“Coherence Virus” would help. The film’s dystopic future offers 
“viruses” — biotechnical aids — for every other mood, psycho- 
logical need, cognitive requirement, or plot development, so 
why not one for simple clarity? But who knows what the side 
effects might be? 

William (Tim Robbins), an investigator into forged and 
stolen “papelles,” the passports and identity cards of the 
future, takes an “empathy virus” to help him with his work. The 
suspect says one thing about himself or herself and William 
intuits the person’s whole life story. On the other hand, he 
might also fall in love, as he does with Maria (Samantha 
Morton), the case he is currently working on in a Blade 
Runner—like polyglot Shanghai. Or does he fall in love 
because they share the same DNA from some unknown previ- 
ous genetic hanky-panky? If so, they are in violation of Code 
46, the anti-incest law of this mulligan stew of a future. 
Winterbottom takes cues from that ancient detective Oedipus 
(the all-powerful corporation here is Sphinx), and he blurs cul- 
tures, landscapes, and languages into a surreal, sometimes 
beautiful, and often confusing brave new world. But Sophocles 
got it right when he relied on fate rather than viruses. (93 min-

YU-GI-OH! THE MOVIE 


Japanese manga maven Rydésuke Takahashi’s franchise is a 
popular comic book, an animated TV show, and a card 
game that allows kids to wage make-believe battles with 
fantastic creatures like bug-eyed toons and fierce dragon- 
bots. Now, inevitably, it's a movie. The premise: the soul of 
an Egyptian pharaoh inhabits the body of the young title 
hero (voiced by Dan Green in this English-language ver- 
sion), making him the Michael Jordan of monster dueling.

Cirque du Soleil melds myth and circus

irque du Soleil’s shows are not so 

much variations on a theme as varia- 

tions on a style: surreal, spectacular, 
vaguely sinister, and deafening. Each new 
creation gets its own theme; Varekai, the lat- 
est Cirque creation, which debuted in 2002 
and is now on North American tour, takes 
its inspiration from the myth of Icarus, who 
flew too close to the sun on wings of wax 
and feathers and crashed into the sea. Not 
much of a show in that, so in Varekai, Icarus 
plummets not into the briny but into a highly

Hollywood hits 


There’s lots to like about Gizmo Love

en bonding is the chief concern of 
Gizmo Love, this time in fantasy- 
land/ Hollywood, where ordinary 
human emotions are kicked into outsize 
reactions motivated by self-defense, self- 
pity, and greed. Although we’ve seen the 
milieu before, in films and dramas that 
range from Sunset Boulevard to The 
Player, John Kolvenbach seems to have 
found an authoritative voice, if not a 
totally satisfactory end, for a play that 
owes as much to the dialogue of David 
Mamet and the theme of Jean-Paul 
Sartre’s No Exit as to the ambiguity of 
Harold Pinter. 

The world premiere of Gizmo Love at 
Wellfleet Harbor Summer Theater is set in 
a dingy office of cinderblock construction 
furnished with leftovers including a desk 
and some random chairs plus a frieze of 
faded images depicting long-gone stars of 
the silver screen. As designed by Dan Joy, 
the setting delivers a powerful subtext 
about rooms that can not only imprison 
but also reflect the psyches of their inhab- 





itants.

utter, “Who handles 
these folks’ work- 
man’s comp?”

trapeze and one another 
— is suppler and“more 
striking than most 
swinging-trapeze acts. 
In the second act, we get 
the muscular and gorgeous 
“Aerial Straps” of Andrew and Kevin 
Atherton, twin hunks in half-leotards and 
upwardly mobile greased coiffures who, to 
Piazzolla-like fiddling, make bold, conjoined 
shapes in the air. Then there’s the finale: a 
“Russian Swings” act about which the most 
amazing feature is that, with its military-pre- 
cision flinging through the air of red-and- 
yellow-clad bodies, it doesn’t kill someone 
nightly. 

I wish there were more of the mystery 
that characterized earlier Cirque shows 
(especially Alegria) in Varekai. But there’s 
bedazzlement aplenty. The costumes by, 
Eiko Ishioka evoke an interspecies world 
in which many of the tumbling, gymnastic 
denizens are Piscean or plantlike. 

(Human flowers actually seem to bloom 
in the second-act opening.) The clown 
acts aren’t very funny, but my biggest carp 
with the show, as with its Cirque predeces- 
sors, is that the music — in this case by 
Violaine Corradi, with klezmer and 
Hawaiian fillips, choral chant, and a somber 
accompaniment to the “Handbalancing on 
Canes” by Naumenko — is detrimentally 
over-miked. The amplification destroys the 
sound of the'singers (Isabelle Corradi and 
Craig Jennings) and turns their multi-lingual 
lyrics to mush. “Varekai” is said to be the 
word for “wherever” in the Romany lan- 
guage of European Gypsies. Sure it doesn’t

becomes increasingly abstract as the 
action unfolds in two short acts.

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The waste land 


Garbage Boy is a trip worth taking

hristopher Millis has a steely gaze, arms 

as thick as fire logs, and a father who 

was a garbage man. How Millis is like 
his father and how he’s not are details he 
muses over in Garbage Boy, a one-man auto- 
biographical monologue that at once evokes 
Eric Bogosian’s driving velocity and David 
Sedaris’s humor. As Millis connects the the- 
matic dots of his life to fashion a sepia portrait 
of his father, that image supplies him with 
keener insight into his own motivations and 
neuroses.

This ancestral investigation arises mainly 
from a single question that’s nagged the per- 
former since in his youth he read stories about 
pioneer families traversing the Great Prairies: 
“Why is it that — once upon a time — you 
could be destitute and dignified, but not 
now?” The simple answer is that Laura 
Ingalls’s novels weren't set in 20th-century 
Connecticut, where Millis’s father collected 
trash until he quit to buy a gas station, a busi- 
ness that suffered a long, slow demise. 

Millis, a poet, playwright, and art critic (and 
a regular Phoenix contributor), positions him- 
self within the long literary tradition of out- 
siders that stretches from Virginia Woolf’s 
protagonists to Holden Caulfield and all those 
whose sideline status affords them the clear 
eye of the observer. Millis may have seven 
brothers and sisters, but he never fit in with 
them. Moreover, his family didn’t really fit in 
— or come from — anywhere. On the rare 
occasion when they did shuttle up to the 
greener pastures of Saratoga Springs, Millis 
voyeuristically stole a peek into “the far-away 
world where I came from but never belonged.” 
In his analytical hindsight, this gave rise to a 
pursuit of “what matters.” In other words, a 
hunt for a confirmation of existence, a hunt 
that propels him toward the written word. 

The narrative begins in a smart-aleck tone 
as Millis explains that his push to marginal 
realms was triggered by his childhood impulse 
to learn, to make progress — not something 
his family valued. His parents aimed to avoid

the blind ambitiousness fueled by money, so to 
them, he was “a cruel slap in the face.” As he 
relates a chronology of seemingly random 
events, there’s a gratifyingly suspenseful tug of 
something awful lurking just ahead. 

The anecdotes about his siblings’ injuries 
and his accounts of his parents’ courting are 
related in a concentrated manner infused with 
nostalgia, but then, like the flick of a light 
switch, Millis snaps from strenuous brooding 
into an Andy Kaufman—like maniacal mode. 
His experience at a Saratoga Springs artists’ 
colony tumbles out with a satirical bite and 
deadpan sarcasm. There’s also a third gear of 
controlled despair that he reserves for the piv- 
otal tragic event of the story. 

What remains constant throughout the 
piece is the performer’s fanatical enthusiasm 
for whatever situation he communicates, 
regardless of how humdrum. At times, you 
might wish he would modulate his intensity. 
For the most part, though, you can appreciate 
his tone for the way it blends childlike wonder 
with jaded cynicism. He inventories the man- 
nerisms of estranged family members with the 
same fascination with which he catalogues the 
belongings he unloads upon arriving at the 
artists’ colony. But such focus is the tendency 
of a poet, and it’s easy to assume that actual 
circumstance interests Millis less than finding 
elegiac prose with which to give dimension to 
the prosaic. Metal beads of mercury are 
“smooth, speedy amoebas”; dinner at the 
colony is like “an Edith Wharton novel set in a 
thrift store.” 

Unless a show is about a tap dancer or a 
magician, it’s rare for a one-person perform- 
ance to be very action-oriented. The challenge, 
then, is for the actor to avoid the static deliv- 
ery that would result in either classroom-like 
speechifying or brute tedium. Millis is a con- 
centrated but not particularly lively performer 
(though the dynamic furrows in his forehead 
can animate his entire expression). He over- 
comes this hurdle in two ways. First, he fluidly 
navigates the loaded but not distracting set of 
rubber tires, metal trashcans, and seemingly 
random assortment of junk and vintage detri- 
tus designed by Ashley Lieberman, who also 
directs. Second, he handles language in a 
manner well suited to retrospective story- 
telling. The crystalline prose he employs to 
relate an action sequence is the auditory 
equivalent of a series of photographic snap- 
shots. 

Millis tells us, “I think about trash a lot.” 
But as the saying goes, one person’s trash is 
another’s treasure. &

The collected stories of Isaac Bashevis Singer

his is quite an undertaking by the 

Library of America just under 200 

stories, including 13 previously uncol- 
lected ones, in three overflowing volumes. 
But then, Isaac Bashevis Singer was an 
amazingly prolific writer. This endlessly 
entrancing anthology represents just one 
area of his output, which also includes nov- 
els, essays, and plays, though it’s the medi- 
um in which he’s still best known and most 
beloved. 

Singer occupies a unique position among 
20th-century writers. He grew up ih Poland, 
the son of a Hasidic rabbi and a rabbi’s 
daughter — first in a village called Leoncin, 
then in Warsaw. He came 


workshop, re-creating the atmos- 
phere of their village childhood. 
Singer keeps faith with his ori- 
gins when he invokes the structure 
and the humor of the folk fable in 
stories like “Gimpel the Fool,” 
“Getzel the Monkey,” “The Beggar 
Said So,” and “Two Weddings and 
a Divorce.” Often they include 
supernatural elements “The 
Mirror,” “Two Corpses Go 
Dancing,” “From the Diary of One 
Born” and a number of others are 
told from the point of view of a 
demon (or of Satan himself). 
Singer’s relationship to the other- 
worldly is rarely simple, though — 
the climax of 





to New York in the mid 
30s to escape Hitler (not 
everyone in his family was 
so lucky), yet for the rest 
of his life — he died in 
1991, 10 days after his 
87th birthday — he con- 
tinued to write in Yiddish, 
so all the stories contained 
here are translations. (The 
long list of translators 
include his wife, Alma, his 
nephew Joseph, and Singer himself working 
in collaboration with others.) So despite more 
than half a century of living in New York and 
Florida, an immense American readership, 
and a long list of American dramatizations of 
his work for both the stage and the screen 
(the best is Paul Mazursky’s 1989 movie of 
his masterly novel Enemies, A Love Story), 
Singer never relinquished his membership in 
the Old World. That’s the world he struggled 
against in his youth, when he felt, like the 
narrator of “Guests on a Winter Night,” lis- 
tening to his rebellious older brother dispute 
with his Hasidic parents, “I was always on his 
side. I wanted to cut off my sidelocks, put on 
a short jacket, study Polish, Russian, German, 
and learn what makes a train go, how to build 
a telephone, a telegraph, a balloon, a ship.” 
Little wonder that a recurring theme in 
his stories (and his novels, too) is the rocky 
and often unsuccessful transition from old 
to new. In “The Key,” a widow sees her 
transformed Manhattan neighborhood — 
and, indeed, life with- 
out her husband — as 
a landscape so alien 
and menacing that 
when she locks herself 
out of her apartment, 
she spends the night on 
the street rather than 
ask the assistance of 
neighbors or the super. 
Singer captures the 
guarded attitude of 
European-Jewish immi- 
grants following the 
Holocaust in a remark- 
able passage from “The 
Son”: “Each one’s eyes 
asked with disappoint- 
ment: Is this America? The girl with the 
number on her arm angrily shook her head. 
The whole world was one Auschwitz.” And 
in one of his most beautiful early tales, “The 
Little Shoemakers,” an aging shoemaker — 
from the Polish village of Frampol, a favorite 
Singer setting — finally follows his sons to 
America, where they’ve become successful, 
but he remains remote, resolutely unassimi- 
lated. The story ends, as not many of 
Singer’s do, in a sweet moment of harmony. 
The old man finds his way back to his chil- 
dren when he takes up his old equipment 
and his sons sit alongside him in his new

“The Stranger 
from Cracow,” 
where a devil 
drives an entire 
village to destruc- 
tion, recalls Haw- 
thorne’s “Young 
Goodman 
Brown,” and 
“Something Is 
There” is about a 
rabbi who loses 
his faith. The protagonist of “A 
Crown of Feathers” becomes a 
Christian, only to return to. Judaism 
years later; both conversions are 
provoked by visitations from the 
dead grandparents who raised her, 
and even at the end of her life, 
she’s unsure which — if either — 
was really a demon tempting her 
into hell. Even Singer’s modern 
stories may wander onto a magical 








plane. In “Hanka,” the narrator — THE PAST IS ALIVE: Singer never relinquished his membership in the Old World, so little 


who is, as in many of his stories, 
Singer himself — admits to an 
audience at a talk that every experi- 
ence he’s ever had with spirits has 
been ambiguous; yet he’s grown more and 
more convinced of their existence as he’s 
aged. Then he sees a woman in the crowd 
he once met in Buenos Aires, half fell in love 
with, and ended up suspecting was a ghost. 
“I looked again and she had vanished,” he 
writes. “No, it had been a hallucination. It 
lasted only one instant. But I will brood 
about this instant for the rest of my 
life.”

the modern ones 
as well as those set 
in early-20th-cen- 
tury villages where 
life goes on as it 
has for centuries. 
A typical narrative set-up places Singer in a 
cafeteria on the Lower East Side, or a 
newspaper office, or his apartment, when a 
man or a woman approaches him (or, in “A 
Telephone Call on Yom Kippur,” phones 
him), asks him something like “Are you the 
writer?”, and, insistent as the sailor in “The 
Rime of the Ancient Mariner,” begins to 


unravel a complicated story with its roots in 
the Europe Singer has never really left 
behind. Or else he travels to a foreign 
country, perhaps on a lecture tour. He’s in 
Lisbon in “Sabbath in Portugal.” Unable to 
book a room anywhere in the city, he calls a 
number his publisher gave him and winds 
up at dinner with a gentile family who serve 
him a Shabbat dinner. It turns out that the 
host is descended from Jews who held clan- 
destinely to their faith during years of per- 
secution. And that isn’t all: Singer looks in 
the face of his hostess and, to his astonish- 
ment, finds that “She resembled my first 
love, Esther, whom I had never dared to 
kiss, and who had been shot by the Nazis in 
1943.” He decides, finally, that Esther 
arranged this meeting with the Portuguese 
family so that she could come to him once 
more. 

You don’t expect “Sabbath in Portugal” 
to turn into a love story, but Singer wrote 
all kinds of love stories. Love is the real 
demon that maddens men and women — 
and, as one of his characters observes, “the 
forces that drive us mad have all the time in 
the world.” In “Not for the Sabbath,” a 
woman throws away her life for a brute 
after he whips her in public. In “The Third 
One,” a wife takes as her lover a man who 
is actually enamored of her husband. In 
“Taibele and Her Demon,” a man pretend- 
ing to be a demon charms his way into the 
bed of a pious young widow. In “The 
Unseen,” a man divorces his wife for a ser- 
vant; when the servant deserts him, he 
shows up at his wife’s door. She has remar- 
ried, but a combination of pity and undying 
affection leads her to hide the poor 


wonder that a recurring theme in his work is the rocky and often unsuccessful transition from old 


schlemiel in a ruin on her husband’s prop- 
erty, where she sneaks him food and blan- 
kets. “Two” is about a pair of young men 
who abandon their wives to live together, 
one in woman’s dress. The main character 
of the celebrated “Yentl the Yeshiva Boy” 
(played by Barbra Streisand in the 1983 
film musical, a considerably better adapta- 
tion than Singer himself gave it credit for) 
is a young woman brought up by her father, 
against Old World traditions, to be a 
Talmudic scholar. When he dies, she goes 
into drag, enrolls in a yeshiva, and falls in 
love with her study partner, Avigdor. This 
turn of events wrecks both their lives and 
that of the proper maiden Avigdor was once 
engaged to, whom Yentl (in the guise of the 
yeshiva boy Anshel) marries. The hero of 
“Powers” is the victim of a lovestruck 

and possessive — dog. 

There are many, many other examples, 
but “The Cabalist of East Broadway” is 
among the most moving. And it has perhaps 
Singer’s most charming love scene. The 
writer Joel Yabloner and a Hebrew teacher 
named Deborah Soltis meet over a period of 
20 years to discuss Hebrew literature, but 
— like Singer and Esther they never so 
much as kiss. The closest they come is 
bumping heads once over a dictionary; then, 
at Yabloner’s uncharacteristically playful 
suggestion, “The two lovers exchanged 
reading glasses, but he couldn’t read with 
hers and she couldn’t read with his. So they 
replaced their own glasses on their own 
noses — and that was the most intimate 
contact the two ever achieved.” Who but 
Isaac Bashevis Singer could have envisioned 
such a scene? #

the other Occitan languages) and eastern 
Spain (Catalan and Valencian). Catalunya’s 
visual language has been given eloquent 
expression by Gaudi’s hyperbolic parabolas 
and Dali’s oneiric surrealism. Miré has been 
perhaps less celebrated for an art that is as 
protean as it is prolix. It’s easier to come to 
terms with Gaudi and Dali — and for that 
matter, Picasso but that doesn’t make 
them greater artists. 

The 2004 revised editions of two Miré 
monographs, one large, one small, are a 
potent reminder. “Joan Mird’s existence was 
so lacking in adventure, so utterly devoid of 
anecdotal interest, that it is almost as if he 
had deliberately planned to make things 
difficult for his biographer,” writes Jacques 
Dupin at the beginning of Flammarion’s 
mammoth Mird. And this from the man 
whom Miré chose in 1957 to go to Mallorca 
and write about his work. Mir6é put so much 
into his art, there was nothing left for his life. 

He was born in 1893 in Barcelona. His 
father had grown up the son of a blacksmith 
in the south of Catalunya before moving to 


Barcelona and becoming a goldsmith and 
watchmaker. His mother was the daughter 
of a cabinet maker from Palma de Mallorca. 
Although Mir6é came from a family of arti- 
sans, his father did not see painting as an 
appropriate career, so he was sent to busi- 
ness school. He also attended classes at La 
Llotja, where in the wake of Picasso, who 
nine years earlier had been a prodigy there, 
he showed no particular promise. At age 17, 
he became a bookkeeper, but after a bout 
with typhoid fever and a minor nervous 
breakdown, he was allowed to enter the Gali 
School of Applied Design. By 1920, he had 
outgrown Barcelona and was ready for 
Paris, where he was accepted by his peers 
but not by the public. He married Pilar 
Juncosa, a woman from Palma, in 1929; 
their only child, a daughter, was born the 
next year. The Depression forced him to 
move back to Barcelona in the early ’30s; 
the Spanish Civil War caused him to return 
to Paris in 1936 (during which time he exe- 


cuted The Reaper for the 1937 International - 


Exhibition in Paris); and when in 1940 the 
Nazis descended on Paris, he had to return 


to Franco’s Spain. 
During and after the 
war, he found success in 
New York and received 
commissions worldwide, 
including the UNESCO 
Building in Paris. In 
1956, he moved to 
Mallorca, where the 
Catalan architect Josep 
Lluis Sert built for him 
the large studio he’d 
always wanted. He died 
on Christmas Day in 
1983. 
Early on in his Miro, 
Dupin makes the intelli- 
gent observation that 
Mir6 was always balancing. “He’had two real 
homelands: the town of Mont-roig in the 
region of Tarragona, where his father was 
born, and the island of Majorca, where his 
mother’s family had lived for generations. To 
complete this geography of Mird’s affections, 
history obliges us to add that he often chose to 
live in Paris. We may imagine these three 


places forming a perfect triangle, within which 
the painter’s entire personality was enclosed.” 
Montroig was Mird’s earth, Mallorca his 
water; Barcelona was his life, Paris his art. In 
Barcelona, he had mediated between the 
Noucentisme and Modernista movements, 
between Romanesque and Gothic; in Paris, he 
lived first in Montparnasse, then in Mont- 
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martre. Whether a triangle or any other shape 
could contain his personality is another mat- 
ter; his mature art keeps evolving toward open 
forms, and in the end even the universe 
depicted in his World War II Constellations 
series is too confining. 

That evolution was as original as the art 
itself. Mird’s pre-Parisian pieces show him 
making his way through Cézanne, the Fauves, 
Van Gogh, Braque, Picasso, Léger; in his 
career, he would ingest, digest, and excrete 
every major art movement. He worked on 


burlap, cardboard, masonite, cement, and cork 


as Well as paper and canvas; he turned out 
sculptures, ceramics, murals, tapestries, rugs, 
stained-glass windows. His road took him 
away from the human figure; as Dupin sug- 


gests, “Before the human figure Mir6é seems to 


have been seized with something like real ter- 
ror, a sort of vertigo that impelled him to react 
violently with all his being.” His persons are 
vertiginously distorted; it’s his Miroglyphic 
ideograms that restore his equipoise and com- 
mand his affection. In 1920, he wrote, 
“Picasso very fine, very sensitive, a great 
painter. The visit to his studio made my spirits 
sink. Everything is done for his dealer, for the 
money.” Long after Picasso seemed to have 
put his art on automatic pilot, Mir6é continued 
to explore. Where other artists declaim, he 
proposes. His art remains enigmatic because it 
requires the viewer to complete it. 
Seeing is, then, communicating, and 
according to Flammarion’s press sheet, 
“Jacques Dupin’s Miro features 450 
stunning color images — ‘more Mird’ 
than any other hardcover book in 
print, showcasing the*artist’s wide- 
ranging influences.” I counted 192 
color images. Done by the Barcelona 
company Reprocolor Llovet, the sepa- 
rations outclass those of the Miré 
monographs from Rizzoli and Prestel 
and the catalogue for the Museum of 
Modern Art’s centennial Mir6 exhibi- 
tion in 1993. The MoMA catalogue, 
however, does have more color. And 
the black-and-white images that fill 
out Flammarion’s 450 count are large- 
ly wasted on this artist — in Person 
Throwing a Stone at a Bird (1926), 
the rooster’s blue face and red comb 
are invisible. The MoMA catalogue 
shows all 23 Constellations, arguably 
Mir6’s most important work; Flam- 
marion has just six, three in color. 

Then there are the production prob- 
lems. What Dupin describes as Seated 
Woman I (1938) is actually Seated 
Woman IT (1938), and vice versa. His 
Flight of a Bird over a Plain I (1938) 
likewise does not describe the image with that 
title, and his account of Woman in the Night 
(1946) is keyed to an image called Women in 
the Night that may or may not be the work 
he’s talking about. The marginal notations that 
link the text to the images are not always cor- 
rect, and too often there’s an extended analysis 
of a piece that’s not illustrated. We don’t even 
see the originals of the three Dutch Interior 
“copies” that Miré did in 1928 after a trip to 
the Netherlands, never mind context in the 
form of work by Dali or Max Ernst or Paul 
Klee, or the Divan del Tamarit of Federico 
Garcia Lorca, who issued a public defense of 
both Dali and Miro. 

The translator is identified as James 
Petterson; suffice to say that no one who turns 
out sentences like “Mir6 assisted to a bullfight 
as if it were a popular festival erotically taint- 
ed” and “Mird’s painting on cloth an unrav- 
eled band of cloth bearing freed miroglyphs, 
was hang in the Salle des Superstitions” 
should have been given the assignment. Under 
such circumstances, it’s hard to evaluate 
Dupin’s text. It’s filled with insight: of the 
1960 Woman and Bird series, he says (again 
with little help from the translator), “The anal- 
ogy between the two creatures, and the inter- 
lacing of their lines are something so strong 
that it is hard to say where the woman ends 
and the bird begins, whether they do not after 
all form one marvelous hybrid creature. . . . 
This suspended union, at once expectation, 
trial and consummation, takes place in the 











privileged space of a carnal night, in an inti- 
macy ot nature, which Miré never departed 
from. Reality is revealed as a sort of break in 
the smooth flow of time.” Dupin takes great 
pains with Mir6’s seminal three early-’20s 
landscapes (in which the artist’s mature style 
develops before your eyes): The Farm, The 
Tilled Field, and Catalan Landscape (The 
Hunter); yet he leaves to it Erben to point out 
that the letters “s a r d” at the bottom right of 
Catalan Landscape could stand for either 
“sardina” (sardine) or “sardana” (the Catalan 
national folk dance), and he fails to elucidate 
the humorous contrast between the “jour” of 
the folded newspaper and the night that’s 
falling from the upper right-hand corner of 
The Tilled Field. And when he writes, “In 
most cases, starting from the new techniques, 
to which his prodigious sensitivity to materials 
and accidental discoveries gives unexpected 
powers, Miré goes beyond these to effect a 
pictorial and poetic operation raised to the 
second power, from which arise new mean- 
ings,” he’s sliding away from perception and 
toward promotion. Perhaps that’s the inevita- 
ble consequence of being hired to write about 
an artist’s work, an artist who becomes your 
collaborator and friend. 


Walter Erben’s Miro is a very different book, 


one more like the artist himself: small, unas- 
suming, full of matter. Its 240 pages contain 
some 200 illustrations, 177 in color. The first 
of the two parts begins with the author’s 1957 
visit to Miré’s Mallorca studio. Erben had in

his pocket “a letter from 
the Galerie Maeght in Paris, informing me that 
‘Mir6 felt flattered by my interest in his work 
and would be pleased to talk with me, if I 
came to Palma’ ” but no guarantee that the 
artist would be there when he arrived, and he 
opens his memoir with a comical account of 
trying to make his way from Palma to Mird’s 
home in Cala Major. “Suddenly he was stand- 
ing in front of me: a short, thickset man who 
hardly looked his sixty years. He was wearing 
blue linen trousers and a coarsely woven white 
linen shirt with a open neck and short sleeves. 
On his feet he had straw sandals. In his left 
hand he was holding Maeght’s letter. He 
extended his right hand and welcomed me. 
His round, rugged face with the sleek grey 
hair and exceedingly lively eyes inspired 
confidence. The words he spoke were those of 
commonplace politeness, yet there was imme- 
diately established between us that pleasant 
tension which links people who already know 
one another and are happy to be meeting 
again after a longish separation. | had no need 
to fall back on my laboriously contrived sen- 
tences.” 

Erben finds a place to stay near Mir6; he 
visits Mir6’s studio; he explores Mallorca, and 
he and Mir6é make a day trip to Port Andratx. 
The following summer, he returns, this time 
exploring Barcelona, meeting two of Mirdé’s 
friends, the hatmaker Joan Prats and the artist 
Josep Llorens Artigas. The second half of the 
monograph traces Mir6’s life and career in 
simple, straightforward language. A closing 


chapter by Hajo Diichting addresses “Mir6’s 
Late Works.” 

Whether he’s speaking with Mir6 or the 
artist’s friends, Erben reproduces conversa- 
tions verbatim (did he have a tape recorder?), 
and the result is intelligent everyday art talk as 
opposed to Dupin’s critical vacuum. “Every 
poet is a philosopher,” Mir6 says, “and I think 
many philosophers have a poet’s gifts. Klee 
was a poet and a tremendous thinker.” And in 
the margins of his running text, Erben pro- 
vides trenchant commentary on the illustra- 
tions (though in this context it’s hardly politic 
to call Sert a “Spanish architect”). Of Mater- 
nity (1924), he says, “Instead of evoking asso- 
ciations of maternal comfort, the giant, black 
pendulum — a mother’s womb — reminds 
one of the bizarre stories of Edgar Allan Poe.” 

During World War I, Miré wrote, “These 
days of the successful Allied offensive are for 
us Francophiles the greatest joy. We will see 
whether they can’t throw out this uncouth 
mob once and for all, and then we shall all go 
to Paris and surrender ourselves to France’s 
delights, which we can see in their most 
expressive form in Renoir’s painting (his 
Moulin de la Galette, his women, his nudes!).” 
When he did get to Paris, he was dismayed to 
find his fellow painters “stealing from Renoir 
(whose only value now is as a classic).” In a 
lesser artist, this might seem a contradiction, 
but Mir6é was a master of stepping back while 
moving forward. No form could contain him, 
and certainly no book, but these two pay due 
homage. B

Lazzara and 
Mascherino trade buoyant melodies on the 
chorus, but once again the words aren’t so

(Jimmy Eat World). Now they’re back with 
Forget What You Know (Columbia), an open- 
ing spot on the current Lostprophets tour, 
and an appearance at the Warped Tour 10th 
Anniversary Reunion Show next Friday in 
Foxborough. 

Midtown also have their biggest radio hit 
to date with the new disc’s first single, “Give 
It Up.” Like TBS’s “Decade,” the track piles 
several distinct hooks on top of one another 
in the name of regret. “Give it up, give it up/ 
Don’t fall for mistakes that I’ve made,” front- 
man Gabriel Saporta sings, over ringing gui- 
tars that bear the imprint of producer Butch 
Walker (Avril Lavigne). Walker isn’t the only 
new friend the band have made since switch- 
ing labels: they’re also one of the first sign- 
ings by A&R guy Matt Pinfield, who’s best 
known for his career as an MTV personality. 
The changes are more than just cosmetic: 
with the Clash-inspired kicks and hollers on 
“Give It Up,” the group have jettisoned the 
American Pie trappings of their past.

All of which means that now, after many years 
of hard work, it’s official: their Chicago label 
has realized its dream of becoming the next 
Epitaph. 

As most alt-rock fans know, Where You 
Want To Be almost never happened at all. 
Around the same time Dashboard were break- 
ing through, TBS were imploding: they had to 
pull out of last year’s Warped Tour because of 
the abrupt departure of co-frontman John 
Nolan and bassist Shaun Cooper. Still riding 
high on the success of their 2002 debut, Tell 
All Your Friends, the band decided to hire two 
new members rather than throw in the towel. 
Co-frontman Fred Mascherino, who had 
already made a name for himself on the emo 
scene with Philadelphia’s Breaking Pangaea, 
was the first to join. The second was bassist 
Matt Rubano, who had done a stint with NYC 
jazz-rockers Schleigho and played on the 
Lauryn Hill hit “Everything Is Everything.” 
The new line-up jelled to the point that TBS 
ended up on the Warped Tour after all, playing 
the last three dates on the East Coast. 

As for Nolan and Cooper, they’re gearing 
up for the September release of the Victory 
debut from their new band, Straylight Run. 
Ever since the split, emo gossip channels have 
been abuzz with finger pointing. But over the 
phone from a Warped Tour stop in Virginia, 
Rubano insists that the controversy surround- 
ing TBS has little effect on their day-to-day 
operations. “To give you an idea, I don’t really 
go on-line except to check my e-mail. That’s

The intensity level keeps build- 
ing, and Mascherino ends the track with a 
desperate howl. 

Once the new line-up was in place, TBS 
didn’t waste time getting back to work. They 
spent most of the fall on tour, and by March, 
they had enough new songs to head into the 
studio. Where You Want To Be was recorded in 
NYC and New Jersey with producer Lou 
Giordano, whose impressive résumé also 
includes hit albums by the Goo Goo Dolls and 
the Ataris. According to Rubano, that’s when 
being on an indie instead of a major really paid 
off for the band. “We had a unique situation. 
For a band that’s as well known as we are, at 
that point, so many business people are con- 
cerned with the record you’re going to make. 
You know, you’ve got A&R dipshits in the stu- 
dio, and all kinds of people trying to mess with 
your music. The five of us went in, and 
nobody crossed the threshold of the studio 
until we were done. I think our managers 
heard it right before it went to mastering. We 
handed them a finished record that nobody 
had any influence on except us.” 

So it stands to reason that even though it’s 
full of radio-friendly choruses, Where You 
Want To Be feels more like the work of a liv- 
ing, breathing rock band than most of the 
albums it’s rubbing elbows with on the charts. 
And no disrespect to Nolan and Cooper, but 
the level of musicianship in the group has gone 
up a notch: Mascherino and Rubano both 
went to college for music. TBS spread their 
wings on “New American Classic,” a gorgeous 
ballad built on acoustic guitars and a string

Emmylou Harris and the ‘Sweet Harmony Traveling Revue’

mmylou Harris plays well with oth- 
ers. And if that kindergarten praise 


sounds strange applied to an 11-time 


Grammy winner who has long since grad- 
uated into legendary status, it just might 
be the compliment she would choose. The 
country diva’s breathtakingly ethereal 
voice was first introduced to inspiration- 
starved listeners when she became the 
protégée-partner of the late, great Gram 
-arsons in the early ’70s, and every step 
of her 30-plus-year career — most 
notably away from that classic country- 
rock sound and into her own folk-tinged 
originals — has been marked by innova- 
tive pairings, recently as diverse as Linda 
Ronstadt (on 1999’s Western Wall) and 
Daniel Lanois (whose work on 1995’s 
Wrecking Ball was more in the nature of a 
partner than a mere producer). 

“I’ve always collaborated with other peo- 
ple,” Harris explained when I reached her 
by phone. “I’ve always enjoyed the sound 
of different voices singing together.” 

About to embark on the “Sweet 
Harmony Traveling Revue” when we 
talked, Harris seemed to be looking for- 
ward to more group activity. With Patty 
Griffin, Buddy and Julie Miller, Gillian 
Welch, and David Rawlings aboard, the 
tour (which comes to FleetBoston Pavilion 
next Friday) offers a range of roots, coun- 


came out for a couple of days.” 

But the project, as artistic projects will, 
took a different turn. “As it turned out, | 
wrote more songs then I thought I was 
going to write. So it morphed into some- 
thing else.” The trio did complete three 
songs together: a beautiful version of 
“Plaisir d'Amour” and the originals “Pretty 
Bird” (which borrows a lilting Peruvian 
melody) and the ruminative “I Will 
Dream.” In addition, the McGarrigles pro- 
vide vocal back-up on various tracks, as do 
Ronstadt and Jane Siberry, among others. 

That Harris chose to make this disc 
more her own project shouldn’t be surpris- 
ing for an artist of her stature. But though 
her singing voice still seems to float effort 
lessly, she has long said that her compos- 
ing voice is not so easily summoned. “Is it 
difficult? Oh yes,” she laughs. Although 
she had established herself as a songwriter 


with 1985’s autobiographical The Ballad of 


Sally Rose, she has not worn that cap light- 
ly. “Songwriting is agonizing and difficult.” 
And working with others doesn’t necessari- 
ly make it any easier. “It’s just that you've 
got company. Misery loves company!” 
Plus, she notes, the hard work of revi- 
sion can be eased with another pair of 
knowledgeable ears. “Certainly it helps to 
have somebody to come up with that won- 
derful phase when you know you're stuck. 
You can toss things out and you trust 
each other enough to say, ‘Um, no | don’t 





really think that works.’ That helps; it 
saves a lot of time.” 

Harris ended up collaborating on all but 
four of the 11 tracks on Stumble int 
Grace. Only one of the solo compositions 

the almost straight-ahead declamatory 
“Strong Hand,” a tribute to June Carter 
Cash and the relationship she forged with 
Johnny Cash that displays touches of the 
Cash couple’s mountain gospel roots 
came easily. “Every once in a while, the 
gods just drop one in your lap. That one 
was a gift, and it just came to me when | 
thought the record was finished.” In the 
context of the disc’s other subtle, tuneful 
tracks, the stark, “Strong Hand” sounds 
almost naked, all heart. “I didn’t set out to 
write a song about her.

At the other end of the spectrum is the 
cool — almost chilling “Time in 
Babylon.” Pushing Harris nearly over a 
contemporary edge, this modern-day 
morality. tale keeps her voice reined in, sub- 
servient to a shimmering beat, with the 
emphasis on her strong lower register, until 
her still-glorious upper tones are freed by a 
gospel-like chorus. She credits Luscious 
Jackson’s Jill Cunniff, whom she met 
through Lanois, for the music. “She came 
up with this amazing melody. In a million 
years I would never come up with some- 
thing like that, so it really pushes the enve- 
lope for you as an artist and as a writer.”

Although the 
Stumble into Grace tour has been 
Harris’s show, the cool, beautiful 
album is itself a team effort, 
though not as much as she’d 
intended. 

“When we started Stumble into 
Grace, when it was just the ‘Next 
Record,’ I thought it would be 
more of a collaboration.” In par- 
ticular, Harris had been hoping 
to work more closely with Kate 
and Anna McGarrigle, with 
whom she’d written “All I Left 
Behind,” which ended up on 
Western Wall. “1 specifically 
wanted to write with them. When 
I first decided to write, to put the 
energy and time into writing, the 
first people I called were Kate 
and Anna. | love their writing, I 
love their harmonies, and I really 
enjoy their company as people, so 
it was a win-win situation.

Her one collabora 
tion with Lanois on this album, “Lost 
unto This World,” is filled with these 
themes, reciting over simple waves of 
music the tales of murdered and mistreat 
ed women throughout the world. “I was 
tortured in the desert/I was raped out in 
the plain,” Harris sings, her voice mourn 
ful amid the typically lush Lanois backing 
“O you among the living/Will you remem 
ber me at all/Will you write my name out 
With a single finger scrawl.” 

She’s bearing witness, but gently, and 
with great beauty. Still, it’s a powerful 
statement and one that Harris had to be 
in her 50s, she says, before she could 
attempt. Earlier in her career, she points 
out, “I would never have done a song that 
had anything political in it, it just wasn’t 
in my range of vision.” 

If these songs sound diverse, particularly 
side by side on one album, that’s because 
Harris has moved beyond genre. Since step- 
ping out (with Lanois’s help) on Wrecking 

Ball, she’s cleared any country 
| —— or even Americana clas- 
sification. And on Stumble into 
Grace, she’s once again working 
with Lanois’s successor, Mal- 
colm Burn, who helped with 
Wrecking Ball and produced the 
2000 Grammy winner Red Dirt 
Girl. As on that album, Burns’s 
light touch keeps her varied 
approaches discrete. “The songs 
take on more of the front. and 
center,” she agrees. 

This is the contemporary 
Harris, one seemingly belied by 
the recent high-profile perform- 
ances on O Brother and the 
“Down from the Mountain” 
tour, which appeared to bring 
her back into the country, or at 
least alt-country, and folk- 
music mold. The difference, 
notes the artist, is once again a 
matter of collaboration. “Those 
weren't my projects. | was just 
asked to go along for the ride, 
and it was a real joy.

With the business side of things sorted out, 
the duo set out to make DC2: Bars of Death, 
which is a more mature collection that relies 
less on their trademark battle rhymes, though 
Esoteric is still more than willing to call out 
wack MCs. Indeed, they pretty much had to 
after being challenged by a-collective of 
underground NYC rap heavyweights on the 
Internet. But they held their own, and they

way: with old-school battle rhymes. 

Esoteric details the rivalry that led up to 
DC2. “As sad as it sounds, it started on [New 
York rapper] Cage’s message board. People 
said we were dope, and he responded by 
posting, ‘Esoteric sucks.’ I wasn’t even going 
to acknowledge that shit, but it kept coming. 
We were playing this High Times show in 
New York that Cage was on. And he’s on-line 
talking about how he’s going to fuck me up if 
I come to New York, and so was [Cage’s label 
mate] Copyright. People were saying that we 
weren't even going to show up. But we went, 
we did our set, and we called them out on 
stage: ‘I’m here if anyone wants to battle, I'll 
be here all night.’ I was trying to settle it lyri- 
cally. I wasn’t looking for a fist fight.” 

“Some of the things he was saying on-line 
went from ‘Eso has no rhymes’ to ‘I’m going 
to punch him in the face,’ ” 7L adds. 

“Ignorant shit,” Esoteric continues. “So 
we waited for them to come out. Copyright 
left, gone, dipped out of the club. Cage came 
out and said, ‘I don’t wanna battle.’ After 
that, Cage and Copyright recorded shit about 
me. And out of the blue, El P did a record 
about me too. I have no idea why he would 
bother to put his two cents into it. He did it 
on Aesop Rock’s record — he said very 
specific things. And I would never have 
known because I am not a fan of Aesop Rock 
— that stuff isn’t even hip-hop to me. So we 
recorded ‘Mercy Killing’ and I shit on his 
whole crew. In a year and a half, we made 
three songs answering their 13.” 

The battle had the underground commu- 
nity waiting for the group’s third album, 
waiting to see whether a Boston rapper 
who'd embarrassed five NYC MCs could 
hold his own on a full-length. So far, reac- 
tion to the new CD has been positive, and 
the buzz created by the Boston/NYC rivalry 
has only raised the profile of 7L & Esoteric, 
helping them to get their foot in the door 
on commercial radio, including alternative- 


rock stations like WFNX. 

The most curious aspect of DC2 is a col- 
laboration with Boston’s most visible Black 
Panther, Uno the Prophet. Also known as 
Nat Turner Devil Burner, Uno has created a 
fair amount of controversy with song titles 
like “Kill Whitey.” But 7L & Esoteric have 
forged an interesting bond with Uno that 
manifests itself in one of the album’s heaviest 
tracks, “Touchy Subject,” which addresses 
the use of the “N” word and the validity of 
white rappers like 7L & Esoteric. It’s a sur- 
prising move for the pair, who are not known 
for making music with political messages. 
“It’s humorous,” 7L responds. “There are 
many quasi-political rappers out there, but 
none of them really wants to take serious 
issues on. Back in the day, Paris and KRS- 
One were really outspoken. They were target- 
ing specific people, specific issues. But after 
92, conscious rap became hippy bullshit. 
People wanna be safe and say, ‘Fuck Bush.’ ’ 
But that’s too easy.” 

The track is sure to raise eyebrows, but it 
does more than just address racial issues. By 
collaborating with Uno and Boston legend 
K.T., 7L & Esoteric have blurred the schism 
between Boston’s two hip-hop scenes: the 
largely white college kids and the native 
Boston street-bred rappers. The latter rarely 
play rock clubs like the Middle East, which is 
one of 7L & Esoteric’s regular venues. 

Now that they’ve made an album that’s as 
hard to pigeonhole as it is to ignore, 7L & 
Esoteric are aiming to put together the right 
team to take them to the next level. Esoteric 
recalls something 7L told him before he laid 
down the disc’s vocal-tracks. “We were talk- 
ing about the record and what it would take 
for us to be happy with it, and 7L said, “You 
just gotta rap like the world is ending.”

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MODEST MOUSE: 
STRANGE SOUNDS 
FOR STRANGE TIMES 


\t least a month before Epic released 
its second big-budget album by a little 
band from the tiny town of Issaquah, 
Washington (not, as so many reviews 
have stated, from Seattle), on April 6, 
I mused in these pages that Modest 
Mouse’s Good News for People Who 
Love Bad News was almost certain to 
be a commercial flop that would be 
embraced by critics far and wide. I 
was, in a word, wrong. 

Not about the critics. They've been 
quick to credit the band for taking 
chances, pushing aside the guitars 
that have been front and center since 
Modest Mouse began releasing CDs 
on Northwest indies like K and U Jp in 
the mid ’90s in favor of an eclectic 
mix of everything from horn arrange- 
ments and mellotron chordings to 
banjo and accordion. But so have 
alternative-radio programmers, 


tar-driven, yet no less quirky single 
“Float On” a big enough hit for Epic 
to take out TV ads for the album. 

In other words, what at first listen 
seemed to be singer-songwriter Isaac 
Brock’s kiss-off to Epic — his way of 
saying, “Since you’re going to drop us 
after this album stiffs, we might as well 
go out of our way to make something 
unmarketable” — has become a com- 
mercial success. As if to rub my nose in 
it, a capacity, ass-to-elbow crowd of 
more than 2000 fans who knew all the 
words to “Float Away” came to Avalon 
last Saturday evening to show their sup- 
port for one of several unfortunate bands 
who thought they’d be doing the 
Lollapalooza main stage this summer 
instead of trudging through clubland. 

Brock and company haven’t toned 
down their eclecticism one bit since 
“Float Away” hit. Banjo, bowed bass, an 
actual mellotron (they’re delicate, pre- 
synthesizer instruments that use analog 
tape loops of various instruments to cre- 
ate sound), and two drummers were 
grafted onto the more traditional rock 
instrumentation of electric guitars, key- 
boards, and electric bass. Dressed in the 
same simple jeans-and-T-shirt ensemble 
the rest of band wore, Brock sounded 
like a man on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown for most of the set, as his 
lyrics free-associated paranoid fantasies 
about post-apocalyptic “Mad Max bull- 
shit” and delved into his own confused 
feelings about “My friends, my habits, 
my family.” The one playful moment 
came at the start of the encore, when he 
emerged wearing a large pair of butterfly 
wings and joked, “When I was a larva, | 
thought I'd do it all...” The wisecrack 
fell flat, but the version of “Float Away” 
that followed soared effortlessly. Some- 
times it’s nice to be so wrong.

A few of them 
might’ve surprised his fans, such as the 
Beatles’ “If I Fell,” a song Smith com- 
pared with the works of Gustav Mahler. 
Another would-not-have: David Bowie’s 
“Life on Mars.” “Can’t go wrong with 
Bowie,” said WFNX disc jockey Paul 
Driscoll. “No, you can go wrong with 
Smith said, emphatically and

Of course, you can go wrong with 
the Cure, too. When Driscoll men- 
tioned that “Let’s Go to Bed” had 
been the first track ever aired on FNX, 
Smith dismissed it as “pure dumb pop 
music,” a song that had served its 
purpose at the time, which was to dis- 
abuse the public of the notion that the 
Cure were a bunch of disconsolate 
depressives. Smith has been trying to 
convince people of this for 20 years, 
and his latest effort, the Curiosa tour, 
features 11 acts hand-picked by him. 
They range from gloomy and right- 
eous (Muse) to gloomy and weird 
(Mogwai, the only band on the tour 
selling their own brand of earplugs), 
from gloomy and metal (former Hole 
bassist Melissa Auf Der Maur, whose 
thunderous bass playing drowned out 


her guitarists — all three of them!) to 
gloomy and chic (the Rapture and 
Interpol). 


After nightfall erased a bruise-col- 
ored sky, Smith, raccoon eyes peer- 
ing from beneath his trademark 
weeping-willow bouffant, clutched his 
collar and stared into the darkness. 
The audience a few fortysome- 
thing men in Bob drag; scads of 
smartly accessorized, thin-hipped 
twentysomethings eyed warily by the 
thirtysomethings who used to be 
them; and fewer goth kids than you’d 
think — roared back. “I can’t find 
myself!”, Smith yelped on the open- 
ing “Lost,” the first song from their 
new Ross Robinson—produced The 
Cure. The evening’s theme thus 
delineated, the band elaborated on it 
wildly over two hours, from Disinte- 
gration’s “Fascination Street” and 
“Plainsong” (the latter shivering like 
an embalmed “Crimson and Clover”) 
to the deliriously jangly pop of “Love 
Song” and “Just like Heaven.” An old 
song about feeling old and alone (“In 
Between Days”) meshed with a new 
song about feeling old and alone 
(“Anniversary”). And if anyone was 
still in a good mood, the last third of 
the concert was sure to douse it. 
Drenching downpours of drone and 
sorrowful, meandering squalls 
marked “From the Edge of the Deep 
Green Sea,” “Disintegration,” and 
“One Hundred Years” — “It doesn’t 
matter if we all die,” Smith sang, 
then drew both encores from one of 
their gloomiest albums, 1980's 
Seventeen Seconds. Not for the first 
time, the Cure failed to convince the 
world that misery isn’t their first lan- 
guage.

BLUE HERON CHOIR: 
WHO WAS THAT 
MASKED COMPOSER? 


The Blue Heron Renaissance Choir’s 
audiences have come to expect peak 
experiences almost as a matter of 
course. Two weeks ago Friday at the 
First Congregational Church in 
Cambridge, it was the Missa spes 
nostra of Robert Jones that was 
prompting the astonishment and 
delight, and with the usual questions 
in tow. Who was this composer? 
And is there more? 

First of all, it has to be said — real- 
ly, proclaiming from the rooftops 
wouldn’t be excessive — what an 
extraordinary chorus Blue Heron is. 
These singers radiate vocal health and 
ease of technique. Their ensemble 
sound is clear, firm in pitch, and 
rhythmically alive — so much so, in 
fact, that when director Scott Met- 
calfe’s notes mentioned the “dense 
polyphony” of the five-centuries-old 
music on the program, I were 
brought up short: what denseness? It 
didn’t seem at all odd that the First 
Congregational’s airy acoustic, problem- 
atical to some, proved in this case to’ be a 
friend — a warm, nurturing one — and 
not a foe. 

Who was this Robert Jones? We have 
no dates of birth or death for him, only 
the intelligence that he was a singer in 
the Royal Household Chapel from “at 
least” 1520 “until about” 1534. The 
emergence of his glorious Missa spes 
nostra we owe to the English musicolo- 
gist Nick Sandon, whose life’s work has 
been the painstaking reconstruction of 
music (by Aston, Taverner, and Ludford 
as well as Jones) from before the Refor- 
mation. From 1999 on, the Blue Heron 
folks have functioned as a pipeline for 
his startling discoveries. Lucky them. 
Lucky us. 

Large, symphonic-breadth forms in 
music as early as Robert Jones’s can be 
startling to modern ears. It’s so old, so 
“pre-”, it seems new. The stylistic main- 
spring of the Missa spes nostra is that of 
the seamless but non-repetitive, endlessly 
unfolding variation. Jones commands an 
impressive array of devices keep it all 
going. One is his light, propulsive, never- 
quite-predictable rhythms. Another is his 
richly varied “orchestration” of voices. 
The Gloria sported some confrontational 
sonorities — two very high treble parts a 
continent’s distance away from the bass, 
it seemed, and with nothing in between 
— as extreme as any in a Shostakovich 
slow movement. What lingers in the 
memory, however, is the peculiar glow to 
the melodic shapes that came and went 
amid the welter of ongoing variation. 
Jones, himself a singer, must have been a 
wonderful composer of songs — an 
English Dufay perhaps. How vexing to 
learn that the bass part of a three-part 
song is all that remains. 

It was a risky venture to plant two 
new pieces, Trisagion 1521 and Kyrie 
Gloria tibi Trinitas, by Elliott Gyger 
between the two halves of the Mass, but 
the former’s legerdemain (three voices 
in three languages, cannily intermingled) 
and formal shapeliness were disarming, 
as was the latter’s fusing of “old music” 
rhythms with scarily difficult “new 
music” intervals. For Blue Heron, it was

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Ghetto blasting 


Jadakiss takes his shots on Kiss of Death

he other day, I was stopped at a red light 

on Cleveland’s East Side when a large, 

silver SUV pulled up booming Jadakiss’s 
new hit album, Kiss of Death (Ruff Ryders/In- 
terscope). Given the setting, the scene was 
hardly remarkable. Cleveland’s East Side is 
something like Boston’s Roxbury, the South 
Side of Chicago, or the hood that Eminem 
sings about on “Welcome to D-Block,” his 
cameo cut on Kiss of Death: “The sun don’t 
shine here in this part of town/But we all got a 
town that’s similar to this too/Because every 
city’s got a ghetto, every ghetto’s got a hood/ 
Take a good look around you, cuz there’s a D- 
Block near you.” 

“Welcome to D -Block” drapes a noble 
cloak over the grim deprivation and deprava- 
tion it describes, with strings and acoustic gui- 
tars laying down menacing, minor-key figures 
over a slow heartbeat rhythm. As Eminem 
suggests, it’s all too depressingly familiar. But 
I remember the tiny SUV incident because, for 
the most part, Kiss of Death isn’t familiar at 
all. As the odds would have it, the track boom- 
ing out of the SUV wasn’t Eminem’s cameo 
but a more characteristic cut, the Neptunes- 
produced bob-along “Hot Sauce To Go.” At 
the light, as the uncommonly nimble bass line 
bumped against Jadakiss’s mischievous boasts 
(“Picked her up in the maroon Lincoln/Blew 
her back out until the moon sinkin’ ”), I 
glanced up and noticed the driver doing some- 


thing I usually don’t see young African-Ameri- 
can men do while blaring gangsta rap in the 


hood: grinning. 

That’s “grinning,” not 
“smiling.” Smiles are for 
shiny happy pop music. 
Jadakiss, on the other hand, 
avows early on in Kiss of 
Death that he’s “everything: 


controversial/ Underground, 


gangsta-rap slash commer- 
cial,” and true to his word, 
he tries to do it all at once, 
never straying far from the 
nastiness no matter how 
nice he makes. But exclud- 
ing the requisite gangland 
“Intro” and the rap-metal 
bloodbath “Shoot Outs,” 
the opposite holds true too 
— all that depressingly fa- 
miliar gangsta terrain is re- 
vitalized with unexpected 
beats and rhymes, ideas and 
moods. The disc’s second 
half has the gripping ex- 
tended metaphor of “By 
Your Side,” the warped 
Middle Eastern strings of 
“Gettin’ It In”; even “Wel- 
come to D-Block” is bright- 
ened by the contrast of Em- 


inem’s bold, bouncing delivery against 
Jadakiss’s raspy, steady flow. And the first half 


is better than that, with nine solid cuts offering 
the most inviting run of thuggish raps I've 


heard in years. Ghostface Killah may be more 
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gangsta terrain with unexpected

imaginative, but Ghostface 
also coasts on his eccentrici- 
ty; 50 Cent may be more 
“real,” but that’s just be- 
cause he’s really a two-bit 
con; M.O.P. is definitely 
rougher, but the duo are 
stampeding elephants next 
to Jadakiss’s stalking lion. 


That doesn’t mean Kiss of 


Death vindicates gangsta 
apologists who argue that 
musical might always makes 
esthetic right. Jadakiss’s 
craft and wit stand in con- 
trast to his brutality, thereby 
tempering it. More impor- 
tant, the other contrasts in 
his music — the “slash” 
that he lays between “gangs- 
ta rap” and “commercial,” 
between the hood and the 
world — create meanings 
that go beyond the rapper’s 
stylistic command. When he 
raps, “I’m a man of the 
Lord but still can’t shake the 
devil/ Moved away and still 


can't escape the ghetto,” it 


resonates because that struggle plays out in 
almost every track. 


Jadakiss first tasted the serpent’s fruit as a 
member of the Lox, a trio whose 1998 debut, 
Money, Power & Respect (Bad Boy), was a 
well-honed, utterly cynical dose of received 
thugitude. But now, the 29-year-old’s second 
solo album proves that cynicism can run both 
ways. Despite all the explicit talk of drugs, vio- 
lence, and sex, the album has been criticized in 
the mass media for only a single line: “Why 
did Bush knock down the towers?” Buried 
deep in the current single “Why,” it’s one of a 
litany of unanswerable questions that delineate 
Jadakiss’s ambitions and limitations (“Why 
they sellin’ niggas’ CDs for under a dime? 
And if it’s all love, daddy, why you come with 
your nine?”) 

“Obviously it’s only a metaphor,” Jada- 
kiss told the Washington Post of the towers 
line on July 16. “Ultimately, at the end of 
the day, he’s the boss. The buck stops with 
him.” The Post suspects 
because on July 9, it reports, Jadakiss told 
Billboard.com, “I just felt he [Bush] had 
something to do with it. That’s why I put 
it in there like that. A lot of my people felt 
he had something to do with it.” Maybe 
that claim is more deprived and depraved 
than anything you'll find on Kiss of Death, 
but whereas the Post calls Jadakiss’s rein 
“coaching,” you could 
also call it “learning.” After all, the best 
thing about Kiss of Death isn’t that Jada 
kiss welcomes you to D-Block but that he 
fights to escape it a

The many faces of Miss Kittin

ased in Geneva, the songwriter, DJ, and 

chanteuse who calls herself Miss Kittin 

— real name Caroline Herve — has 
swiftly moved from momentary novelty to sus- 
tained brilliance. The genius of modern 
French variété has been to work from behind a 
mask in order to probe one’s inner self with- 
out loss of privacy. Miss Kittin wears her own 
brand of mask, and she probes her inner self 
with a voice not to be conflated with that of 
any other singer; yet to the variété tradition 
she belongs. 

Her latest CD, J Com (AstralWerks), com- 
bines poignant social observation, delicacy, 
and thoughtful self-examination with several 
genres of pop music that don’t often appear 
together. For the music, credit her skills as a 
club DJ, her readiness to borrow from so 
many sources, and her exposure, while grow-

networking 


From South Africa.to Eastern Europe

t’s not easy to break into today’s crowded 

world-music market. With fewer labels 

producing fewer releases, and increased 
obstacles to touring, even established artists 
have to work hard to stay in the game. That 
makes the emergence of World Music Net- 
work’s “Introducing” imprint a particularly 
welcome development. The label’s first three 
releases suggest the kind of taste and judg- 
ment it takes to bring new names to the fore. 
Two come by way of artists from southern 
Africa: Zulu guitarist Shiyani Ngcobo and an 
unusual assemblage of folk musicians from 
Madagascar called Vakoka. Both are examples 
of great African acoustic recordings. 

Topping the list is Introducing Shiyani 
Ngcobo, an album by a performer who’s been 
a guru of the finger-style Zulu guitar genre 
known in South Africa as maskanda for 30 
years. This style developed in migrant-worker 
camps, and it’s both a nostalgic reinvention of 
older rural sounds and a lively means for 
commenting on harsh, immediate realities. 
The cyclic spin of finger-picking acoustic riffs 
creates a sonic space rich with cultural mem- 
ories, and the reedy vocals, often with choral 
backing, provide a forum for the kind of com- 


mentary that was dangerous and/or forbidden 
during the apartheid years. 

Veteran world-music producer Ben Man- 
delson came upon Ngcobo playing with a trio 
at a music festival in Malaysia, then traveled 
to South Africa twice to make this recording. 
Maskanda today is 
out of favor in hip- 
hop-mad South 
Africa, and it’s 
rarely heard on in- 
ternational record- 
ings. It began as a 
solo guitar-and- 
vocalist genre; it 
survives in a 
pumped-up, elec- 
trified sound pow- 
ered by pounding, 
programmed drum 
tracks. Mandelson 
took Ngcobo’s 
group as he found 
it, a small ensem- 
ble with an 
acoustic garage- 
band vibe. Most of these 14 tracks center on 
Ngcobo’s deft guitar picking and whispery 
vocals. The stripped-down “Izinyembezi (The

(Choose One for Yourself),” is a solo instru- 
mental. Elsewhere, violin, accordion, bass, a 
second acoustic guitar, a little percussion, 
and male and female backing vocals fill out 
the sound, but never to the level of today’s 
commercial maskanda. 

In his liner notes, Mandelson describes his 
gentle efforts to steer the sessions, bringing 
out the character of each piece while preserv- 
ing the sure-footed but shifting rhythmic 
quality he calls “elastic precision.” From the

ethnic groups for a series of concerts and 
then for an album in which each principal 
contributed two pieces and could draw upon 
the other musicians for accompaniment. Two 
months of rehearsing preceded a frenzied 
two-day recording session that resulted in one 
of the most satisfying recordings of Malagasy 
folk-pop available. 

The best-known artist here is Hanitra of 
the group Tarika, and the two pieces she con- 
tributes showcase the relaxed, low end of her 
vocal range. On the lilting “Era,” she’s backed 
by bass, hand percussion, harmony vocals, 
and the lithe guitar of one cf the island’s 
greatest pickers, Haja. A rival to the celebrat- 
ed Malagasy guitarist D’Gary, Haja struts his 
stuff on “Maromaso,” evoking the deep 
polyrhythms of the marovany box zither and 
revealing himself as a passionate vocalist. 
Elsewhere, we get echoes of hira gasy, tradi- 
tional musical theater that reflects the stately 
elegance of Madagascar’s somewhat Euro- 
peanized highland culture but also other- 
worldly roots sounds, notably the lokanga 
fiddle, which is played masterfully by Gabin. 
On “Manigne,” Damy matches the tone of his 
soprano sax to Gabin’s lokanga with genre- 
bending results. Most pleasing of all are tune- 
ful folk-pop numbers like Gabin’s “Salama” 
and vocalist Djdma’s “Vorondolo.” But there 
are no weak links in this tapestry of plucked 
and bowed strings, flutes, horns, drums, and, 
best of all, the kind of harmony vocals that 
can be found nowhere else on earth. 

Introducing Sukke completes the label’s 
opening trilogy with a lively, stripped-down 
Eastern European klezmer session. Impressive 
both for the high caliber of the playing and the 
production and for Sukke’s willingness to 
break with formula, the disc is characteristic of 
what World Music Network has become 
known for — authentic, contemporary roots 
music, free of calculation and pretense. % 
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**xx The Gamits, ANTIDOTE 
(Suburban Home). The Gamits are 
a model of alt-rock self-sufficiency: 
the veteran Denver band produced 
this album themselves, and they re- 
leased it on a local DIY label with 
good national distribution.

Look- 
ing back at Beck's 1994 debut, Mellow 
Gold (Geffen), you can see the seeds 
of something more than slacker, 
white-rap novelty in the song that be- 
came his calling card, “Loser.” To 
judge from Chris Colonna’s Bumble- 
beez 81 project, he’s a bit more inter- 
ested in the rest of that seminal album 
— the fuzzed-out grime of “Mother- 
fucker” and the trashy hip-pop collage 
of “Beercan.” Using those deep cuts 
for inspiration, he basement-mixes 
hip-hop raps and grooves with lo-fi 
garage grit and, like Beck, steps back 
to see what sticks on The Printz, a 
collection culled from two Australian 
EPs that’s become Bumblebeez 81's 
introduction to the US. Too much here 
doesn’t quite stick, but Colonna is 
nonetheless an inspired musical 
mathematician, adding acoustic guitar 
to coax his distorted vocals into de- 
tachment on “Pony Rid” and subtract- 
ing a beat from the midsection of 
“Rappa,” one of several tracks that 
features his sister Vila ably busting 
rhymes over dilapidated rhythms. It 
took Beck another couple years to 
build up to Odelay, his true classic. 
Colonna has a fighting chance of 
doing the same if he can rein in his 
kitchen-sink gesthetic and return with 
something a bit more cohesive.

Before Sunrise takes place on a sin- 
gle afternoon in Paris, nine years 
after the one-night encounter in Vien- 
na between Jesse (Ethan Hawke) 
and Céline (Julie Delpy). Jesse has 
written a novel about their meeting, 
and Céline (as he hoped) shows up 
at his book signing at Shakespeare & 
Co. With only an hour or so before 
Jesse must go to catch his plane, he 
and Céline fill each other in on what 
has happened to them, and, little by 
little, they reveal how their meeting 
has transformed them. Hawke and 
Delpy never escape being Hawke 
and Delpy, attractive and famous 
movie stars. Their narcissism is al- 
ways foregrounded, in a way that the 
narcissism of Cary Grant, Katharine 
Hepburn, Humphrey Bogart, and 
Lauren Bacall never is in Howard 
Hawks films. Before Sunset is weak-

Whereas The Bourne Identity 
drew more from the politically and ex- 
istentially charged secret-agent tradi- 
tion of The Third Man than from the 
fantasy fulfillments’ of James Bond, 
The Bourne Supremacy’s prime di- 
rective is to escape. First from the 
bloated Robert Ludlum novel, to 
which it fortunately bears no resem- 
blance. Then from any distracting top- 
ical relevance or entangling human 
relationships. Which is a surprise and 
a disappointment given that director 
Peter Greengrass’s previous film, 
Bloody Sunday, outraged Tories with 
its depiction of British brutality in 
Northern Ireland, and that star Matt 
Damon is a pal of Howard Zinn. One 
moment, Jason Bourne (Damon) is 
pondering his fate in idyllic Goa, a 
man tormented by nightmares and 
comforted by a good woman (Franka 
Potente, returning as Marie). The 
next, he’s in the first of many car 
chases, the prey of a sniper whose 
shot misses its target but triggers the 
terminator. Bourne goes into the fa- 
miliar routine of ransacking the man’s 
lodgings for caches of handguns, 
cash, and fake passports, and the 
chase, basically a matter of physics at 
this point, begins.

Hannah) 
known as California Mountain Snake, and Bill's dissolute brother Budd (Michael Madsen, Mr 
Blond from Reservoir Dogs, whose presence in the cast is a sign of Tarantino's revival), the for- 
mer Sidewinder. The Bride will get to them in due time. Meanwhile, Tarantino shows off his 
mastery of chronology, intertextuality, subjective point of view, and suspense. It's not just the 
improved dialogue (Madsen getting most of the best lines, though Michael Parks's suave, sep- 
tuagenarian Mexican pimp is a creation worthy of Jorge Luis Borges) but the renewed respect 
for life and death that gives each one of the killings a unique punch line and pathos. Bill's in- 
evitable death provides the biggest payoff of all. (136m)

Fairy tales for the modern girl are a hard sell, and there’s 
nothing original in this by-the-book romance, which stars Julia Stiles as a determined young 
medical student who falls in love with a boy who turns out to be a prince. He’s all reckless Eu 
ropean impetuosity to her uptight can-do Americanism, so of course they're perfect for each 
other. Throw in her unpretentious farmer parents and his royal ones, sit back, and let the fire- 
works fly. That seems to have been the plan, anyway. The actual film is considerably less excit- 
ing. Luke Mably’'s Prince of Denmark decides to go to school in Wisconsin on the basis of a 
Girls Gone Wild-esque video, and that’s about as wacky as things get. Directed by Martha 
Coolidge, who made the great opposites-attract comedy Valley Girl, The Prince & Me lacks all 
of that film's oddball affection for its characters. It’s just part of a weird string of films about

For a 
guy with so much clout in the inde- 
pendent-film world, Robert Redford 
makes a lot of bad movies. The 
Clearing, from first-time director 
Pieter Jan Brugge, seems at first in- 
explicable. Inspired by an actual noto- 
rious crime in the Netherlands, it 
opens as a Standard kidnapping tale. 
Wealthy Pittsburgh businessman 
Wayne Hayes (Redford in a Donald 
Trump pompadour) has coffee by the 
pool with his wife, Eileen (Helen Mir- 
ren), heads off to the office, and 
never returns. Downsized loser 
Arnold Mack (Willem Dafoe) has 
snatched him and is holding him for 
ransom. Two story lines are intercut: 
first, Mack marching Wayne through 
the woods and chatting with him 
about a variety of topics, including 
class differences; and second, Eileen 
helping the FBI find Wayne before it’s 
too late, during the course of which 
we learn that he hasn't been a model 
husband. Not exactly headline news 
(though apparently it was on the 
Dutch networks for almost a year) 
and the only real twist or suspense or 
depth arises out of your assumption 
that the two story lines occur simulta- 
neously. Brugge plays with this con- 
vention cleverly but gratuitously, and 
that's the sole fun to be had here.

Michael 
Mann's flair for the extraneous that el- 
evates what might have been a stan- 
dard and contrived crime thriller into 
an exciting and artful homage to the 
genre. And why can’t Tom Cruise al- 
ways play a scumbag? As Vincent, 
the hired killer who pops into the cab 
driven by Max (Jamie Foxx) one LA 
night, he’s nihilistic, lethal, and rueful- 
ly charming. And is that a trace of vul- 
nerability beneath his gray suit and 
brush cut? So maybe he’s looking for 
a connection as well as transporta- 
tion when he presses, at gunpoint, 
Max (Foxx is terrific too) into service 
as his chauffeur as he moves from 
target to target to a conclusion pre- 
destined from the cabby’s first fare. 
The route may be familiar (and allu- 
sions to Taxi Driver and Rear Window 
don’t help) arfa nerve-rattling, but the 
sights and the people along the way 
make the trip worthwhile.

Too flustered to correct her mistake, 
he allows her to launch into a recital 
of her marital woes. A couple of ses- 
sions later comes the inevitable ques- 
tion: who's analyzing whom? Luchini, 
who'll be familiar to some from his 
work with Eric Rohmer, is subtle and 
endearing, like Jean Rochefort in 
Leconte 2003 movie, The Man on the 
Train. Neither an argument for mar- 
riage nor against single life, 
Confidences trop intimes gets better 
as it goes along, especially when 
Anna’s Timothy Carey—esque hus- 
band shows up in William's office. It's 
too bad that Leconte chose to move 
his camera in early-’90s focus-finding 
style, as if this were an American TV 
cop drama instead of the icy Chabro- 
lian mystery it is. The ending is fanci- 
ful, the kind of conclusion associated 
more with films like The Bourne Iden- 
tity than with Hitchcock.

It has an agenda, it lacks 
context, and it can supersede logic 
and clarity with incendiary, some- 
times gratuitous images. Its strength 
is its characters: Lieutenant Josh 
Rushing, a Marine press officer 
whose ideals are genuine and contra- 
dictory, as he freely admits; Hassan 
Ibrahim, a large, jolly Al-Jazeera jour- 
nalist whose deep suspicion of US 
motives is balanced by his “absolute 
faith in the American Constitution and 
the American people”; Al-Jazeera 
senior producer Samir Khader, who 
states early on in the film that any 


| commander who doesn’t put the 


media and propaganda at the top of 
his agenda is a poor military planner, 
then berates an assistant after being 
hooked up with an American “political 
analyst” who recites an anti-Bush 
screed. “With victory,” he concludes, 
“no one cares about justifications.” 
But with the Bush administration's 
victory proving as dodgy as its 
justifications, maybe there’s still a 
chance for truth to prevail.

His wife, played by Ashley 
Judd in the new film, knew about his 
homosexuality when she married 
him, but Winkler still portrays her as 
the love of his life, suggesting that 
they had a soulful understanding that 
transcends sexuality.

There he walks the snow- 
blinded beach and spots another 
wanderer, Clementine (Kate Winslet, 
both irresistible and insufferable in 
her best performance), hunched in an 
orange-hooded sweatshirt.

Cameron looks to his 
Oscar-winning epic for his first big- 
screen release since 1997, a 3-D 
IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Titan- 
ic (the ship, not Kate Winslet’s ca 
reer), narrated by the film’s mock- 
documentarian, Bill Paxton. 
Cameron, Paxton, and a group of sci- 
entists and historians went aboard a 
Russian research ship and took two 
submarines two miles under the 
ocean’s surface to the explore the 
hulk.

But 
what sounds like a capitalist version 
of the well-worn weed comedy turns 
out to be a hilarious jaunt around Jer- 
sey with plenty of jabs at consumer 
culture, modern-day hippies, “ex- 
treme sports” dudes, cops, homo- 
phobes, and Jesus freaks and even a 
few subtle pokes at our commander 
in chief. Played by John Cho (the 
“MILF” kid from American Pie) and 
Kal Penn, Harold and Kumar are a 
contemporary Cheech and Chong, 
only younger, smarter, and Jess fried. 
Director Danny Leiner (Dude, 
Where's My Car?) provides some silly 
sight gags, slapstick, and bathroom 
humor, but the film's hilariously on- 
point dialogue — courtesy of high- 
school pals Jon Hurwitz and Hayden 
Schlossberg, here making their fea- 
ture screenwriting debut — drives the 
comedy. Throw in funny cameos by 
Ethan Embry, Fred Willard, Chris 
Molina, and Neil Patrick (“Doogie 
Howser’) Harris as himself and just

The third and so far best of the Harry 
Potter movies has the advantage of 
being based on J.K. Rowling's most 
satisfying book and being directed by 
Alfonso Cuarén, who breaks director 
Chris Columbus's death grip on the 
franchise. The choice of Cuarén was 
as inspired as it was logical — in films 
as varied as 1995's A Little Princess 
and 2001's Y tu mama también, his 
main themes have been the death of 
innocence and sexual awakening. Al- 
though there is, of course, no actual 
sex in The Prisoner of Azkaban, the 
whiff of puberty is everywhere. Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe) and his best friends 
at Hogwarts Academy, Ron Weasley 
(Rupert Grint) and Hermione Granger 
(Emma Watson), are suddenly look- 
ing very mature. Hermione and Ron 
bicker more than usual, with a new 
undercurrent of puppy-love tension. 
Hermione, willowy in her pink sweat- 
shirt and hip-hugger jeans, greets 
womanhood in butt-kicking heroine 
mode, decking snotty blueblood 
Draco Malfoy (Tom Felton) for insult- 
ing her parentage and saving the day 
with her “time turner,” a gizmo that al- 
lows her to change the course of 
events. As for Harry, there’s trouble on 
the horizon: the mass-murdering wiz- 
ard Sirius Black (Gary Oldman), an 
alleged follower of the evil Lord Volde- 
mort, has escaped from Azkaban 
prison, the Alcatraz of wizard clinks, 
and word on the street is that the de- 
ranged Black is out to kill Harry. In his 
corner is kindly Remus Lupin (David 
Thewlis), a friend of Harry's parents, 
James and Lily, who’s been hired as 
the school’s new Defense Against the 
Dark Arts teacher. Michael Gambon 
plays Hogwarts headmaster Albus 
Dumbledore (the role originated by 
the late Richard Harris) as a caftan- 
clad old hippie, as mischievous as he 
is mystical. Emma Thompson, new to 
the Potter roster, is a hoot in her brief 
turn as hapless Divination teacher 
Sibyll Trelawney, who exhorts the stu- 
dents to “look beyond” but can’t see 
past her own nose, despite thick 
glasses that magnify her eyes. Alan 
Rickman’s screen time as Professor 
Severus Snape has suffered, but he 
still wrings maximum impact from few 
words. It’s all enough to make you 
hope Cuaron directs the four remain- 
ing Potter movies. And while he’s at it, 
maybe he can get hold of Hermione’s 
time turner and go back and work his

**1/2 KILL BILL: VOL. 1 (2003). 
Quentin Tarantino's tour de force ex- 
ploits the spectacle and the chic of re- 
venge and violence while providing 
the first half (how arbitrarily the origi- 
nal three-hour epic was chopped in 
two for convenience of release will be 
seen in February with the release of 
Volume 2) of his fourth outing, which 
lacks the audacity of Reservoir Dogs 
the formal ingenuity and sly irony of 
Pulp Fiction, and the emotional core 
of Jackie Brown. What it has is in- 
your-face fetishism, quite literally in 
the case of Uma Thurman's feet, 
which dominate the screen with un- 
healthy frequency (true, her foot mas- 
sage in Pulp was a key plot point, but 
it was never shown). Other preoccu- 
pations include recurrent scenes of 
children watching a parent’s violent 
death, the spectacle of women inven- 
tively butchered, often by other 
women, and, of course, the usual as- 
sortment of prominently displayed 
edged weapons and offensive words 
(“bitch” is his new favorite). The open- 
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ing scene is a black-and-white close- 
up of the bloody, gasping face of the 
Bride (an athletic but uncharismatic 
Thurman), the approaching boots 
(those feet again) of her reptilian 
killer, Bill (David Carradine), his 
soothing, sinister words, a gunshot 
and the campy surge of Nancy Sina- 
tra singing of Sonny Bono’s “Bang 
Bang (My Baby Shot Me Down)” on 
the soundtrack. Tarantino never fully 
re-creates the verve and the authority 
of these first few minutes, though the 
subsequent tale of the murderous as- 
sault on the Bride’s wedding party 
and her survival, coma, rebirth, and 
subsequent campaign of vengeance 
against Bill and his Deadly Viper As- 
sassination Squad (of which the 
Bride, a/k/a the Black Mamba ap- 
pears to have been a member — stay 
tuned for Volume 2) sustains interest 
in the slow spaces between flamboy- 
ant set pieces. The sound and the 
fury of slashing samurai swords, 
spouting arteries, dismembered body 
parts, and eviscerated adolescents 
orchestrated by Hong Kong martial- 
arts choreographer Yuen Wo-Ping un- 
derscore the sad truth that Tarantino's 
action scenes are now far wittier than 
his dialogue.

Bill: Vol. 1 demonstrated few of the 
virtues that made “Tarantino-esque” a

Vol. 2 doesn't re 
deem those excesses, but it does put 
them in a clarifying context (though 
Tarantino’s stab at feminism is still 
primitive and grotesque). A brash, 
brief opening black-and-white flash- 
back recapitulates Vol. 1; we see the 
bloody, gasping face of Black Mamba, 
a/k/a “The Bride” (Uma Thurman), as 
Bill (David Carradine) is about to de- 
liver the coup de grace.

* * 1/2 THE MANCHURIAN CANDI- 
DATE (2004). Jonathan Demme 
showed gumption in updating John 
Frankenheimer's 1962 masterpiece 
of perennial paranoia, but the com- 
parisons will be invidious nonethe- 
less. As in the original, Major Ben 
Marco (Denzel Washington, the best 
thing in the movie) commands a 
scouting patrol; in this case he’s doing 
reconnaissance in advance of Desert 
Storm. There’s an ambush, and in the 
Official version of what happened, 
Sergeant Raymond Shaw (Liev 
Schreiber) saves all but two members 
of the unit, an act of heroism for which 
he wins the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. Much to the delight of his 
mother, Senator Eleanor Prentiss 
Shaw (Meryl Streep, combining 
Martha Stewart with Medea), who 
uses the award to propel him into pol- 
itics. And now, in this fictitious present 
day or near future, he’s poised for the 
vice-presidency. But Marco has a 
dream, one that’s far less horrifying 
than the sight of Shaw's beloved cos- 
tumed as the Queen of Diamonds. 
(Frankenheimer created his night- 
mare with the perverse elegance of a 
single 360-degree pan.) The patrol 
members have been captured and 
their brains not so much washed as 
roto-rootered. Demme, the master of 
horror in The Silence of the Lambs, 
throws in Grand Guignol experiments 
and drilled skulls, but these aren't 
nearly as scary as Frankenheimer's 
dowager lecturing about hydrangeas 
in a hotel lobby. Neither is the plot that 
gets uncovered particularly shocking 
given what we've been through from 
the Kennedy assassinations to Sep- 
tember 11. At its wittiest and most 
subversive, The Manchurian Candi- 
date lampoons this post-Orwellian 
image of the world. At times, the 
barbs are obvious, as when Senator 
Shaw schmoozes with her Manchuri- 
an Global backers in a cloud of cigar 
smoke and cynicism. More telling is 


the background chatter of the media 
— overheard or just-glimpsed bul- 
letins about the latest pre-emptive 
strike against Guinea or Guatemala 
and the need for “compassionate vigi- 
lance.” Paul Verhoeven perfected this 
parodic technique in RoboCop and 
Starship Troopers, films that seem 
prophetic today. Demme's Candidate 
is neither prophetic nor very parodic. 
It’s like the mutterings of a talented 
filmmaker half in a dream.

Once in 
America, everything goes wrong, but 
Maria, who possesses a feisty nature 
and intelligence, begins to carve out a 
place for herself. In the sequence in 
which she and three other mules — 
all young women from small rural 
towns — swallow the drugs, board a

Marston’s attention to detail creates a 
dread-filled atmosphere that’s both 
realistic and nightmarish, but it’s 
Colombian actress Catalina Sandino 
Moreno who makes this harsh story 
uplifting instead of simply pathetic.

Long-time 
bass player Jason Newsted has de- 
parted in acrimony; the remaining 
members are no longer on speaking 
terms.

therapist and “performance-enhance- 
ment coach” whose specialty is moti- 
vating sports teams — to put Metalli- 
ca back together again, at least long 
enough to record a new album. That's 
the film’s premise: the world’s most 
famous headbangers get subjected to 
a head shrinking.

How else ex- 
plain a film that takes beautiful actors, 
sets, costumes, and production num- 
bers, fuses (or diffuses) a century and 
a half of pop culture from Verdi to 
MTV, photographs it all like a freak 
show, and chops it into confetti? 
Moulin Rouge opens to the rooftops 
of Paris as they might have been 
imagined by Tim Burton, with build- 
ings shaped like elephants and a 
mustachio’d moon, where unfolds the 
tale of Christian (Ewan McGregor), a 
British wanna-be writer in town to 
take in “1899 — the summer of love.” 
Since he knows all the lyrics to The 
Sound of Music (the film flaunts its 
anachronism), he teams up with 
some bohemian buddies to put on a 
show called Spectacular Spectacular 
at the cabaret Moulin Rouge, but he 
gets more than he bargained for 
when he falls in love with Satine 
(Nicole Kidman), a luminous courte- 
san who enters on a swing singing 
“Diamonds Are a Girl's Best Friend.” 
Problem is the Duke (Richard Rox- 
burgh), the show's backer, expects 
Satine to be part of the deal, and he 
demands exclusive rights to her from 
Zidler (Jim Broadbent), the club's pro- 
prietor. Meanwhile Satine is coughing 
blood into a handkerchief. How oper- 
atic — as in La traviata, La bohéme, 
and a little bit of Cabaret. As for 
Luhrmann’s MTV editing (which 
makes it impossible to tell whether 
Kidman or McGregor can actually 
dance, though to judge from their 
singing, it's unlikely), it seems de- 
signed to conceal the film’s essential 
banality and ineptitude.

**x*xxMY ARCHITECT: A SON’S 
JOURNEY (2003). Nathaniel Kahn 
uses the documentary form to ex- 
plore the life-long puzzle of his father, 
the famous architect Louis |. Kahn. 
Everything about Kahn was mysteri- 
ous, especially to Nathaniel, who was 
11 when his father died without ever 
having acknowledged him or his 
mother, Harriet Pattison, publicly. 
Kahn had a wife, Esther, and a 
daughter, Sue Ann, his only official 
family; few people even knew about 
Harriet, a landscape architect who 
collaborated with him, or about his 
earlier liaison with Anne Tyng, who 
worked in his office and bore him an- 
other daughter, Alex. Even his 1978 
death was a mystery: at 73, bankrupt, 
he collapsed of a heart attack in Penn 
Station, and it was three days before 
his body was identified. The arc of the 
movie is Nathaniel’s quest to put to- 
gether a portrait of his father, a quest 
that takes him to see his dad’s build- 
ings in New Haven, California, Texas, 
New Jersey, and finally Jerusalem 
and Bangladesh. Nathaniel’s person- 
al investigation of this work, which is 
annotated by interviews with |.M. Pei 
and Frank Gehry, among others, re- 
veals how Kahn worked through his 
early love of classical models to a 
deeper connection with the mysticism 
they reflected. Nathaniel falls into vi- 
sual clichés and puts obvious, senti- 
mental musical choices on the sound- 
track, and the film would certainly be 
better without his voiceover apostro- 
phes to his dad. But none of the 
movie’s flaws takes away from its 
emotional fullness.

meet as two star-crossed teens 
(she’s rich, he’s poor) in the South six 
decades ago. They fall in love, they 
separate, Allie gets engaged to 
someone else but never forgets 
Noah. It’s a standard melodrama plot, 
and Cassavetes, who directed the 
mawkish John Q, lacks the subtlety to 
underplay the weepier elements, 
leaving it to his actors to create some 
genuine feeling. At least they're up to 
the task. It's nice to see Gosling play 
a relatively normal guy, and he infus- 
es his stock romantic character with 
some earthy, humanizing touches; 
meanwhile, McAdams mostly man- 
ages to make her free-spirited rich girl 
endearing rather than annoying.

Chris Kentis’s sardonic and coldly 
existential thriller finds bickering cou- 
ple Susan (Blanchard Ryan) and 
Daniel (Daniel Travis) off on a last- 
minute (because of her job) island 
package vacation. They try to sal- 
vage their holiday with a little scuba 
diving, but they're so happy frolicking 
among the angelfish and the moray 
eels that they overstay their allotted 
time and surface to find the boat not 
where it's supposed to be.

This 
film from Stacy Peralta might seem 
like a variation on the Endless Sum- 
mer series (like last year’s Step into 
Liquid), but the director has put his 
own stamp on the surf documentary. 
For one thing, he traces the sport's 
origins back to the ancient Polyne- 
sians before turning his attention to 
contemporary daredevils. He took a 
similar tact with his debut film, Dog- 
town and Z Boys, chronicling the 
evolution of skateboarding from the 
Malibu surf scene to Tony Hawk 
(Peralta himself was one of the Z 
Boys). Here his Tony Hawk is Laird 
Hamilton, the pioneering force be- 
hind “tow-in” surfing (which allows 
boarders to ride the giant multi-story 
waves of the title) and the master of 
the most perilous pipe ride ever 
recorded on film. Greg Noll, though, 
takes charge of the movie; a portly 
party animal, he recalls the 60-footer 
he rode in the middle of a monsoon 
that hit the Hawaiian coast in the 
‘60s. Surf-guitar maestro Dick Dale 
also makes an appearance, and 
there are plenty of bone-crushing 
wipe-outs, but it’s the surfers braving 
the Mavericks of Northern California 
who thrill the most. Since 1975, 
they've been risking life and limb to 
catch the waves that break on those 
jagged rock cliffs. When one is lost 
Peralta records the moment with dig- 
nity and grace. (105m) Copley Place 
**x*xRIVERS AND TIDES: ANDY 
GOLDSWORTHY WORKING WITH 
TIME (2001). Albert Camus’s “The 
Myth of Sisyphus” comes to mind 
while you're watching Scottish envi- 
ronmental sculptor Andy Goldswor- 
thy work on a project in Thomas 
Riedelsheimer’s documentary. He's 
trying to build one of his trademark 
pinecone-shaped sculptures out of 
stones on a beach before the tide 
comes in. After it's collapsed for the 
fourth time, he says that with each at- 
tempt he got to know the stone a little 
better, but he just didn’t get to know it 
well enough. What most would re- 
gard as futility and transience 
Goldsworthy, like the mythical hero of 
Camus’s essay, embraces. Art, he 
believes, is not about permanence, 
it’s about catching the patterns of the 
ephemeral, the natural cycle of ebb 
and flow. That all sounds a bit touchy- 
feely, but as Goldsworthy points out, 
his work often speaks better than his 
words, and the images of him pulver- 
izing a stone into an iron-rich powder 
and then tossing it into a river so that 
it flows red like blood give force to the 
notion that even rocks are fluid. 
Goldsworthy finds a fine collaborator 
in Riedelsheimer, and the film shim- 
mers with stunning images of intri- 
cate pieces achieving their apotheo- 
sis and then collapsing in a variety of 
environments. Riedelsheimer’s illumi- 
nating recording of the process, how- 
ever, begs the question: if a sculpture 
falls in the woods and only the sculp- 
tor sees it, is it art? (90m) Saturday 
and Sunday at the Museum of Fine 
Arts.

* 1/2 SHREK 2 (2004). Shrek 2 dis- 
charges its first fart joke — newly- 
weds Shrek (Mike Myers) and Fiona 
(Cameron Diaz) making bubbles in a 
mud bath during their honeymoon — 
before the opening credits roll, beat- 
ing the original. The film itself makes 
noisome bubbles for about the first 
third, which consists of tiresome plot 
exposition — the couple must deal 
with the displeasure of Fiona’s royal 
parents (John Cleese and Julie An- 
drews), who are not yet aware that 
their daughter's love for the ogre has 
turned her into one as well — and 
stale humor. Not even Eddie Murphy 
as Donkey can get off a good one, 
SO you might spend this part of the 
movie reflecting on how computer 
animation makes humans look 
creepy and creepy things look 
human, or perhaps count the gratu- 
itous movie references (From Here 
to Eternity and The Sound of Music, 
and many others, are tapped before 
we even get to the fart joke). But 
then Puss in Boots comes to the res- 
cue. (Helping also is Captain Hook 
playing songs by Tom Waits and Nick 
Cave in a bar scene out of Star 
Wars.) Voiced with exquisite, 
mellifluous subtlety by Antonio Ban- 
deras, Puss is the mixture of fawning 
sycophancy and cold-blooded 
treachery that many cat lovers will 
recognize, but he’s blessed also with 
a noble soul.and a redeeming sense 
of the absurd. He brings out the best 
of the rest, especially Murphy, in this 
tale of tolerance, deceit, true love, 
the nature of identity, and the inter- 
textuality of images, a soulless syn- 
thesis culminating with a 10-story- 
tall rampaging gingerbread man 
that’s a direct but hilarious steal from 
Ghostbusters. The directing team of 
Andrew Adamson, Kelly Asbury, and 
Conrad Vernon have given up all 
pretense of being faithful to the dark 
children’s book classic by the late 
William Steig. Nonetheless, product 
though it is, Shrek 2 is worth watch- 
ing through the end credits, which 
are followed by the definitive version 
of “Livin’ La Vida Loca.” (95m) Cop- 
ley Place, West Newton (no screen- 
ing Wednesday), Somerville Theatre 
(no screening Saturday), Arlington 
Capitol, suburbs. 

**xSPIDER-MAN 2 (2004). The 
catch phrase for this sequel is, 
“You've got a choice,” and the one 
that Peter Parker (Tobey Maguire) — 
who's trying to balance careers as a 
college student and a costumed 
crimefighter while finding that he 
can’t make ends meet delivering 
pizza and realizing that he'll endan- 
ger true love Mary Jane (Kirsten 
Dunst) if he reveals to her his secret 
identity — is that he won't be Spider- 
Man anymore. Of course, we know 
how long that’s going to last — as if 
Sony were going to pay $200 million 
to make a film about a kid studying 
physics, or as if Peter could sit back 


and let a super-villain run wild. In this 
case, it’s Otto Octavius (Alfred Moli- 
na), Peter’s role model/father substi- 
tute. He’s also the top asset for Os- 
Corp, the energy company of Park- 
er’s pal Harry Osborn (James Fran- 
CO), formerly owned by Harry’s late 
dad, Norman (Willem Dafoe), a/k/a 
the Green Goblin from the previous 
film. Octavius’s new “fusion” process 
is supposed to provide perpetual en- 
ergy; instead, it turns him into a 
monomaniacal evildoer fused him- 
self to the four vastly powerful me- 
chanical arms he required for the ex- 
periment. What Spider-Man 2 needs 
is a Sam Fuller type of innocence 
that can take the hokum seriously 


‘and transform it into pulp purity. Not 


to mention more of Raimi’s own sar- 
donic irreverence. (127m) Boston 
Common, Fenway, Fresh Pond, Cir- 
cle, suburbs. 

**xxTHE STRANGER (1946). Al- 
though far from Orson Welles’s worst 
film (as he claimed), you can almost 
understand why the great showman 
thought so: The Stranger is an in- 
tense but unremarkable Hollywood 
character study — what it really is is 
his least arty film. Welles stars as a 
former Nazi official hiding out as a 
teacher in a Connecticut prep 
school. His entanglement in a mur- 
der and eventual capture are treated 
in conventional suspense-movie 
terms, but Welles creates a darkly 
fascinating portrait of the criminal 
mind haunted both by fear of capture 
and by his own guilty visions. With 
Edward G. Robinson and Loretta 
Young. (b&w/95m) Friday and Satur- 
day at the Brattle. 

*x*x*x*xSWEET SMELL OF SUC- 
CESS (1957). From the time when 
the Stork Club reigned, a wonderful- 
ly corrosive look at power politics 
among Manhattan's sleaziest news- 
paper columnists and press agents. 
The dialogue (by Ernest Lehman 
and Clifford Odets) is hilariously 
overwrought: there’s so much of it 
whooshing by, sweeping you along, 
and it’s perfectly suited to the char- 
acters’ hyperbolic thought patterns. 
The baroque, allusive language is 
part of the mendacity of J.J. Hun- 
secker (Burt Lancaster), an omnipo- 
tent gossip columnist whose meth- 
ods lie somewhere between Walter 
Winchell’s and Richard Ill’s. With a 
surprisingly fine performance from 
Tony Curtis as the two-bit agent Sid- 
ney Falco, who finds the limits to his 
sleaziness tested when he comes 
head to head with Lancaster. (96m) 
Friday at the Harvard Film Archive.

*1/2 THE TERMINAL (2004). This 
Steven Spielberg effort is the film 
equivalent of airline food: pre-pack- 
aged, portion-controlled, tasteless 
nutritionally suspect, and tending to 
cause gas at high altitudes. Hanks, 
in one of his worst performances, 
plays Viktor Navorski, a funny East- 
ern European in the tradition of Andy 
Kaufman’s Latke and Robin 
Williams's Viadimir in Moscow on the 





tyrannosaurus rex’s favorite 


Hudson. Viktor arrives at JFK just as 
his homeland of “Krakozhia” (which 
apparently has no cities, since all 
flights there bear the destination 
“Krakozhia”) collapses in a coup. As 
a result, he’s a man without a coun- 
try and must live in the limbo of the 
airport’s international arcade until 
the situation changes. An ironic in- 
version of Hanks’s role in Cast Away, 
demonstrating the deeper isolation 
of the so-called global village and 
the culture of rootless mass con- 
sumption? If only. Somehow, Spiel- 
berg manages to make a film about 
airport security and immigration poli- 
cies in the post-September 11 world 
that’s devoid of any topical or politi- 
cal relevance. As for the existential 
trauma of disenfranchisement and 
anomie, one look at Jerzy 
Skolimowski’s 1982 Moonlighting 
shows up the scene in which Hanks 
runs heartbroken from monitor to 
monitor watching news broadcasts 
of his country’s collapse. And for a 
sour aftertaste, check out Catherine 
Zeta-Jones as the flight attendant/ 
cali girllove interest embodying 
Spielberg’s creepy misogyny (note to 
the director: avoid romance and 
comedy). Only Stanley Tucci prevails 
as the head customs officer and the 
villain of the piece (/.e., the only one 
who doesn’t recite platitudes).

Restored to its director’s-cut length, 
11 minutes longer than David O.

As 
the title suggests, the nature of iden- 
tity is the big question here, and 
Selznick inadvertently added to the 
murk by replacing Reed's breezily 
sinister opening voiceover with the 
voice of Joseph Cotten, who plays 
protagonist Holly Martins.

Jean-Jacques Annaud, the opulent 
eye behind La guerre du feu/Quest 
for Fire and Lamant/The Lover, \lev- 
els another environmentally pointed 
message with this family-friendly 
saga about two tiger cubs separated 
by human encroachment.
